An open Competitive Examinstiou for admission to the Civil Service of India will be 
held in London, under the subjoined Regulations, commencing on the 2nd August 1898. 

The number of persona to be selected at this Elimination will be announced hereafter. 

No person will be admitted to compete from whom the Secretary, Civil Service Commiesionf 
has not received, on or before the Slat May 1898, an application on the prescribed form, aiom- 
panied by a list of the subjects in which the Candidate desires to be examined. 

The Order for admission to the Examination will be posted on the 19th July 1898, to the 
address given on the Form of Application. It will contain instructions as to the time and place 
at which candidates will be required to attend, and as to the manner in which the fee (£d) is 
to be paid.

be appointed to the Civil Service of India, provided they shall comply with the regulations 
in force, at the time, for that Service. 

12. Persons desirons to be admitted as Candidates must apply on Forms, which may 
be obtained from ‘‘The Secretary, Civil Service Commission, London, S.W./' at any time 
after the Ist December, in the year previous to that in which the Examination is to be held. 
The Forma must be returned so as to be received at the office of the Civil Service Commis¬ 
sioners on or before the Slat May (or, if that date should fall upon a Sunday or public 
holiday, then, on or before the first day thereafter on which their office is open), in the year 
in which the Examination is to be held. 

The Civil Service Commissioners are authorised by the Secretary of State for India in 

Council to make the following announcements 

• 

(i) Selected Candidates will be allotted to the various provinces upon a consideration of 

all ike circumstances, including their own wishes ; but the requirements of the 
Public Service will rank before every other considerati on. 

(ii) An allowance amounting to £100 will be given to all Candidates who pass their 

probation at one of the Universities or Colleges which have been approved by the 
Secretary of State, viz., the Universities of Oxford, Cambridge, Dublin, Glasgow, 
Edinburgh, St. Andrew’s and Aberdeen; Victoria University, Manchester; 
University College, London ; and King’s College, London; provided such Candi¬ 
dates shall have passed the .Final Examination to the satisfaction of the Civil 
Service Commissioners, and shall have conducted themselves well and complied 
with such rules as mag be laid down for the guidance of selected Candidates. 
The whole probation must ordinarily be passed at the same Institution. Migra¬ 
tion yaill not be permitted except for special reasons approved by the Secretary 
of State. 

(iii) The allowance of £100 will not be paid lo any selected Candidate until he hqs been 

certified by the Civil Service Commissioners to be entitled to be appointed to the 
Civil Service of India; "and every Certificated Candidate must, before receiving 
his allowanee, give a written undertaking to refund the amount in the event of 
his failing to proceed to India. > 

(iv) All Candidates obtaining Certificates will be also required to enter into covenants 

by which, amongst other things, they will bind themselves to make such payments 
as under the rules and regulations for the time being in force they may be 
required to make towards their own pensions or for the pennons of their famiHea. 
The stamps payable on these covenants amount to £1. 

(v) The seniority in the Civil Service of India of the selected Candidates will be 

determined according to the order in which they stand on the list resulting from 
the combined marks of the Open Competilive and Final Examinations, 

(vi) Selected Candidates will be required to report their arrival in India within such 

period lifter the grant of their Certificate of Qualification as the Secretary of 
State may in each case direct.

riages ; and 

(f) regulate the number and length of the 
stages for which horses may be driven in 
stage-carriages and the manner in which 
they shall be harnes'sed and yoked. 

(j) In making any rule under this section the 
Local Government may direct that a breach 
thereof shall be punishable with fine which may 
extend to one hundred rupees.” 


STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

The application of the Stage-Carriages Act, 1861 (XVI of i86i), is, by the proviso 
to^ section i, limited to carriages ordinarily used for journeys of more than twenty 
miles. This restriction has been found to be inconvenient, as stage-carriages which ought 
to be subject to regulation, not infrequently ply for shorter distances, and it is, therefore, 
proposed, by clause 2 of the Bill, to repeal the proviso above referred to. 

2, The Act h:is also been found defective in practice owing to the absence of any 
rule-making power by means of which to supplement its provisions. Experience has 
demonstrated the necessity for auxiliary rules to regulate such matters of detail as the 
length of the stages for which a horse may be driven in a licensed carriage, and, generally, 
to guide the executive in carrying the law into effect. Clause 3 of the Bill is designed to 
confer the necessary power in this respect on the Local Government.

CIRCULAll ORDER. 

Issued by authority ot the High Court of Judicature at Fort William in Bengal. 

(CRIMINAL).

ArTEK-rule 61A. at psge 61, Chapter I, of the High Court’s General Rules and Ciroailar 
Orders (Ciiminal), insert the following :— 

Native Military Pensioners, 

61B. {Native Military Penaionera. Award of acntence on—on conviction.—C. 0. No. 2 if 
27th August 1897 ).—It has been brought to the notice of the High Court that Magistrates, 
in awarding penalties for offences committed by native militsry pensioner*, not inffequently 
recite their belief that such pensioners will (on cunviction) be subjected to an additional 
penalty in the shape of loss of pension, and that they take this circumstance into account in 
deciding on the severity of the sentence passed by them on the off« nders. This procedure on 
the part of Magistrates is incorrect, in so far as it proceeds on the asiamption that the 
pensioners thus convicted must necessarily forfeit their pensions. The attention of all 

Magistrates is invited to the terms of Article 496, 
Army Upgulations, India, Volume I, Part II, 
Native Troops (reproduced on the margin), which 
governs the subject. Under that Article, th« 
Government of India are the sole arbiters on the 
point whether, in each case, the pension shall or 
shall not be reduced, or wholly withdrawn, and m cunsiuering this point, due weight is given 
by Oovernment bo the sentence actually awarded by the Court in each cose. Magistrates 
sfaonld, therefore, not ossumB that in such cases forfeiture of pension is on ijBTarialilo ooubb* 
quenoe of a oonviotioo.

The Report oa the administration of the Police Department for the year 1896. 

Read also— 

The Report for the year 1896 and the orders of Government recorded thereon. 

Mr. E. R. Henry held the office of Inspector-General throughout the year. 

The present report was roceiTed by the Government on tho 9th July, 
the date of submission being the Ist. With the exception of tho^ from 
Orissa, Burdwan and Patna, the reports from Divisional Commissioners, due 
in Inspector-General’s office on the 20tli March, were received in that month. 

2. Constitution of the Force .—The sanctioned stren^h of superior 
officei-s at the close of tho year was 77j as in the previous ^ree years: that 
of subordinate officers was 23,502 as compared with 23,514 in 1895, an inoiease 
of 66 Sub-Inspectors and 88 town ohaukidars having been sanctioned 
against a decrease of 67 bead-constables and 99 constables. The force actually 
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employed on the Slst December 1896 was below the sanctioned strength bjr 
29 Sub-Inspectors, 67 head-constablos, 192 constables and 35 town chau^dars. 
The vacancies in the rank of Sub-Inspectors wore purposely kept open, and 
will be gradually filled up by recruitment of officers by competitive examination. 
Those in the rank of head-constables will provide the absorption needed for the 
gradual replacement of head-constables by Sub-Inspectors in accordance with 
the scheme of redistribution. The vacanbies among constables apd town 
chaukidars are reported to have been due to difficulty of recruitment. 

3. Expenditure. —The following table compares the expenditure under 
the main beads during the financial .years 1895-96 and 1896-97, subject to 
any correction by the Accountant-General, Bengal, in the figures for the latter 
year when tho accounts are finally closed:—

The increased expenditure of Rs. 1,88,494 over that of last year is 
due partly to ttie grant of compensation for dearness of provisions, which 
amounted to over one lakh of arupeos, and par*tly to tho entertainment of 
additional polico in connection with tlje railway extensions, plague and famine, 
and also to certain other increased establishments sanctioned during tho 
year for which no provision had been made in the estimate. Last year there 
was an increase under'the eighth head chiefly duo to expenses incurre<l in 
connexion with the Military Police at Gnatong. This year there is a corre¬ 
sponding decrease under the same head owing to tho force at Gnatong having 
been withdrawn and disbanded. 

4. Reduction of investi^jaUrrg centres emd recruitment of xnvesH^tinq officers .— 
Two outposts iu Muzaffat^ur recommended by the Polico Redistribution Com¬ 
mittee for abolition are still retained, tho question of their abolition having been 
deferred for the present. Being on the Nipal frontier, their permanent retention 
is probably necessary. Nearly all the centres recommended for abolition by tho 
Redistribution Committee were abolished in the precoding year. At the 
examinations held in July and December 1896 for. Sub-Inspectoiships over 100 
candidates were selected. The total number of Sub-Inspectors appointed upon the 
results of open competitive examination, incladiAg those selected in the year under 
report, already exceeds 500, that is, nearly one-third of the total investi¬ 
gating officers. These men are of higher social position, and have tho advantage 
of knowing EngHsh and of being generally better educated than their predecessors 
of tho old school, but, coming into the force with no knowledge of its working 
detoils and without having to work their way vp> through the lower grades of 
constable and head-constable, they are at first necessarily raw and inexperienced. 
The clmms of meritorious head-constables who entered the service before the 
new rules came into force are duly considered, and selections are periodically 
made ffoiii them for promotion to'the rank of iSubi-lnSpector, those who knCw 
English being permitted to attend one term of the Trainmg School. 

5. Police Training ScJtool. —Daring the year the curriculum of studies was 
revised and new rules w6re issued. The School continued to do most useful 
work. The students are instructed in law, criminal and police procedure, 
surveying, drill, anthropometry and fingeT-print decipherment. Assistant 
Superiutendehts are also kept there'Until they pass the lower depattmentM 
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standard. Besides thd iostruotion impaxted, ihe>e»cpuragemwt pjf)atbklbio» has 
4loQe jzuich to improve the physique ^oi -the, students. Sir Alexan^r .Matikeozie 
vistted the School during theyear, ,and was satisfied with the system of manage¬ 
ment. The Ijieutonant-Goyemor is glad to learn that since the close of the 
year a beginning has been made in opening district schools for the instruction 
of the rau and file of the police. Much has to be done in this direction^ the 
peroeata^]^ of educated men among the coostables iaud town chaukidars being 
only 26‘6. 

8. Working of the Town Police .—;Further effect was .given during the 
year to the plan of substituting chaukidars for regular police in towns, by 
the appointment of chaukidars fur town duty in certain municipalities of die 
districts of Burdwan, Rangpur and Backergunge. The change should be intro¬ 
duced where it is stated to be feasible in the 24-Parganas, Nadia, Cimmparan, 
Malda and Balasore. 

Mr. Henry again brings to notice the general complaint that the rate of pay 
offered to town chaukidars is insufficient to induce local men of respectability 
to acoe^ the appointments. Of these chaukidars he writesBeing utilised 
as whole-time officials, it is only reasonable that they should receive the 
remuneration of whole-time servants. This subject is .one which has been under 
consideration for a long time, and practical experience has convinced all those 
connected with the administration of tho Town Police sysfbm that suitable 
watchmen cannot bo obtained at less than the rates which prevail for the 
remuneration of unskilled labour.” Tho Lieutenant Grovornor, when discussing 
the subject last year, thou<;ht that an increase in the rate of pay now drawn 
by the bulk of these men was advisable where the wages of labour are higher, 
subject to the general condition that the pay of town chaukidars should not be the 
same as that of constables. A proposal recently received from the Inspector- 
General for increasing the pay of town chaukidars in seventeon districts lias 
accordingly been sanctioned, and a better class of men will thus be obtained, from 
whom whole tiuie service can be token. The Bengal .Town I'olice system, which 
requires constant patrolling, has been introduced in many towns in place of the 
old system of watch and ward, under which the constables or chaukidars are 
kept stationary at beats. It is an unquestionable improvement, butdemandsfor 
its sxiccessful working the proper lighting of the streets or the supply of bull’s-eye 
lanterns to the police. In many towns, however, sti-eet lighting does not exist or 
is most defective. 'I'he necessity for iini.irovcmentin this rt-spect has already been 
pressed on mmiicipalities, and tlie Lieiutenant-Govemor expects that the matter 
should be kept constantly in view. If the iiumicipal funds do not permit of more 
effective lighting being provided, tlte Commissioners should., at least*, meet the 
cost of supplying the police with bull’s-eye lanterns and oil His Honour trusts 
that ill-advised economy in this respect will no longer be allowed tt) interfere 
with the efficiency of the patrol system,

■1’hese figures show the progress made in introducing the provisions of 
Act VI of 1870 in recent years, Tho increase apparent in the nxonber 
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of cliaukidars in the past year is doubtless due to the number of such 

chaukidars in certain districts having been incorrectly ■ returned in previous 
years. The Inspector-General has noticed this important subject at appropriate 
length. The organization of the village police on a sound and satisfactory 
basis lies at the root of improvement of the police administration in reference to 
crime. The system of remunerating chaukidars by service lands has by long 
experience been found to yield bad results, and it is also impossible to secure a 
suitable class of men where Regulation XX of 1817 remains in force and the 
chaukidars are dependent on the zamindars for their pay. Act VI {B.C.} 
of 1870 afEords unquestionably the best means of improving the status and 
efficiency of the rural police, and its introduction in places which are 
still under the other systems should be pushed on as rapidly as may be 
practicable. The Act ensures the remuneration of the chaukidars at better 
rates and with greater regularity, and places them under more effective 
control. Since its Amendment in iti92 it has been possible to enlarge the areas 
entrusted to the panchayats or village committees, so as to admit of the appoint¬ 
ment of* sardar chaukidars or dafadars for the supervision of the chaukidars and 
to act as intermediaries between them and the police, without appreciably 
increasing the incidence of assessment on the villagers. These officers are a 
valuable addition to the rural police, and their gradual introduction has the 
approval of Government. 

The progress made in the Burdwan Division in the operations for the 
resumption of chaukidari service lands and the general introduction of Act VI 
(B.C.) of 1870 has not been satisfactory, and it is clear that the work is not 
receiving the attention which its importance demands. The number of 
chaukidars is far in excess of requirements, and the resumption of the servi^'e 
lands would render it possible to employ an adequate body of men on pay 
which would go far to remove tetnptation to dishonesty. Under the present 
system the village watch is underpaid, the consequence being that many 
of its members ore cither active criminals or accomplices of criminals. 
The attention of the Commissioner of Burdwan will again be drawn to the 
subject. In the Dacca Division tlie reform most needed is tbo general intro¬ 
duction and utilisation of dafadar chaukidars. In the Backergungo district 
172 dafadars were appointed, who are beginning to render valuable service. 
In the Patna Division, Mr. Savage in Gaya and Colonel Ramsay in Muza- 
ffarpur have given special attention to the introduction of the dafadar 
system, Mr. Savage’s work in reforming the cliaukidari organization in 
Gaya deserves special mention. By the introduction of Act VI (B.C.) of 
1870, aifd a careful adjustment under it of the areas placed under the 
panchayats and of the number of men allotted to each area, he has been able, 
while appointing nearly 400 supervising chaukidars, to effect a considerable 
reduction in the total cost of the village watch, by dispensing with 2,517 Regula¬ 
tion XX and chakran chaukidars, and reducing the total number of men 
employed from 6,495 to 4,432. The Lieutenant-Governor has learnt with 
pleasure that the Raja of Doo has set an excellent example to the gentlemen of 
position in the district by joining the panchayat of the area within which he 
resides. The question of the reorganization oi the chaukiduri system in Orissa, 
which had been under discussion for very many years, has been finally disposed 
of. The old and inefficient system of remuneration by sbrvice lands and 
voluntary contributions will be replaced generally by the system of panoliayats 
and fixed pay under Act VI (B.C.) of 1870, the services of the large body of 
useless rural police known as paiks and khandaits will be formally relinquished, 
their service lands will be resumed and settled with them at favourable rates, 
and the proceeds will be utilised, under sanction received from the Government 
of India, for the em^oyment of the requisite number of head chaukidars. 

8. £eufards .—The figures show that a sum of lis. 21,035 was spent in 
rewards from the Chaukidari Reward Fund against Rs. 13,971 in 1895, and the 
balance at the close of the year to the credit of the fund was Rs. 71,868, as 
compared with Rs. 58,343 at the end of 1895. The closing balance is large in 
many districts, and the Inspector-General concludes that rewards are not ^iven 
freely enough by District Magistrates and District Superintendents of Pohee in 
deserving cases. Mr. Henry states ^at the explanation offered by local 
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officers is that more rewards were not earned by ohaukidars. His Honour 
agrees with him that it is undesirable to fix too high a standard for the work 
which is to receive recognition in the shape of a small reward. A District 
Superintendent who interests himself in the supervision of the immense body 
of chaukidars under his control must have many opportunities for granting 
rewards, whether large or small, for meritorious work. As in the previous year, 
the largest amount of rewards from the fund was ^ven in the Dacca Division, 
the district of Backergunge, where criminal administration has been specially 
vigorous during the year, alone accounting for an expenditure of Rs. 3,4n9. 
In the Patna Division the amount credited to the fund was Ks. 7,382, while 
the amount spent in rewards was only Ks. 3,306. A similar disparity between 
receipts and expenditure is noticeable in other Divisions, and His Honour 
trusts that it is not an indication that fines are being too frequently imposed 
upon chaukidars for petty offences while rewards are at the same time seldom 
granted. It is noticeable that, though this year was one of extreme hardship 
for chaukidars, the number fined departmentally was 29,964, as compared with 
24,613 in 1895. The attention of all Commissioners, Magistrates and District 
Superintendents of Police is requested to. the remarks and suggestions of the 
Inspector-General on the subject of generally improving the st^T 4 pof the village 
watch. 

9. Railway Police ,—There was an increase of 4 Sub-Inspectors and 17 
constables and a decrease of 1 head-constable during the year, the total force 
being raised from 634 to 654. The increase of staff was required for new lines 
of Railway. 

10. Special Constables and Private Police .—In 12 cases 448 men were 
appointed special constables under section 17 of Act V of 1861, as against 

. 21d men appointed in 1895 in 10 cases. The increase is due to the large 
• number of special constables, 349, appointed in two cases in Darbhanga 
to keep the peace during the Muharram, there having been a bod outbreak of 
lawlessness in the previous year at that festival. In Shahabad, where there 
were five cases of apjiointment of special constables, four were connected 
with the Sono Canals. The special constables wore appointed along the 
canals for six weeks only to prevent the cutting of the embankments during 
the irrigation period. Police were supplied to private persons under section 
13, Act V of 1801, in 80 cases, a large number of them being appointed to 
form treasure guards for Railway Companies. 

11. Militart! Police .—Tlie fourth company of Military Police, which was 
sanctioned in 1894 and w'as quartered at Gnatong in Sikkim, was disbanded 
during 1896. The other three companies at Dacca, bhagalpur and Dumka 
were maintained at iheir full strength and are again reported to have attained 
a degree of efficiency creditable to their superior officers. New drill has been 
introduced, signalling classes have been started, and gymnasia have been fitted 
up for the use of the men. His Honour is pleased to learn that the conduct 
of all three companies was excellent throughout the year. The efficiency of this 
force is mainly due, as the Inspector-General observes, to the attention which 
has been constantly given to it by Mr. Pratt, the Deputy Inspector-General. 

12. District and ordinary Reserves .—The District Police Reserve gave 
useful help in Kangpur and Saran in preventing serious breaches of the 
peace. Those Reserves consist generally oi about 25 well-trained men, who are 
kept at head-quarters, in order to be available at a moment’s notice in case of 
organised disturbances occurring. His Honour agrees with the Inspector- 
General that the men should be kept together and the full number always mpin- 
tained. The ordina^ Reserves of districts are maintained for the purpose of 
supplying escorts and filling up vacancies caused by leave or sickness, and are 
consequent^ often much reduced.

This isBaraBfac!lK>ry, the4^ 
being apparently largely due' to the fact that I8d6 was a h^l£y yew through- 
out the Province generally. ^ 

14. Toriur« and extortion hy ih» PoUea. —The nuxdber of charges torture 
brought gainst the Police was 17, as compared with 15 in 1H95. Of these only 
two were finally prosecuted to conviction, nine cases were declared false, two 
were dismissed, and in two there were acquittals. In one case in the district of 
Backergunge, in which Counsel was retained by the Government to prosecute 
before the Magistrate and the Sessions Judge, a Sub-Inspector was sentenced to 
7 and a constable to 10 years’ rigorous imprisonment for causing the death of 
a man by torture, but the conviction was set aside by the High Court, 

There were 99 extortion cases reported, against 83 in 1895 and 127 in 1894. 
Only 16 cases ended in conviction, while 32 wore declared false. Mymensingh, 
as in past years, shows an inordinate number of cases, the district being 
responsible for 37 cases in 1896 and 24 in 1895. Convictions ensued in three 
cases only, the accused being constables. Nineteen of the cases were dismissed 
as false or mi^akes of fa; t or law. One, which was compromised, was returned 
as true, and 11 Vere undecided at the close of the year. In addition to these 
a number of other petty charges were made against the Police. The Inspector- 
General again draws attention to the systematised persecution of the Police 
which evidently prevails in this district. It should be the care of the Magis¬ 
trate, while avoiding any possible encouragement of the police in wrong-doing, 
to protoct them from false and frivolous charges in the honest execution of their 
duty, and the most effective means appears to be the institution of prosecutions 
against false coa)plainants. Althougu the number of complaints of torture and 
extortion against the police is still large, the Lieutenant-Governor agrees in the 
view that there is a steady improvement in the general conduct of the force. 
Complaints from the public are in no way discouraged and are always fully 
enquired into, whether by the District Superintendents or the Magistrates, but 
the number of cases in wliioh the police are shoMTi to have acted badly is com¬ 
paratively small.

In departmental punishments it is noticeable that the number of 
punishments and the percentage of officers and men .punished, 25'5 and 11*1, 
respectively, are tlie lowest on record. Mr. Henry remarks:—“No punishments 
are inflicted until proceedings have been-drawn Up and explanations recorded, 
and every order is fully weighed before being carried into effect. When the 
order directs reduction in grade or rank, its meaning as a pecuniary penalty is 
explicitly set forth in the proceedings. ... As the punishments now inflicted 
are much less severe in character and less uncertain in incidence, it would 
kppear that discipline can be maintained under less drastic sanctions than 
formerly.” Mr. Stevons has read these observations with much satisfaction. 
For greater judgment and consideration are unquestionably now shown in the 
infliction of departmental punishments than in past years, and this cannot, but 
contribute to raise the self respect of the men and the general tone of the force. 

16. Suicides and Accidental deaths .—Deaths by suicide were 3,154 in 
number, 1,921 being cases of women. Accidental deaths reported also increased 
from 28,996 in 1895 to 29,351 in 1896, deaths by drowning being 12,887, 
Thirty-eight deaths rjraorted to be accidental were proved to be murders or 
culpable homicides. The number of alleged suicides afterwards found to be 
deaths due to violence is net shown. 
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fiiSrni^dd ih the ^ih^XKlii for the pait fifteen ;fears ere inteseetiDg, hot 
compaxiBoa yroald faitve been iSuipliobd if percentages <of tneoee^iil emfl 
unsuccessful esses iatid bf persoiii CjMivieted eo4 persons acquitted bad ibeen 
giveb. The fi^fbs ‘show that th^ has been no deterioration in^lbe work 
of the police. Mr. Heniy repeats the remark in the pr^ous year’s report, 'that 
the cdn/plaint against the investigating police is changing form, the prine^ai 
indictment against them no longer being that tbey are corrupt, but mat they 
lack the detective skill of their predecessors, and are less capanle of controlling 
the criminal classes. It cannot, however, be denied that corruption stiU 
exists, the cause being mainly the small pay of the lower g^^ of officers, 
especially the writer-constables, on whom the duty^ of recording first inform-, 
ations of crime devolves in the absence of the Station Officer, regards the 
want of detective skill, Mr. Henry observes: 

“The allegation that there has been a decline in detective skill, and that the 
police now ooi^rol the oriminal ola88c*8 leu efieotively than before, is an explicit oharge, 
susceptible of proof or disproof. Opinions on snob an issue obviouriy ate not entitled to 
speoiu weight, for reliance must be placed upon actual working results. A oomparative 
statement for the lost fifteen years, showing under the princnpal heads of crime the suooess 
aohieved by the police, has been prepared and is given with this Beport, some of the informa¬ 
tion of which may be thus briefly summarised. As evidencing the hold maintained over the 
oriminal olasses, the following figures ore suggestive. During the five years’ period ending 
1886, re*oonviotions were proved against 7,067 old offenders, and 5,767 suspects were prem- 
ciited for bod livelihood, of whom 67 por oant. were couvioted. For the following period 
ending 1891, the figures are 8,626 re-oonviotions proved and proseoutions instituted against 
10,509 bad characters, 64 ^er cent, of which were suooessful. During the five years 
'' endin;; 1896, previous convictions were proved against 11,124 old offenders, and prosecutions 
'instituted against 14,451 bad oharaoters, of whioh 75 per oent. proved sucoessful. Both in 
respoot of the inoreaso and of the effectiveness of preventive action, it appears that poUoe 
work of late oompares favourably with work daring any preceding period of the last Steen 
years." 

The Lieutenant-Governor agrees generally in the views expressed by the 
Inspector-General, 

18. Inspections .—The Inspector-General spent 130 days and the Deputy 
Inspectors-General 168 and 203 days, respectively, on tour, and the head- 
auartors of every district was inspected. The information desired by the 
Government 8is to the number of serious crimes in which local investigation 
was made by the District Superintendent in person has not been furnished. 
It should not be omitted from future reports. It is important that the District 
Superintendents should assist their subordinates in the investigation of serious 
cases, and take a personal interest in the work of detection. It is difficult 
to appraise the work of inspection done by District Superintendents from 
the bare chronicle of the days spent by them on tour. The District Super¬ 
intendents of Bhagalpur, Kajshahi and Lohardaga are the only officers 
shown as having spent no time at all on miscellaneous duties in the interior of 
their districts. 

19. 'Crime .—The following table shows the incidence of cognizable crime 
investigated (excluding nuisance cases), according to Divisions:— 
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The total number of cases of cognizable criose, excluding oases in which 
enquiry was ref used under' section 157 of the Criminal Procedure. Code, and 
cases of public and local nuisances, was 1,03,341, as compared with 91,360 in 
1895 and 92,747 in 1894. The proportion of police to cases of cognizable crime, 
as shown in the above statement, is again lowest in the Dacca Division, where 
there were 16,936 oases and only 2,435 police officers. The police are reported 
to have been worked under greater pressure nearly everywhere, and the increase 
in work discounted the relief afforded to fiaokergunge and Mymensingh by an 
addition which was made to their police staff. 

20. Police teets .—The following figures show the working results during

‘ The figures for 1896 compare favourably with those of the preceding years. 
A comparison of these figures with those of the North-Western Provinces again 
indicates that the percentage of cases investigated by the Police in tnose 
Provinces is much smaller than in Bengal, while the percentage of success in 
both cases and persons is usually higher. The Inspector-Genenil furnishes 
figures, in a statement comparing the strength of the police force to cognizable 
crime and population in tne prmcipal Provinces, which support his conclusion 
that Bengal Js, in a marked degree, more under-policed than the other Provinces 
of India.

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The increase in both cognizable and non-cognizable crime is noticeable. 
In cognizable crime it is attributed everywhere to the pressure upon the poorer 
classes, resulting from the hi^h prices ox food-grains. For the marked increase 
in non-cognizable crime, which represents Toiuntary litigation, no explanation 
has been offered by the local officers. It might have been anticipated, as 
Mr. Henry remarks, that in a year of general distress less money would 
have bmn spent in seeking redress for petty wrongs.

The increase in cases reported during the past year explains the rise in the 
number of cases declared falscj. Mr. Henry rightly remarks that our rules 
impose an unfair task upon the Magistrate dealing witti Police reports, for he is 
required on the information before him to decide that a case is true or is false, 
altnough many of them are necessarily doubtful. The only remedy, however, 
would be to order an enquiry by the Magistrates into doubtful cases, and this 
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would involve axx increase of work for which no con:e8p<niding advantage would be 
obtained. The number of q^ea ezcludqd from, the returns as false is exceed¬ 
ingly high in Mymensingh (1,625), and high in Baok^gungq (524), and Nadia 
(525h It is not clear why the figures should be so^ mii^ higher in these 
districts than elsewhere, and the attention of the Gmnmissioners and Kagistrates 
will be drawn to the matter. 

The increase in the number of false cases in which successful prosecutions 
were instituted and convictions obtained is satisfactory, the figures being 221 
and 195 respectively. The Lieutenant-Governor agrees with Mr. Henry that, 
even when these prosecutions fail in Court, they do some good, as they serve 
to emphasize the met that the making of a false charge involves the risk of a 
prosecutiem. « 

In successful prosecutions Jessore has a^ain shown good results, while 
Hoogbly, Khulna, Bangpur, Murshidabad, Pun and Balasore have all done 
badly. In Mymensingh out of 471 false cases there were only 27 prosecutions, 
and only three of these cases resulted in conviction. These figures are most 
unsatisfactory. 

24. Absiention from enquiry by the Police in ■ burglary and theft cases, —The 
tendency of the Police to abuse the powers given to them under section 157, 
Criminal Procedure Code, has been further checked in the past year, and the 
orders contained in last year’s Resolution on this subject appear to nave received 
attention. The number of enquiries refused in house-breaking cases, however, 
still seems high, the statistics showing that 37,272 cases were repotrted, and 19‘5 
were not enquired into. The number of theft cases reported was 33,227, and 
the percentage not enquired into was 13*9 as compared with 30,185 and 15*1 in 
1895. The following remarks made in last year’s Resolution are reproduced 
for the guidance of Magistrates and District Superintendents. 

** Mr. Henry himself is of opinion that too much advantage has been taken 
of the power of refusal in burglary cases, where the ©Sender may ordinarily 
be presiuned to have had some previous experience in crime, or to have the 
boldness which is likely to harden him into a professional criminal. The 
Lieutenant-Governor agrees with him that enquiry is advisable in many of those 
cases even when the chance of success appears very remote. The contention of 
many experienced officers which ho quotes is sound, namely, that, whether the 
enquiry proves successful or not, the visit of the Police to the spot makes the 
bad cnaracters realise that the authorities are on the alert, and that they 
might suffer on a recurrence of crime. It is incumbent on the District Superin¬ 
tendents, therefore, to see that their subordinates do not make it a practice to 
refuse enquiry in all cases in which success seems hopeless. Especially is it 
desirable that enquiry should take place when the recurrence oi attempts at 
burglary or reported thefts shows that bad characters are active in any parti¬ 
cular locality.’’

The highest proportion of convictions is again shown by Howrah, the 
figure 94*9 being practically the same as last year (94*5). The only other 
districts showing more than 80 per cent, of convictions are Darjeeling (89*2), 
Gaya (82*4) and Singhbhum (80*4). Noakhali (52*9) and ikmardaga (53*6) 
again stand last, as in 1895. The attention of District Magistrates is recollea 
to the remarks n^e in the Ust Resolution, that it is their duty, while abstajbpiini^ 
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from any interference with the judicial independence of the staff in individual 
cases, to exercise a dose supervision over, and contarol and direct the woric of 
their subordinate Ma^strates of all^ades, pomting out mistakes in procedure, 
flaws in judicial enquiries, and inefficiency in dealing with crime of evbry 
description. 

The results of trials before the Sessions Courts during the year show 
that 69'4 per cent, of cases tried ended in conviction, and that 58-2 per cent, 
of persons tried were convicted, as compared witH 66’3 and 55’6 per cent, 
respectively in 1895. These figures show a slight improvement and are so far 
satisfactory. The results are good in Patna, Bhagalpur and Darbhanga, but 
bad in Paona, Tippera, Shahabad, Monghyr, Burdwan and Mymensigh. In 
Backergunge the percentage of 70*5 is satisfactory. 

26. The total value of property stolen during the year is returned at 
Ks. 17,20,005, as compared with Rs. 14,58,618 in 1895; and the percentage 
recovered was 17*2, the same as in the previous year. This percentage is 
still'very low- The statistics, however, are not reliable, as correct information 
is often not furnished by the Police or by the complainants themselves. 

27. The subjoined table shows class by class the number of true cognizable 
cases reported during 1896 and each of the preceding seven years:—

, There has been an increase in all classes except class IV, which includes 
only a few minor offonc-es against the person. 

28. Class I .—Offences against the State and public tranquillity ,—Offences 
under this class show a net increase of 135. There was a slight decrease of 
16 in the number of occurrences relating to coins, stamps, &c., the total number 
being 116. Excluding the cases of passing quicksilvered pice, the Police had 
to deal with 31 true coining cases, of which they sent up 30, with favourable 
results, convictions having been obtained in 11 cases before the Magistrates 
and 9 cases before the Sessions Courts. False coining still prevails in the 
districts of the Dacca Division, but apparently not on an extensive scale. 
Enquiries made regarding a considerable number of spurious coins found in 
Orissa treasuries proved that they had been imported by professional coiners 
from Bijapur in the Bombay Presidency. Several of those men were success¬ 
fully prosecuted. 

Under rioting the number of true cases rose from 2,229 in 1895 to 
2,863. The majority of these cases were not serious, but, as observed by 
the Inspector-General, it is discreditable that rioting should have been more 
prevalent in 1896 than it was ten years ago, and that our returns should 
show throe times as many cases as those of the North-Western Provinces. The 
difficulty of securing the conviction of principals for whose benefit riots are 
committed, the rulings of the Courts requiring strict proof of a common 
object actuating the rioters and separate trials when two batches of con¬ 
tending rioters arc prosecuted, and the improper admission of the plea of self- 
defence are mentioned as obstacles in the way of effectively dealing with 
this Clime. Disputes regarding land are a veiy frequent cause of riots in 
many districts. The large floating population of operatives employed in the 
Jute and Cotton Mills in Howrah, Hooghly and the 24-Pargana8, who have 
shown themselves easily excited and ready to break out of control under evil 
advice, is a source of trouble and danger. The question of revising the police 
establishment in the neighbourhood of Calcutta has accordingly been taken up, 
and is under tho consideration of a Committee. The Dacca Division again 
shows very high figures under this head, the number of true coses (583) being 
37 more than last year. The following districts in Eastern Bengal, in which 
agrarian disputes resulting in violence have long been most prevalent, had the 
largest number of cases attended with loss of life; Jessore (7;, Khulna (12), 
Faiidpur (13). The number of cases in Backergunge shows a satisfactory 
decrease from 15§ tQ 123. On the other hand, there 1^ been a recrudescence 
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of thia crime in MymenKingh, where the number of true cases has risen from 
95 to 186. The binding down in 1895 of 4,196 persons concerned in agrari^ 
disputes in that district bad, as is usually the case, only a temporary efiect in 
the reduction of rioting. 

29. CijASS TI.—Sartoua offences against the peraon.—Under this class there 
has been an increase of 271 cases. Increases of 131, 83 and 64 respectively 
are shown under the heads “ Grievous hurt,” “ Hurt by dangerous, weapon ’ 
and “ Criminal force to public servants.” The number of persons sent for 
trial was 7,655, of whom 1,273 appeared before the Sessions. The percent¬ 
ages of convictions has improved, being 52’3 against 50’8 of last year. The 
number of true cases of murder rose from 362 in 1894 and 389 in 1895 to 421 in 
1896. Altogether 238 cases were detected and brought to trial. In 36 ^es 
the accused were discharged by Magistrates, while 176 cases were committed 
to the Sessions, 65 of which resulted in acquittals and 80 in convictions. 
Appeals were made to the High Court in 55 cases, and thejorders were modified 
in 12 and set aside in 3 cases. The death sentence was actually passed on 21 
persons. The serious prevalence of homicidal crime, especially of murder 
by gunshot, in Backergunge, has been noticed in previous years. In Octo¬ 
ber 1895 four special Inspectors were added to the district staff, but it 
was found necessary last ‘ year to tuko further measures of a stringent 
character, and a copy of the orders issued by Sir Alexander Mackenzie 
was appended to the Resolution on the Inspector-General’s last annual 
report. The (;hief of these measures Avas the withdrawal of all licenses for 
guns and ammunition, as the only effective means of suppressing the use of 
fire-arms for taking life. The success so far attained by the action in the 
past two years has been sufficiently marked to justify the hope that the reign 
of terror under which the people of the district have been living for so many 
years is coming to an end. The enquiries of the special Inspectors 
have led to the incarceration of a considerable number of dangerous 
characters who were suspected or known to bo hired assassins, and to the con¬ 
viction of several perpetrators *o£ gunshot murders. The good results of the work 
of these officers and of the disarmament of‘the district are evidenced by a reduc¬ 
tion of the number of murders from 76 in 1895 to 55 in the past year. The 
withdrawal of the gun licenses took effect in September 1896. During the 
eight months up to April 1887 there were 23 murders, of which three 
were by gunshot, and seven attempts at murder, of which five wore by gunshot, 
two of the latter being, however, doubtfid. The figures for the corresponding 
periods of 1894-95 and 1895-96 show, for the former, 64 mui’ders and 12 
attempts, of wliich 14 and 8 respectively were by gunshot, and, for the latter, 
45 murders and 15 attempts, of which 14 and 11 respectively were by gunshot. 
The excellent service done by Mr. Beatson-Bell, the District Magistrate, 
and Mr. Ryland, the District Superintendent, in carrying out tlie special 
measures has already been acknowledged by the Government. 

There were 13 true cases of professional drugging as against 21 in the pre¬ 
vious year. Out of eight sent up for trial, only three ended in conviction. One 
notorious poisoner was sentenced to transportation for life. The Inspector- 
General also mentions an important case from Monghyr, in which a man 
poisoned seven persons to obtain Rs. 6,000 worth of property. The accused was 
sentenced to eight years’ imprisonment under section 328, Indian Penal Code. 

V 30. Class III .—Serious offences against property .—Under this class there 
was a decrease of 524 cases in 18i^5 ; but a very considerable increase of 
5,194 oases, mostly under the heads “ Burglary ” and “Mischief by killing,” &c., 
occurred in 1896. The increase in burglaries is 5,043. There were 331 true 
dacoities (including three cases under sections 399 and 400) against 255 in 
the previous year. This crime is steadily increasing, the number of occur¬ 
rences in the past year being the highest on record. The percentage of 
cases and persons convicted to cases and persons tried shows a falling 
off, the figures being 53'6 and 46*1, respectively, as against 66'6 and 52*3 
in 1895. The most serious cases took place in Burdwan, Manbhum and 
the Sonthal Parganas, a peculiar feature being the use of dynamite cart¬ 
ridges by the dacoits in some cases, which has necessitated a modification 
of the rules regarding the possession of dynamite without a license. The, 
dlstiiols from ;which most Jj^e dacoities were reported are Burdwan (24), 
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Midaapore (15), Birbhum (14^, Myrnepsingh (15), and Gaya (19). Mr. Henzy 
considers that the alarming increase in this serious crime cannot fairly be 
attributed to the general scarcity, which only became pronounced towards the 
close of the year. The improvement in communications, which facilitates the 
movements of bodies of criminals or of parties in^ search of labour containing 
criminals, and leniency in the puni|^ment of convicted dacoits possibly account 
partly for the increase of this crime, us surmised by him^; but it is evident that 
increased vigilance and exertion on the part^ of the police are greatly needed. 
A special force for dealing with the dacoities in Western Bengal has already 
been sanctioned, and sustained efforts must be made in all districts to detect 
and break up the gangs by which many of these offences are committed. The 
total number of robbery cases was 283, against 238 in 1895 and 225 in 1894. 
There has been a steady and unsatisfactory increase in this crime also during 
the past six years. 

Arson cases were most frequent in Chittagong (54) and Noakhali (26). In 
tho former district tho increase of arson is a very serious feature, as it is staled 
that a very large number of cases are never reported owing to fear of vengeance 
being taken u]Don tho informants. Mr. Henry correctly points out the difficulty 
of dealing with this offence:— 

“ The standard of proof requirod by the Courts is one that it is almost impossible to 
work up to. Inoendiaries select dark nights for their operations, and tako speoial preoantions 
to prevent thoir identity being made clear. The police consequently hare to rely mainly 
upon oircuTustantial evidence, which is not deemed by the Courts sufficiently oonolusive.” 

31. Class IV.— ^finor ofeneet aqainst the person. —There is a net decrease 
of IIG in this class of offences, chiefly shown in the Rajshahi, Dacca, Chitta¬ 
gong, Bhagalpur and Chota Nagpur Divisions. Many of those cases are 
compromised, and, as those are shown as acquittals under section 345 of tho 
Criminal I’roceduro Code, tlxe judicial results always appear worse than they 
are in reality. 

32. Class V.— Minor offences against property, —An increase of 9,631 is 
shown under this head, chiefly under“ Ordinary Theft” (3,103) and “Burglary ” 
(5,043). The increase is generally attributed to tho failure of the crops and 
the consequent impoverishment of the lower classes. About 83 per cent, 
of reported cases of theft were investigated, and of these about one-third 
were prosecuted to conviction. In 14,111 out cf 35,699 cases of house-breaking 
it was repented that no property had been stolen. The Inspector-General 
rightly deiuhts the correctness of those statistics. As usual, by far the largest 
number of burglaries occurred in tho Patna Division, which shows 9,fl73 cases as 
against 9,427 in 1895. This is mainly accounted for by the density of the 
population and tho poverty of the lower orders, as well as by tbe exi|||ieiico 
in tbe Division of notorious criminal classes, such as tho Magbaya Domes, 
the Saran Domes and tho Ahirs of Shahabad. The Inspector-Genenral has 
furnished in two statements some interesting details regarding burglaries and 
thefts. It appears from tlie returns received, which are not, however, accepted 
as quite trustworthy, that, while property was stolen in 60 per cent, of the 
cases reported, the value was below Rs. 6 in 23 per cent. As to the methods 
adopted for entering the houses, it is shown that burglaries are most frequently 
committed by cutting through the walls, next by burrowing under the walls, 
and, lastly, by forcing a closed door. In 60 per cent, of the theft cases, the 
property taken was below Rs. 5 in value, and in nearly one-third of the 
ocourrences vegetable products were the subject of theft. These particulars 
indicate that in a large proportion of cases the offenders were not professional 
thieves. 

33. Class VI. — All other cam.—Tbe total number of true cases was 45,231, 
as compared with 44,743 in 1895. The number of bad-livelihood cases was 
4,200, against 3,289 in 1895 and 2,806 in 1894; and the percentage of cases in 
which security for good behaviour was demanded was the highest on record. 
The institutions were very few in Burdwan (46), Hooghly (17), Khulna (64), 
Rajshahi (24), Dinajpur (34), Pabna (27) and Bogra (37); and the Inspector- 
General draws attention to the fact that crime has been notoriously preva¬ 
lent in these districts, where preventive measures against the criminal classes 
have been neglected. Tbe Lieutenant-Governor observes that the proportion 
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of cases enqiured into in the Tillages of t^e accused is i|^(un i^all ia many 
districts. The negle^ to ‘hlBU the cases locaUv is especially marked and 
inexcusable in most 4utricts of Bibar, where the means of pemmuoication 
are good at all times the year. His Honour desires tliat local trials .should 
be the rule, whereyer and whenever they are practicable. The results of 
the trials cannot fail to be more satisfactory, as better and more reliable 
evidence would be obtainable on the spOv than at head-quarters, needless 
harassment of witnesses, resulting from their attendance at distant places to 
give their evidence, would be obviated, and a good effect would be produced 
on the bad characters of the localities visited. 

The number of registered survoill^s at the olose of the year was 43,810 
gainst 42,080 in 1895. 

34. Railway Police .—The number of cognizable and non-cogniaable 
oases reported during the year was 3,813, against 3,575 in the preceding year. 
Of 2,527 persons sent up for trial, 2,190 were convicted, the percentage being 
86*6 against 87*7 in 1895. In cognizable cases 85*6 per cent, of persons tried 
were convicted, a result which reflects credit on the working of the Railway 
Police. There were 626 accidents with 216 deaths, as compared with 388 with 
214 deaths in 1895. Eighteen cases of obstruction occurred in which railway 
material was used, and 14 cases in which stones wore placed on the hne. 
Convictions were obtained in 10 cases. No less than 7 cases occurred on the 
newly-opened Assam-Bengal Railway. 

35. Worhir^ of the Arms Act .—Under this Act 2,172 cases were decided 
and convictions were obtained in 2,089. The largest number of prosecutions 
occurred in the Presidency and Bajshahi Divisions, and there was a marked 
increase in Miduapore, Hooghly and the 24-PargaDas. Licensees appear to bavo 
availed themselves to a considerable extent in some districts of the facility 
accorded of renewing their licenses through the agency of the police and^ the 
Suhdivisional Officers. The orders for the marking of guns must bo strictly 
enforced in all districts, all guns which have not bee;i marked being called in 
for this purpose on the renewal of tho licenses at the end of the year. While, 
again, licensees should not be treated with undue severity for uninteutioual 
omission to apply for renewal of their licenses on expiry, punctuality in the 
filing of such applications must be insisted on, and where applications are not 
received the cause should be ascertained. The record of licenses and of guns 
in each district must be maintained with the fullest accuracy attainable. 

36. Alon-cognizable crime .—The total non-cognizable crime under tho 
several classes for tho year 1896 is compared with that of the previous year in 
the following table:—

There has been a net increase of 3,754 cases, chiefly under Class IV (3,803) 
and Class V (1,128while a decrease of 736 cases appears under ‘‘Special 
Laws.” The greatest increase is under “Criminal Force” (3,130). The percent¬ 
age of cases in which the police were employed is 4*8 against 4*2 in 1895. The 
worst results are shown in Midnapore, where 2,224' persons were acquitted to 
l.,560 convicted. The Chota Nagpur and Orissa Divisions show improvement, 
but the results in the Patna Division are pour. The large number of acquitts^ 
in non-cogoizahle cases is, no doubt, partly due to compromises made after the 
parties have appeared in Court, and tins possibly accounts for the large propm*- 
ibibn of acquittals in Bihar, where compromises are frequent in petty cases of 
assault and criminal tiespass. Many of the acquittals are, however, attributable

toaegl^ to tttlaxiane the oomplainaato torefully befrao the isBue «f procesa. and 
a conaidexable excess of aoqnittds orer oonTictaons is very generally evidenee of 
roch neglect on the part of the Magiatrate. It should be borne in by 

J^istrates ^t the issue of prooesBes in petty cases without due consideration 
often causes harassment to innocent persons, which it is the duty of the Courts 
to avoid to the fullest extent possible. 

87. Itemands .—The following table shows the percentage of remands in 
pplico cases sent up for txial during tbe past three years:—

The percentage of A forms disposed of at the first hearing is lower than 
in 1895 and 1894. The percentages of police cases remanded once, twice and 
thrice are all too high, and tho percentage of cases remanded more than six 
times (3*2) is higher than in 1894 and 1895. From other returns the Inspec- 
tor-Goneral finds that tho average detention of accused persons in Magistrates’ 
Courts was 14 days—a period exceeding the average for tho past four years. 
The larger number of cases dealt with during the year threw more work 
on the Courts, but the Lieutenant-Governor has no doubt that many Magistrates 
procrastinate, and are far too ready to find excuses for postponing cases. 
The worst returns as regards police cases decided at the first two hearings are 
from Kangpur (38'2), Bogra (30’4), Pabna (42'4), IJ^mensingh (39-3), Fandpur 
(37-9), Monghyr (38*3) and Lohardaga (;30-0;. Of these districts, Kangpur, 
Monghyr, and Lohardaga were unfavourably mentioned last yean. Lohardaga 
is the worst district in the whole Province in this matter, and tho percentage 
there has fallen from 39*6 in 1895 to 30 0 in 1896, in spite of the attention 
drawn to it in last year’s Resolution. On the other hand, Backergunge and 
Shahabad, two other districts unfavourably mentioned in last year’s report, 
show very considerable improvement. The frequency of remands in police 
cases reflects on District Magistrates, who are expected to make periodical 
inspections of the registers of the subordinate Magistrates and pnas orders to 
prevent the undue postponement of cases. 

38. RceonvicHon of old o^endtra — I’he production of proof of previous 
convictions against old offenders under trial is an important duty of the police 
and the report shows that it is being discharged with greater efficiency. Both 
the jail and tho departmental returns give for the past year a higher pweentage 
>f previous convictions proved on the total number of persons convicted than 
n any previous year. This result has been contributed to by the anthropo- 
netrical system of identification, which will now be gradually replaced by the 
lystem of finger impressions. 

39. Anihropometrff .—During 1896 the Central Office was able to identify 
ihd f^ish the criminaf history of 334 ex-convicts wliom the local police 
lad failed to identify, 27 of the cases being from Assam, 1 from Burma 

. from the North-Western Provinces and 69 from the Calcutta Police. In 
Bengal districts, of 2,101 persons who were unidentified on arrest, the local 
lolioe, after sustained enquiry, recognised 1,270. Of the remaining 831 the 
Central Office identified 252, or 28 per cent. If impossible cases are excluded 
he percentage identified was 42-3. Tho similar percentages for 1894 and 
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1895 were 27 and 31’6, respectively. With regard to the system of identi¬ 
fication by finger impressions, Mr. Henry observes 

“ The oonsiderahle advantages which identification by finger impressions would possess 
over anthropometry in respect of saving time and money, of greater certainty in recognition 
owing to the elimination of the error duo to the “ personal equation,*' and of its being 
bettor suited for general use in a country whore so large a proportion of the constabulary 
are illiterate, having been recognized, a commencement was made more than two years 
ago in working out a scheme of dassiWtion by which duplicatos of the impressions of 
the ton digits could be rapidly and unerringly traced. The many difficulties met with 
have been overcome, and a Committee consisting of Major-General Straohan, b.e., Surveyor- 
General, and Mr. Pedler, k.r.s., have reported to the Government of India that the 
system of classification adopted answers all possible tests. They are able to add, having 
seen identification by anthropometry and by finger impressions working side by side, that 
> the new system requires least training and education on the part of operators, is the cheapest, 
most rapidly worked and most effective that has yet been devised, and must in time 
supersede all others.'* 

Tlie system of classification which has been so favourably reported on by 
the Committee was perfected by Mr. Henry himself, and the Lieutenant-Gover¬ 
nor recognizes the great attention which he has given for several years to the 
important subject of the identification of criminals. 

40. Character of officers .—The Inspector-General again notices tho 
excellent services of Messrs. Giles, Pratt and Masters, Deputy Inspectors-General, 
and of Mr. Showers, his Personal Assistant. The names of the District Super¬ 
intendents, Assistant Superintendents and Inspectors favourably montione ff in 

S arapaph 43 of the report will bo noted in the Appointment Department. 

[r. Henry himself has for years administered the department with great 
efficiency, and the thanks of Government are again duo to him.

The net revenue shows an increase of 5*8 per cent, against an increase of 
2*08 per cent, in the previous year. The gross receipts, including advance 
payments and excess collections, and making allowance for various adjustments, 
amounted to Rs. 49,15,713, of which Rs. 47,77,144 represent the receipts on 
account of the current demand for the year. 

3. There was a decrease in the final demand in the districts of Dacca 
Darbhangu, the 24-Pargana8, Muzaffarpur, Burdwan, Cliittagong, Rangpur* 
Khulna, Oaya, Lohardaga,- the Sonthal Parganas, Cuttack, Malda, Noakhali| 
Monghyr and fiogra. Various causss are assigned, but in no district does the 
percentage of decrease exceed 3, except in Dacca and Darbhanga, which show 
a decline .of 17'6 and 5-4 per cent., respectively. The decrease in Dacca 
is attributed to the failure of the j’ute crop and the depression in trade 
due to the famine, but the Lieutenant-Governor is not satisfied that these 
causes can have operated so much more in this district than elsewhere. 
In Darbhanga the falling ^ off is ascribed to the large remissions granted 
in consequence of losses in the grain trade. Rnhanced assessments and 
the discovery of new assessees produced an increase in all districts other 
than those named above. In binghbhum the increase was large, but is 
only temporary, being due to the assessment of contractors and other persons 
working on the Sini-Midnapore Railway, Special causes also account for the 
rise in Darjeeling and Backergunge. 

4. Demahdf CoHections and Jialanees ,—The following statement shows the 
original demand, the revised, demand, and the percentage of collections from 
assessees, exclusive of Government servants:— 
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The outstanding balance at the close of the yew, including penalties, &C.,. 
compares faTOurably with, the figure for the preceding year, being Rs. 1,43,605 
against Rs. 1,64,461 in 1895-86. Of this balance, Rs. 45,852 are reported to 
be good and under realization, Rs. 74,009 doubtful, and Rs. 23,744 bad and 
irreooyerable. 

5. The percentage of collections on the final demand on account of tax 
alone was 97*6, as compared with 96*9 in the previous year; while the 
percentage of collections on the final demand on account of tax, penalties &o.y 
both current and arrear, excluding advance payments and excess collections, 
was 96*08, against 94*7 in the previous year. These results are satisfactory. 
The districts of Burdwan, Bankura, Murshidabad, Dacca, Patna and Malda 
succeeded in collecting the entire demand within the year. In the case of 
Dacca this result was no doubt due to a great extent to the large reduction 
in demand, but the other districts did equally well in the previous year. The 
districts in which the collections on account of current and arrear demand, 
including tax, penalties, &c., were below 95 per cent., are the following:—

Darbhauga . 91'5 1 Manbhum ... 80*4 

The Lieutenant-Governor observes with pleasure that the prescribed 
standard was attained in Muzaffarpur and the 24-Parganas during the year. 
Singhbhum shows a considerable, and Calcutta and Darbhanga a slight improve¬ 
ment. No explanation is given of the appearance of Puri and Manbhxmi in the 
list, and it is hoped that the collections of the current year in these districts will 
show a better result, 

6. Astesgmenta. —The number of assessors employed during the year was 
49, the same number as in the previous three years. The number of village^, 
(including streets in Calcutta) visited by these assessors was 72,230, against 
69,450 in 1895-96. It is explained that in certain districts more attention was 
given to towns, and consequently the visits made to villages were fewer. 
Time ought not to be spent in visiting small villages when it can be better 
empl<^ed in making more careful assessment elsewhere; still enquiries 
should be extended to all villages in which now assessoes are likely to be 
discovered. The Lieutenant-Governor agrees with the opinion of the Board 
that Income-tax Deputy Collectors should pay more attention to their duty 
of revising the assessments in towns, in order that the assessors may be left 
more free to visit as many villages as possible. The Board remark that Income- 
Tax Deputy Collectors may well be employed on other revenue work, but that 
they should not be given criminal cases to try. Rules to this effect have already 
been issued under the orders of Government contained in the Financial 


Department letter No. 2089S.R., dated the 30th March 1894^ The number 
of persons finally assessed was 111,190, against 108,901 Ib'-lSO^-OG, showing an 
increase of 2'1 per cent. 'Calcutta again shows the largest increase (1,268), 
followed by Midnapur, Mymensingh, Saran, Bhagalpur and Jessore, which show 
increases ranging from 298 to 117. No district shows a reduction of more than 
100, except the ‘24-Parganas and Purnea,-where the decrease was 240 and 128, 
respectivwy. The decrease in the 24-Pargana8 is attributed to insufficient 
rainfall, which affected the paddy and sugarcane cultivation and the fisheries in 
the Salt Water Lakes, while in Pumea depression of trade is assigned as the- 
cause of the falling off. 

7. Objectiona .—The statistics of objections to assessments are shown in the

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The percentage of objeotionB to ajMessments was highest in Pnri (26), 
Gaja, where the percentage was 86*9 inlS95, cwning second with 25*6. Success* 
ful objections exceeded 40 per cent, in the 24*Parganas (53*4), Calcutta (62*06), 
Chittagong (49'8), Rangpur (48*6), Pumea(43*7), and Malda (41*4). These 
figfures are considerably worse than those of the preceding year.*- Special 
reasons .are given for special districts, but .the chief cause assigned is the 
straitened condition of assessees, owing to failure of crops or loss in trade. 
There is evidently still much room for improvement both m making and in 
revising the assessments. 

8. Incidence of the tax .—The average incidence of the tax in the whole 
Province (excluding the tax on the interest on Government securities and the 
salaries of Government officials) was Re. 1 to eve^ 16'3 persons, against an 
average of Re. 1 to every 17*2, persons in the prececnng year. Outside Calcutta, 
the average incidence was Re. 1 to 33*2 inhabitants. Garjeeling continues to 
show the highest mufassal average, Re. 1 to every 4 persons; while the inci¬ 
dence was lowest in Cuttack, Re. 1 to 85 persons. In Calcutta the average 
incidence was Re. 1 to every ‘4 persons, and 1 person in every 37 was 
assessed to the tax. The proportion of persons assessed for the whole of 
Beneral was 1 to 640, against I to 633 in the previous year. 

9. The following statement illustrates for the year under review and for 
previous years the distribution of the income-tax and of the other directta xes 
which preceded it, as between Calcutta and the rest of the Province:—

The number of distress warrants issued was smaller than in the previous 
.r, but the cases in which property was sold roso from 317 in 1895-96 to 337 
In the year under review. The proportion of warrants issued on the number 
of persons assessed was above 10 per cent, in the districts of Darbhanga (13*3), 
Singhbhum (11’9) and Jessore These figui-es show an improvement on 

the results of the previous year, when seven districts showed high percentages, 
and five of them returned a percentage of over 13. As in the two preceding 
years, sales of distrained property were most numerous in Jessore, Gaya and 
Kangpur. In twelve districts, including Calcutta, no such sales were found 
necessary. In Calcutta, however, the number of distress warrants issued increased 
from 684 to 830, which is reported to be due to wilful neglect on the part of 
assessees to pay on receipt of the demand notices. 

11. The amount of tax collected under section 9 (2) of the Income-tax 
Act, which permits managers of companies or other employers of labour to 
undertake the collection of the tax from their employes on receipt of a commis¬ 
sion from the Government, was Bs. 2,87,934 against Rs. 2,74,233 in the 
preceding year; and the number of companies, &c., who undertook to collect 
the tax also rose from 318 to 320. Five of these, however, failed to carry out 
the collection,>and the tax had to be realized by the district officers. The Collector 
of Income-tax, Calcutta, succeeded during the year in inducing several of the local 
firms to collect the tax on behalf of Government. The system is not calculated 
to work with any great advantage, unless the number of employes is large, in 
which case the commission allowed is remunerative to the employer, and repays 
Government by the amount of relief afforded to the collecting establishment. 

12. Expenditvre .—The expenditure incurred in the working of thetas 
fell from Rs. 1,81,774 in 1895-96 to Rs, 1,79,.399 in view of the larger 
collections, this decrease is very satisfactory. 

13. General remarks .—The system of payment of income-tax by money-order 
continues, it is said, to become more popular. The Lieutenant-Governor will bo 
glad to have the Board’s final views on the proposal to print the income-tax coupon 
ox the money-order form itself, instead of affixing it, as now, to the form, a practice 
which is reported to cause inconvenience and hardship to the assessees. The 
proposal; to open a sub-treasury in the office of the Collector of Income tax, Cal¬ 
cutta, shpuld be submitted separately. A few cases of embezzlement of a trifling 
character were discovered during the year. Three persons were convicted of 
personating assessors and illegally ccjllecting the tax. Public feeling in regard 
to the tax remains the same, though it finds less expression, as the people are 
beginning to realise more generally that the tax cannot bo avoided. 

14. The names of the Deputy Collectors specially reported by the Board as 
having done good service will be communicated to the Appointment Department. 

15. The thanks of the Government are duo to the Board for their 
administration of this Department during the year under review.

In continuation of this i Government’s letter No 1449Fam., dated 
the 22ud July 1897, I am directed to submit, under section 29 of the Bengal 
Famine Code, the following report on relief operations in this Proving. 
IJxcept in the case of the Bhagalpur Division, for which information has been 
fvkrnishod by the local officers only up to the 24th July, this report deals 
with the five weeks ending on the Slst July 1897, and has been delayed 
because the reports of the Commissioners of the Patna and Presidency Divisions 
181'G dated the "woi'e not received until the l-'Hh and 16th August, 
„:.i, respectively. A Statement of Rainfall and the usual 

Famine Statements A and B are hereto appended, and 
I am to submit herewith, as usual, copies of the two 
half-monthly reports* of tKe Commissioner of the 
Patna Division for the period above mentioned. 
I am also to enclose famine maps of the districts 
noted on the margin. No map is submitted for the 
Patna Division, as there was no change in tbe areas affected. • 

2. Patna Division. Prosnccts of cropsy prices, ^e. —The condition of the 
district of Patna continued good, except for a slight rise in prices. The Commis* 
sionor expects a full average hhadoi harvest, although some of the crops sown 
have boon damaged by floods. Gaya remained the most prosperous district 
in the Division. The hhadoi crops, which aro three weeks earlier than usual 
were doing well, and the transplantation of winter rice was going on rapidly. * 

3. In some of the remaining five districts, dealt with in this and the 
following paragraphs, anxiety was felt during the first two weeks of the period 
in consequence of a break in the rains. The heavy fall of the 23rd to 25th 
June was followed by dry, xjlose, oppressive weather, with a curious haze and a 
high temperature, and in some distnets, a west wind, and the result was that the 
hhadoi crops, which had come up well, began to wither, and the transplanting of 
winter rice was impossible. The succeeding three weeks brought plentiful 
rain throughout the Division, and completely removed the apprehensions previ¬ 
ously felt, The rain was broken by intervals of sunshine and has been followed by 
a period of fine weather j these conditions were what the crops required, and- pro¬ 
spects are now reported to bo excellent, except in certain flooded tracts of Saran, 
in the Hajipur Subdivision of the district of MuzafParpur, and in the Samastipur 
Subdivision of Darbhanga. Writing on the 11th August 1897, Mr. Bourdillon 
says that, with the ezoeption of these tracts and of some parts of the Sitamarhi 
Subdivision of Muzaffarpur and the Madbubani Subdivision of Darbhanga, where 
the crops suffered from the drought, the hhadoi bids fair everywhere to yield a 
bumper <»op, while the transplanting of winter rice is progressing most

satisfactorily. The outlook,- he writes, could hardly be better than it is, 
'I’hcie was, however, a slight rise in prices generally. The last fortnight of 
July and the ^t fortnight of August are usually the period of the greatest 
doaj’uess of food-grains. It is hoped that prices will fall m soon as the new 
bhadoi harvest comes into the market. Imports fell off considerably during the 

first half of the month, after the 
heavy rain which fell in the last 
week of June; but during the three 
weeks ending Slst July, they 
increased* largely. The only 
district in which the exports exceed^- 
ed the imports is Shahabad. Food* 
stocks were sufficient everywhere. 

4. Area and population affected and numbers on relief,—As stated in para* 
1 above, there was no change in the ai’ea and population affected. The 
following table shows the numbers and percentages of population on relief from 
the first*half of April :*—

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The numbers given in this table are as shown in the weekly telegraphic 
reports published in the Calcutta Gazette corrected up to date. The percentages 
rose in Shahabad and Saran. In the former district, relief works having been 
closed in the last week of July, the numbers above shown for the Slst July 
were all on gratuitous relief. The Commi»-ioner is satisfied that relief wiis 

E ’ven to none but those who deserved it under the provisions of the Code. 

e wrote in paragraph 19 of his report for the first half of July;—“He 
(Mr. Windsor, Collector of Shahabad) thoroughly assimilated the principles of 
the Code on these matters, and is carrying them out. 1 am satisfied that he 
and his Circle Officers will allow no one to receive gratuitous relief who is fit to 
work either on relief works or in the fields.” The rise in Saran was due to 
severe distress caused by the floods in the inundated tracts.

The cause of the increase in Saran has already been stated. In Muzaffar- 
^pur the numbers had gone down, but they rose again in the last week of July. 
(The increase was most marked in Hajipur and Sitamarhi, and is stated to have 
Peon due to the partial absence of rain during the last week of July, when the 
fall was 4’o7 inches at Muzaffarpur, but only 1*55 at Hajipur and 1*60 at Sita¬ 
marhi. The result was that the weeding of the bbaJoi being over and not 
enough rain having fallen for the transplanting of winter rice, many labourers 
came back to the works for employment.

No fiporee have been given for Shahabad ia the table above^ because in the 
lobteahalzof Jufy the relief works in this district were being wound up and 
were ultiinately tdosed. The increase in the outturn of work was generally 
due to the rain having^ made the earih soft. 

The instruction given in the foot-note to Form 7 at page 62 of the Bengal 
Famine Code for calculating the cost rate per 1,000 cu^ feet is to multiply 
the total amount paid lot the week aa riiowa in eol^u 19 of Famine Statement 
D (Form 5}^ ana timt divxda the lesi^ by the total gnontit y o f work done 
don^ the u^jHie swshiMiB in* column IB of the same statement. W'itii a view to 
jhecdmg the reported ueekly fieipea, the Commissioner was asked to r^ort 
whe^er the total eardi ezca^tea in w or any of the completed tanka or roads 
had been maasiured up and distributed over toe total eicpendituire on soeh tanks 
or roads. 
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As regards Shahabad, M«. Bourdillon reports in a separate letter as fol¬ 
lows :— 

Shahabad. —“ The rate per 1,000 oubio feet in this district has been calculated on the 
wages of task workers only. The District Eng^eer of Shahabad reports that all the totals 
have not yet been oheoked, but the quantities have ^n frrauently checked by him, the 
Subdivisional Officer and Charge Superintendents. The District Engineer has also izuitituted 
a further oheok by taking the ohainage up to a certain date and checking it with the estimates 
which have been regularly prepared for each wnk as if it were an ordinary work of the 
District Board. In nearly every instance the amounts actually measured^ and ^aid for by the 
officers in charge are below the estimates by about tbe quantity which will be required 
for final dressing (the work is only rough dressed at present), and it therefore appears that 
the measurements have been honestly and cavefully done. Thiu, the Magistrate says, is borne 
out by the fact that the oheok measurements made by the different inspeoting officers 
correspond with reasonable aocuraoy with measurements showm in the books except in one 
instance on the Jahanabad-Mullipur road, where the measurements were found to he faulty. 
It will be remembered that Mr. Toogood checked a number of moasurements in the Bhabhua 
subdivision and found them remarkfffily correct.” 

In Saran tho Code procedure as described above has been followed, and it 
is stated that the mcasuroiiionts of the work completed are now in progress. 
The same procedure has been followed in tlio remaining districts, with regard to 
which the Commissioner writes:— 

Champarnn. —‘'The tanks that were undertaken as relief works are only now being 
completed. Their deepening down to lowest wat. r-lovolwas postponed until the latter port of 
May and in June, before the rains began, and sinee the rains began tho slopes have been 
undertaken. Consequently, the final measuremonts liave not yet been taken. In one tank, 
however, whioli was deepened as far as it was possible to do so, final measui'ements have been 
made and reported to the Collector, and they am )uut to just 80 per cent, of the quantity 
shown in the returns. Mr. Maophorson argues that as fines are graduated according to defi- 
oienoies of 12^ jjer cent, in the task sot, tho work actually done as finally measured was 8t- 
per cent, of what would earn the full wage, but tho actual payments amounted to only 90 ^rj 
cent, of the full wage : consequently the overpayment duo to lax measurement was only 7’1 
per cent. On the groat bulk of tho civil works no qualified sub-overseers were available, 
and the moasurements have been made by an untraiuod staff. The above work, the Collector 
says, may bo regarded as fairly rei^rosoutative of the average ; at any rate, it need not be 
accepted as a spociallv favourable speoimon of relief works.” 

Mvznffiii'pitr .—■* The measuromouts made by the sab-overseers have been subjected to 
constant chuck by superior otficers, and in oases where it has been possible to make a reliable 
estimate of quantities, .such ns on the Bnghmati canal, the Baya nala cutting, &c., these 
have been compared, chain by chain, with the standard measarement book in which is noted 
the estimated quantities. In existing road work where the section voiios every few feet, the 
moasurements have been oheoked as frequently as possible by each inspecting officer by 
blocks of pits. In llajipur under civil agency tho oom^dotud works were measured up, and 
in most o-oses foiTnd to agree very fairly with the amounts shown to have been done. In 
most instances thei e was a small deficiency in this and in the Sitamarhi subdivisions, but 
not more than was reasonable or than might have been expected under tho ciroumstanoes. ” 

Darhhaiiija.—^* Tho reported cost rates have been arrived at from the weekly returns 
of the officers iu charge as directed in tho foot-note to Form 5, and these latter are supposed 
to duly test tho measurements. This is a point to which the (Jharge Superintendents have 
always paid much attention, and tho Collector bolievos that the moasurements ore now 
generally fairly accurate all over his district.” 

The ruHulta obtained on works under Public W^orks Department agency 
are described as follows:— 

Superintendent, Famine Relief Works, 1st Circle .—“ The rates are nsoertaiued by 
taking tbe daily measuremonts as recorded by the overseer or sub-overseer and dividing them 
by the amounts paid as wages to relief workers. 

“The mo^urements made by the overseer or sub-overseer are subjeet to oonsiant 
check by superior officers. In tbe Darbbanga Division some of the works were personally 
zreasored W Lieutenant Ellis, b.b., and oheoked by the Executive Engineer. Mr. Long, 
Executive Engineer, Darbbanga, reports that after measuring pits taken at random on six 
works, he found that the actual quantities exceeded the recorded measurements by 16 per 
oent. in one place, were exactly tbe same in three, and were 98 per cent, and 86 per cent, of 
the truth in the remaining two. Very similar results are reported from other divinons. 
Ur. Banerjea reports that the ascertained average in his Division is 96 per cent.” 

Superintendent, Jteli^ Work*, 2nd Circle.'^*' The rates reported by tiiia daily 

to Chief Engineer (extracted from the daily post-oards received) are baaed on amonnt of 
work done by the ‘ task workers * only os direoted by the foot-note to Form 6. No fignrea 
are given by Mr. Toogood for Ohamparan, but in Saran the obeok measnzwnents is 
ten oompleted works dome to 91*97 per cent, of the recorded measumnentB. and thas work

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The Lieutenaut-Govomor agrees with Mr. BourdilloD in thinking that these 
reports a;^e eminently satisfactory as showing that the cost rate and average 
daily outturn reported from time to time approximate as closely to accuracy 
as it was possible to expect. 

6. Piece-work ayetem .—The same works as were mentioned in the report 
for June*were of>en in July, but since the end of the month the work on the 
Baghmati Canal in Muzafiarpur has been closed, and it is reported that the 
earthwork on the Sakri-Jainagar Railway in Darbhanga has been practically 
completed, and will be closed in a few days. 

7. Private relief works —Most of the private relief works have been closed. 
In Saran the Hatwa Kaj had nine works open, but the average daily number 
of male units employed on tliem in the last week of July was only 543 
against 2,015, the oorresi)onding figure • for June. In Muzaffarpur the Dar- 
bhanga Raj works were closed in the week ending 24th July. In the distidot 
of Uarbhanga the Raj works employed a total number of 2,780 persons on 
the 31st July against 6,695 on the 26th June.

Tlie number of i)oor-houscs remained the same us in June, but there was a 
considerable increase in the number of kitchens in every district exce])t 
Bhahabad. In Saran the number at the end of June was only 2. The Collector 
reports that -ho was forced to iucrease the nxunber of kitclrens by the numbers of 
emaciated children he saw. 

9. Gratuitous relief .—The following table shows the average daily numbers 
on gratuitous relief in the last week of July and the amounts of the average 
daily doles in comparison >vith the corresponding figures at the end of 
June:— 
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* Th«M! flfurM liBTe been raproduevO from volninn 11 of Famine Stateuient A. 
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ending 31st July; while the number relieved by the Charitable Relief Committee 
during the same period was 4C8 against 060 in the week ending 26th June. 

Distress is reported to have broken out in the district of Lohardaga, and 

arrangements have been 'made to give employment 
oUarda({». relief works and gratuitous relief in kitchens. 

The standing crops are reported to be in excellent condition, but prices had been 
rising continuously for some time. During the week ending 31st July rice was 
selling at 5 seers and under at 101 out of 188 hilta, the lowest rate at which it 
sold being between 7 and 8 se^rs the rupee, and this was obtainable at four 
markets only. The prices of other food-grains were proportionately high. In 
view of this rise in prices the Commissioner called a meeting of the principal 
grain-dealers and ascertained that the difficulty of importing food-grains lay in 
the oreat scarcity of transport from Purulia to Rancid and the consequent 
high*^charge for cartage, which had risen from 9 annas to Re. 1-4 per maund. 
Mr. Forbes therefore recommended that Government should assist the traders 
by the grant of a bounty on importations similar to that already in 
force in the Palamau district, and the Lieutenant-Governor has sanctioned the 
gi-ant of a subsidy of Re. 1 per maund of rice imported from Purulia to 
Ranchi up to a limit of Rs. 20,000 for one month only for the present. 
Twenty-one kitchens have been opened, at which 3,404 persons, of whom 
2,082 were children, were being rehe'-ed at the end of the month, besides 209 
who were in receipt of dry doles. Of these kitchens, l;< were supported from 
Government funds, and the remaining 8 by the local Charitable Committee. 
There were 15 relief works open with a daily average attendance of 814 
persons; besides 1,293 individuals were daily employed on private works of 
improvement. 

In Singhblium tho price of rice rose in 10 out of 15 hats to less than 8 seers 
, per rupee; the condition of the crops caused no 

anxiety. One test work and one kitchen had been 
opened, but have now been closed. 

13. l*residency Division .—Owing to the break in tho rains during tho period 
under report, the aus riCo in the Presidency Division can no longer be 
expected to yield a full crop; but ram has since fallen, and prospects have 
improved. The aus crop is being harvested, and tho condition of the people is 
said to be improving. Tho public health was good. Tho condition of tho 
24-Parganas gave no cause for anxiety. 

In Nadia, the area a£Ee(;ted is now reported to be 1,070 square miles with a 

population of 663,101 souls. Tho increase is duo 
not to any fresh area being added, but to corrections 
made in previous calculations. Outside this area, test works have been opened 
in thana Alamdanga; but it is hoped that they will be closed before long. Two 
test works had lieeii opened in tho Chuadanga subdivision, but have been closed 
as they were not attended by laboui’ers. Aua rice is the most important crop in 
the district and is expected to yield a 10-anna outturn in the north; but for 
tlio intermediate period of drought a full crop might have been hoped for. 
There were 43’ works open with 13,335 workers on the Slst July against ' 
29 works and 23,335 workers on the 26th June. The number on the 14th 
instant was only 4,617. The lists of the recipients of gratuitous relief were 
and are being thoroughly scrutinized iu accordance with the orders issued by 
the Lioutenant-Govoruor, and partly for this reason, and partly because of the 
reaping of the aus rice, the number fell from 81,225 on the 26th Juno to 50,362 on 
the 31st July 1897. They have further fallen to 35,653 on tho 7tli August, and 
15,998 on tlic 14tli idem, including 778 children fed in kitchens. The Collector 
has boon instructed to opon a poor-house at the head-quarters of each charge and 
a kitchen at each relief centre. 

In Klmlna the prospects of crops were good, though the break in tho 

rains caiised some ai)prelieusion in the early part 
Khulna. month. I’rices remained stationary, and 

Burma rtce was being imported as before, local stocks having been exhausted. 
'I’herc were 4 relief works open at thij close of the month against 36 at the end 
of June, all conducted on the piece-work system, at a rate of Re. 1-14 per 1,000 
cubic feet for soft soil. The average daily earning of each male rniit was 
2 annas 2*6 pies during the week ending 3Ist July. The number of reliof 
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workers decreased. There were 167 workers only on the Slst ultimo against 
772 at the end of June last; but the numbed of recipients of gratuitoua 
relief increased slightly from 7,617 on the 26th June to 7,776 on the Slst July, 
partly because some people who were being roliev^ from tjie Charitable BdUef 
Fund have been transferred to the Government list, and partly because some 
who had hitherto been supporting themselves could do so no longef. There 
were four poor-houses open with 68 men, 240 women and 453 children on 
the last day of the month. 

The area and population afPeoted in Murshidabad have slightly increased 
, from 167 square miles and 95,000 to 205 square 

Murs daba . miles and 120,0i»0 owing to the addition of the 

Jalangi Circle. The prospects of crops wei e not as good as might be expected. 
Between the 28th Juno and 6th July, and again between the 18ih ana 30th 
July, there was no rain, and this caused some apprehension; but the light 
showers that have fallen since the latter date in most parts of the district have 
materially improved the prospects of the crops, but no more than a 12-anna aus 
crop can now be expected. 

The number of workers on the Slst July was 5,496 against 1,923 on the 
26th June, and it is stated by the Collector that the increase commenced when 
the break in the rains caused apprehension respecting the crops ; but it is not 
unlikely that the increase was due to the high rates allowed, which the 
Lieutenant-Governor has directed the Commissioner to reduce. Gratuitous 
relief was granted entirely from the Indian Famine Charitable Belief Fund. 

In the last report it was stated that the heavy rain during the latter half 

of June had submerged the low-land rice every- 
' esHoro. whore in Jeasofe, particularly in the Narail sub¬ 

division. Since then a long interval of fine weather has enabled the crops 
^^wamped by the heavy downpour to i*eoover and afforded further opportunities 
of sowing. The general condition of the affected area is said to have 
improved with a promise of a good bhadoi crop. Three test works were opened 
during the period under report: one has been closed since and another has 
been converted into a relief work; the number employed on the Slst was 
insignificant, being 226. 

Gratuitous relief was given entirely from the Indian Famine Charitable 
Relief Fund. 

14. Bhftgalpur Division. —Reporting on the 4th August 1897, the Commis¬ 

sioner of the Bhagalpur Division wrote that throughout the Division prospects 
w<?ro as good as possible, and that the early harvest, which had been sown 
to an unusually large extent this year, was secure. • 

In the report for J une it was stated that the Collector of Bhagalpur intend- 
. ed to keep three relief works open, but it was soon 

a{,a pnr. found that people would not work on them at the 

Ci’)de rates. They were therefore closed as relief works in the first week 
of July. In North Bhagalpur, which was the worst part of the district, a 
bumper mnr«a crop is expected. The relief given w'as confined to gratuitous 
relief, and, as stated in the weekly telegraphic report, the total number in 
receipt of this form of relief in North Bhagalpur on the Slst July was 6,216. 
Governmont relief operations were entirely closed on that date, and this district 
will no longer be shown as distressed, although relief from the charitable 
relief funds will have to be continued for somo time. 

Of tho five relief works that were open in June in the Jamtara snb- 

Sonthal Pawnas division, three were closed, and on the remainiifg 

two there were only 24 labourers employed on 
the 24th July. In Deoghur there were 19 relief works which emploi^ed 701 
workers on that date. The total number in receipt of gratuitous relioi in the 
two subdivisions was 4,553 against 4,733 at the end of June. Mr. Carstairs 
writes that it will be necessary to continue relief operations until tho Indian- 
corn is ripe here and there possibly by works, and more extensively by gratui¬ 
tous relief to those unable to work. He hopes to bo able to close all operations 
by the end of A ugust. 

15. MqfsJkahi Dioision: —As is shown in the rainfall statement appendea 
to this letter, the rain hold off or fell only in slight showers during the greater 
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part of July, and tbis fact etiuaed much anxiety not only in Eajshahi and Pabna, 
the two districtfl of tins Division in which test wox^r and charitable relief Were 
but also in Dinajpur and Bo^:a. In the south of Dinajpcar

on the 31st July. But in tw lairt 
week of the month under reiport and 
in the first week of August there 
was good rain* in all the four 
districts mentioned, and prospects 
improved. Both in Rajshahi and 
Faona prices continued high. In 
the former district the price of rice 
varied from 6 seers to 7 seers 12 ohitaks 
during the second-half of July, and in 
Pabna from 6 seers to 8^ seers. In 
Kajsbabi there was only one test work 
which employed 571 labourers on the 
31st July, against 341 at the end of June. This work commands a congested 
tract near the Ganges, mainly inhabited by persons who have settled there in 
order to maintain themselves by the silk industry, and this industry is now in a 
declining state. The Commissioner writes that even in ordinary years there is 
a want of employment in this tract. Some gratuitous relief was given through 
the police, the average daily number relieved during the last week of July 
being 21. In Pabna the millet which has been reaped is reported to be a 
bumper crop. The ana or autumn paddy is said to have been injured by the 
break in the rains. There were five test works open against four at the end 
of June. The number of test workers on the 30th June was 1,397. It roatt 
to 2,316 on the 7th July, and then fell gradually to 1,620 on the 15th, The 
total number of workers on the 31st July was 437, while the number on 
Government gratuitous relief on the same date was 52. 

16. Bwrdwan Division .—Bankura is the only affected district in the Bnrd- 
wan Division. From about the 26th of June there was a break in the rains, 
which rendered prospects in that district extremely gloomy. Copious rain 
again commencea to fall about the 7th July, just in time to save the crops 
in the ground, which in the n<Mth of the district had begun to wither. This was 
succeeded on the 16th July by another prolonged break which lasted till the 
end of the month. Since then copious rain has again fallen, and the transplan¬ 
tation of the winter rice is in progress. During the latter half of July tnana 
Raipur and independent outpost Simlapal were added to the affected tracts, 
and the total distressed area is now 1,053 square miles with a population of 
412,842. The added tracts, like the greater part of the affected area in this 
^strict, consist to a great extent of }ungle and low hills, and are extremely 
backward in oommunioations, education and in other respects. Last yearns 
winter rice crop was estimated at only 4 annas, and there is practical^ no 
importation: Many Sonthal and other labourers have migrated from this i to 
other districts in search of work. In many villages bhadoi food-crops other 
than rioe are grown to some extent by Sontbms, and the Collector reports that 
the ripening of these should begin to relieve the present ^^tress. There 
were 28 relief works open in or near ffie affected tracts wi<b 1,420 relief 
woxkers on the 3l8t July, against 17 works with 1,872 workers at the end 
of* June. The average daily number on gratuitous relief in the last week of 
July was 8,380, or 2*03 per cent, of the total population of the affected tracts. 
The corresponding number at the end of June was 6,507, which was 2‘6 per 
cent, of the population, 258,000, of the area then affected. 

On the night of the 14 th July, the highest fiood on record took place in the 
Damodar river, and about 50 villages in thana Sonamukhi were inundated. About 
1,400 houses are reported to have been damaged and 1,100 families rendered 
homeless. Much dama^ has been done to rich arable lands, which have been 
covered with |a thick deposit of sand. The local officers report that between 
4,000 and 5,000 bighas of au8 (autumn lioe) and about 300 bighas of sugarcane 
have been totally octroyed, and that a large quantity of aman (winter rice) 
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seedlings has been buried under i^he sand. Forttmajcely no lives were Ipst, 
Advanoes under the Agrioultxiritits’ Loans Aot are ‘being given to those who are 
in need of theixu 

17. , OritM Divutm .—On the Till August 1897, the Commissions of the 
Orissa Division wrote that the protects of the sops in Cuttach, Pori and 
Balasore were exceptionally good. In Cuttaek, scone ^gratuitous r^ef &om 
Charitable Funds oontinued to be during the period under report. 

The area and population affected in diririct of Puri remained pm* 

riViH-ngAd. Public health was generally good, and 
cholera and small-pox which were report^ to have 
been prevailing in the month of June have abated. There were 12 r^ef 
works open against 19 in June, and the last work in Khurda was closed on the 
29th July. On the Slat July there were 2,974 wozkss and 1,374 recipients of 
gratuitous relief, against 4,015 workers and 1,078 rec ip ie nt s of gratuitous relief 
at the end of June.

FAMINE relief IN THE PATNA DIVISION.

I HA VC the honour to forward, herewith, under Sections 13 and 24 of the 
Famine Code, my Report on famine relief operations in the Patna Div^ion dur¬ 
ing the first-half of August 1897. The weeks comprised in the period under 
report are those ending on Saturday the 7th and 14th August. 

Part I,— lifTBOntJCTOBY. 

2. On the 7tli August, a Conference was held at Bankipore under my pre¬ 
sidency, at wliich were present the Collectors of Shahabad (Mr. Windsor), Cham- 
paran (Mr. Macplierson), MuzafEarpur (Mr. Maude), and Darbhanga (Mr. Carlyle). 
Mr. Chapnian, Collector of Saran, was unavoidably absent, and Mr. C. A. Mills, 
Inspector of Famine Relief Works, Bihar, was unable to attend the Conference, 
but arrived shortly afterwards. The object of the meeting was to discuss the 
prospects of the crops, the condition of the people and the movement of prices; 
also to settle the details of the steps to be taken to bring relief to an end. The 
conclusions arrived at were embodied in my Circular No, 30 of the 12th 
instant; briefly, it was arranged that, in tracts where there is good bhador, 
relief works should all be closed by the Ist Soptombor, but that in tracts where 
there is no bhadoi, they might, if need be, be kept open till tlie middle of that 
month. Gratuitous relief is to be cut down first in tracts where the bhadoi is 
good, and, as soon as prices ease a little, kitchens are to be opened for all 
children who choose to attend,^ and for all persons on our gratuitous lists, 
except those who are physically incapable of attending them : all other persons 
are to be told that, unless they accept cooked food, they will receive no 
relief. On the Ist October, all gratuitous relief of all kinds will cease. It will 
bo arranged that the sick in the poor-houses will be transferred to the local 
h jspituls. 

Pabt II.— Distbict Repobts. 

3. Patna .—This district has had almost too much rain, and sunshine is 
wanted. The rainfall all over the district averaged an inch and three quarters 
during each of the vt'eeks under report, but the fall in different places was 
much higher, reaching 3'28 inches at Hilsa in the first, and 2*91 inches at Barh 
in the second w.eek. Heavy rain has fallen also since the fortnight closed. 
The result is, that what with floods and the absence of sunshine, the bhadoi is 
disappointing, and the Collector now estimates it at 10 annas, wluch, I think, is 
rather too low. 

4. However, there is no distress of any importance, and prices are 

beginning to fall in Fatna. Maize 
and marwa are in the market, and the 
prospects of rice are excellent. A 
statement showing general price of 
all grains is given in the margin. - 

a. Imports continue heavy, and 
exports have fallen off. The latter 
were 86,256 maunds against 1,36,295 
mannds in the preceding threejweeks, 
while imports fell in the same time 
from 55,124 maunds to 15,081 
maunds. The result is a net import at the end of a fortnight of 7’1,175 maunds, 
against one of 81,171 maunds at the end of three weeks. As usual, most of 
the imports were rice, the total being 61,116 maunds, or nearly threo-fourths of 
the whole. 

6. The numbers in poor-houses have increased, being, as follot^s, on the 
last day of the for^ghtBankipore 251, ^arb (including a kitchen) 185, and 
Bihar^ 35. Most of those at Bankipore were foreigners, and many now seek 
these institutions as much for shelter mi. 
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7. Gehef from the Charitable Fund has been given to 98^ persons during 
the fortnight, most of them being respectable persons in Patna CSty, who are 
undoubtedly hard pressed by the continued high prices. 

8. Gaya .—The prospects of this district continue excellent. Heavy rain 
fell throughout the fortnight, the average all over the district being reamed 
by the Owleotor as 4’29 inches, and there has been a good deal more since, 
so that all the reservoirs must be full. The bhaioi promises well, and the 
transplanting of rice is nearly over. I visited Gaya on the 20th instant, and 
the state of the paddy, as seen from the Railway line, left nothing to be 
desired. 


9. Prices are fairly stationary. A statement showing the general average 
- .- price of all grain is given in the 
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margin. 

10. Imports continne steady: 
during the fortnight they aggre¬ 
gated 37,982 maun^, against 57,069 
maunds in the previous three weeks, 
while the exports fell from 760 maunds 
to 664. The re-exportation of rice 
to Palamau appears to have ceased 
completely. 


11. Four kitchens were open during the fortnight, and at the three, from 
which complete Returns are available, the daily average number fed was 806, 
against 272 in the previous period. The kitchens at Gaya and Madanpur, on 
the Grand Trunk Road, which were closed, have been opened again, as it 
Jias been found that relief is stjlll wanted. 

12. Shahabad .—In this district a great improvement is visible. The 
weather has been perfect for both bhadoi and rice crops. Relief works have been 
entirely closed, and gratuitous relief is being contracted. 

13. Prices axe stationary, with a tendency to fall in Bhabua. A statement 

showing the general average prioe 
of all grains is given in the margin. 

14. During the fortnight under ■ 
review, imports have increased and 
exports have fallen. The figures are, 
as follows, for road, ri-^er and rail:— 
Imports 49,478 maunds, exports 
45,414 maunds, leaving a l^lance in 
favour of the district of 4,064 
maunds, whereas in the preceding 
three weeks, the figures were imports 
59,503 maunds and exports 68,846 maunds, leaving a balance against the district 
of 9,343. It appears that the export of rabi grain is ceasing for the present, 
either because stocks are running short, or, more probably, because, in Balia 
and other districts across the Ganges, the bhadoi crop is now coming in. 

15. Relief works have altogether ceased in this district, and the numbers 
on the Moghulsaxai-Gaya Railway embankment are slowly falling also. The 
numbers were, as follows, on the last four Saturdays previous to the Collector’s 
report:—24th July, 6,106; Slst July, 6,918; 7th August, 5,183; and 14th 
August, 5,461. 

16. Gratuitous relief is beginning to decrease, and more would have been

relief of all kinds during the period named, Relief 
in two Circles, Ilata and Chenari, will be closed at once, and, in the Ramghar 
Charge, as soon as possible. The transfer ol purda-naahin ladies from the Gov¬ 
ernment lists to those of the Charitable Fund has been concluded, and it is 
expected that the, figures of the 14th August will be greatly diminished during 
the current fortnight. 

17. As part of the above relief, the dail^' number of persons fed on the 

average at kitchens and poor-honses was 750 m the first and 675 in the second 
fortnight, as .against 828 and 809 in the two previous weeks. Many children,

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18. As noted above, a good deal has been done to distribute the grant 
from the Charitable Fund, but it has not all beeix accounted for. A statement 
shows that, up to the end of July, Ra. 8,142 had been accounted for, but at least 
an equal sum has been expended in addition. 

19. £^ttran.—Matters in this district are more prosperous than they were 
when last I wrote, and a beginning has been made in the conttaction of relief. 
In the worst tract, especially in Sewan, there is little alleviation, but over the 
greater part of the district, there has been a manifest improvement. 

20. As in Shahabad, the rainfall has boon most propitious, sunshine being 
alternated with heavy sliowevs at Chapra; the fall during the first week was I’ll 
inches and during the second week, MO inches. In these circumstances, the 
Collector reports that the prospects of all the crops are excellent. Muizo and 
the smaller millets, sauwan, ta>igmi and mama, are already in the market. 
Swamps usually left untilled have this year been filled with transplanted rice, 
and much indigo laud, in which the indigo has failed, has been let out for rice or 
hkadoL 

21. Prices show a tendency to fall at last, except in Sewan. The state-

22. Imports continue high, in spite of the good promise of the crops. In 
the fortnight under review, the total imports by rail and river amounted t(/ 
1,29,927 maunds, against 1,60,705 maunds in the previous three weeks. Thd 
exports were, respectively, 8,521 maunds and 20,894 maunds, so that the 
balance in favour of the district was 1,21,406 maunds or 00,703 a week, 
against 1,39,811 m'aunds, or an average of 46,603 maunds a week in the 
previous period. The increase is chiefly in rice. 

23. The following statement compares, as usual, the numbers on relief 
works and in receipt of gratuitous relief in each of the past five weeks—

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24. To my disappointment, there has been no reduction in the number 
of relief jworks, and the numbers on relief works have actually risen during 
the last week of the period under review. Almost the works are now in 
two groups, one in the 8outh-«ast corner of the Gopalganj Subdivision under 
Mr. Lang, and the other, on the borders of the Sadar and Sewan Subdivisions 
near Baniapore Police station. On a large number of' tbem) dresring and 
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finishing is going on, with weakly gangs and many women and children. In 
the east Gopalganj tract, Mr. Lang has been ill throughout the fortnight, 
and some laxity has occurred in allowing too many comers and labourers irre¬ 
spective of task. The wago is now based on grain at 13 seers for the rupee, 
and is therefore less than the truth. The Collector has ordered'almost all 
these works to be closed at once, and he is arranging that, unless unforeseen 
misfortunes occur, all relief works works shall cease from the 4th September. 
In spite of the flaws noticed above, the outturn and cost rate are good, due, 
no doubt, to the greater ease with which the softened earth can bo dug and 
carried. 

25. Tho Htitwa works employed a few labourers in finishing and 
dressing. The Collector has now ordered them to be closed. 

2(3. The numbers in receipt of gratuitous relief still remain high, though 
they are lower than they were on the last day of July. It is obvious that 
these will decline more slowly than the numbers on relief works, but I hope 
that tho substitution of kitchen relief for relief in villages, mentioned in para¬ 
graph 2 above, will cause a rapid reduction. A glance at Form 6 will show 
that the numbers are large only in the West Chapra, Sewan and East Gopal¬ 
ganj Charccs, i.c., tho bad tracts of the district as above stated. The Collector 
has already closed gratuitous relief in certain parts of his district, and has given 
orders for the gradual withdrawal of it from other areas, in conformity with the 
general instructions he has received. 

27. Part of the scheme for closure consists in the opening of more kitchens, 
and there are now 40 of these in the district, as against 28 when Mr. Chapman 
last reported. The average number relieved daily during the last week was 
7,072 parsons against 4,283 in the last week of July. Of this number, 6,877, 
or 89 0 per cent, were children. 

28. The Govcrnnient poor-houses housed a daily average of 245 persons, 
against an average of 203, and the Hatwa poor houses contained a daily 
average of 428 persons, against 483. 

29. Tho total number of persons relieved from the Charitable Fund 
during the period under report is returned at 7,108. As no one of these is 
shown twice over, this sum may be taken as tho daily average. 

30. Champaran .—But for tho somewhat critical condition of West 

Betliah, tho accounts from this district would be very satisfactory. The crops 
are good aud numbers both on works and in receipt of gratuitous relief are 
fulling. _ . 

31. During the first few days of the fortnight, good rain fell, but from 
about the 3id August till the 14th, there ha.s been an almost unbroken stretch of 
fine weather. Tl.c defect at tho end of the fortnight was 12’66 inches at 
Motihari, and was actually greater than at tho corresponding date in 1896. 
Since tho fortnight closed, Motihari has had frequent showers about a quarter of 
an inch falling every day, and if this has been general, it has been just what 
was wanted for tho thadoi. But for the rice in the West Bettiah tract, much 
heavier rain is wanted, as transplanting is very l)ackward, and unless it falls 
soon, the rice crop will be seriously aflected; as it is, Mr. Still fears that, in any 
case, it must be a poor crop. Elsewhere there is little to complain of. 

2. Prices have not yet begun to fall as they usually do, but have 
. advanced slightly, about 2‘3 per cent."

showing clearly that the dealers expect a heavy lhadoi crop. During the 
fortnight, the imports, both by rail and across the frontier, amounted to 27,139 
mannas, and the exports were 4,904 maonds. In the previous three weeks, 
the total was 46,739 maimds imports and 10,168 maunds exports; the 
net result is a weekly average of imports of 11,117 mannds for the last 
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and 12,l'90inataidfl .for the preceding fortnight. Of thq imjjOrts, tooria'than 
half, or 16,5'.'3 maunds, came in from Nipal, the Eaii^ray bringing in only 
10 636 maunds. A good deal of grain is also coming into Bettiah from Kipal 
by a route where there is no registering station. I have now no fears 

whatever for the stocks in this district. , , , . .. 

' 34. The public health continues remarkably good, and the groat immunity 

from cholera, which the district has enjoyed so far, have rendered the general 

mortality unusually small. , ^ , 

86. The following statement compares, as usual, the facures tor relief 

workers, and for those in receipt of gratuitous relief in each of the last five 
weeks:— 
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The number of works has fallen to 29, of which 10 are under the Collector and 
19 under the Public Works Department. These are all large works, viz., the 
Tribeni and Dhaka. Canals, and the Bettiah-Champatia R^way. 

36. The total number (male units) on relief fell during the first week and 
then remained stationary, the reason being that the drought in West Bettiah 
sent back considerable numbers to the Tribeni Canal. It will be noted that the 
numbers on piece-work rose from 2,444 male units in the first, to 4,299 male 
units in the second-week. As soon as good rain falls, their number will diminish 
again. The outturn is good and the cost-rate low. Mr. Maepherson’s remarks 
rnarairraDh 20 of his Report) on the outturn deserve perusal. 

^ 37. The total number 

of persons in each Sub¬ 
division, employed on 
relief works in each of the 
last three weeks, is set out 
in the marginal statement. 
The rise on the Tribeni 
Canal, mentioned above, 
is very conspicuous.

At the end of the Sndar station was Aort by 1-7f 
inches, Htgipor by I'll and Sitamarhi by 5*05. Duri^ Mriod under 
report, Musanarpur received 3 04 inches, Hajipur 2*59 and ohamarm ohly 2'65, 

BO that the latter place is still in considerable defect, biit during the fortnight, 
the worst portion of Sitamarhi, viz. Pupri, received a fall of ’8'49 inches vbich 
brought it up into line, and since tbo loitfiigbt closed, sufBcient rain has fatieti 
^ overtbe district, Muzaffarpar itsett receiving netnly 2| indtOs in the week 
endii^ the Slat.

44 . The Rail way statistios are again incomplote> and 1 have once more 
written to the Tralfic Mmager on the subject. As the Returns from Bhagwan- 
pur, one of the most important stations in the district, are missing for the 
week ending the 7th instant, the figures are very defective. However, it 
appears, so far as they go, that the imports durmg the fortnight wore 71,175 
maunds and the exports 2,051, the figures for the previous throe weeks having 
been 1,I7’,1}32 maunds, and7,tl71 maunds respectively. The balance in tayouf M 
the distiiCt was, therefore, 69,121 maunds or an average of 34,562 xbaundB a 
week, against a balance of 1,09,061 maunds or 36,353 maunds a week tn tho 
j^feviO tts period. H the Bbagwanpur figures were 'available, it is certain -that the 
wfleren^ would be more than made np. As 1161 : 101 , most of the receipts-are. rioe. 

The pnlsKc health 'contimieis good, except for 'sporadic cholera in a few villages. 

There has boon no epidemic. 

45. The dellowing comparative tahie is given ns usual 
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The number of works has been reduced by 18, of which 10 were under the 
Civil Agency and 8 under the Public Works Department. That llepartaient 
has now only five works open, as against 54 under the Collector. 

46. It will be seen that, on ii^-work, the numbers keep up, which is due 
chiefly to A lai^ rise in the Hajipur Subdivision, occasioned by too light a 
task on oue wo» and perhaps on others, owing to the extremely easy conditions 
of the work: this has been corrected. The piece-workers have fallen off greatly, 
as the Bagmati Canal has been closed, and only the Bayunulla and one other 
work are kept open for piece-works: these will shortly be closed. The numbers 
on daily wage, without task, are well kept down, and the outturn and cost-rate, 
better than ever. 

47. The table in Mr. Maude’s 9th paragraph shows the figures for each 
Charge in the two weeks for persons, not male units. It shows, on the whole, a 
decrease, which would have been universal, but for the great rise of 103 
cent, in the Lalgauj Charge, which has been referred to above. 

48. There were no private relief works during the fomight, as the 
Darbhanga Baj have closed theirs at Parihar. 

40. The average daily numbers of adult units on gratuitous relief have 
fallen during the fortnight by t*23 per cent. A table in Mr. Maude’s 33rd para> 
graph shows that, as regards village relief under Chapter V of the Code, there 
has been a general, though slight, falling off in all Subdivisions, but there has 
been a rise in the number of those relieved at kitchens, which is all part of the 
policy decided upon for the Division. Though is not so stated, 1 believe that 
this reduction is partly due to orphans and respectable women being transferred 
to the lists of the Charitable Fund Committee. 

50. Kitchens have increased in numbers by two, being 74 against 72. The 
numbers have fallen from a daily average of 17,074-persons to one of 16,697, 
The ratio of children at these kitchens was 89*15 per cent. The new orders 
about developing kitchens have not yet had time to operate, but as soon as they 
have, it is expected that the numbers relieved at kitchens will increase, and those 
gratuitously relieved at their villages, will decline still more rapidly. 

51. Poor-houses play but a small r6U in this district, and the daily average 
number of inmates was only 433 against 447. In the Darbhanga Kaj poor- 
house at Parihar, a daily average, of 411 persons was fed and housed during the 
fortnight. The Darbhanga Kaj relievea gratuitously an average of 1,422 
persons per diem in the period under report, as against 1,048 in the previous 
period. 

52. The figures given for expenditure from the Charitable Fund for July, 
show that lls. 40,795 have actually been expended to the end of the month, 
that Rs. 91,807 are with the District Committee, and Rs. 63,742 with Local 
Committees. 

53. Darhhanga .—^AU goes well in this district now, though, during the 
foiiinight under review, the Collector was anxious about rain for the Madhubani 
Subdivision. The numbers on relief works have fallen, but those on gratuitous 
relief aro about the same. 

54. During the first week of August, good rain fell all over the district, 
the mean of 20 registering stations being 3*34 inches; but in the second 
week, the fall was much lighter, averanng only 0*71 of an inch: this was well 
enough for the southern half of the district where the hhadoi was coming on 
and transplanting was practically over, but not enough for the tract north of 
Darbhanga, where transplanting was seriously retarded up till the date of the 
Collector’s report, viz. the 20th instant. Since that, however, 1 learn by 
telegram, on the 23rd idem, that good rain has fall.en all ovmr Madhubam, 
probably sufficient for transplantation. 

55. In these circumstances, the outlook is exceptionally good: the hhadoi 

over a great part of the district is I'eported to be a burner crop, so that even 
taking into consideration the places where it is bad, the district, as a whole, will 
have more than an average crop. The rice will all be transplanted in Madhu- 
baui by the end of the present week) and the prospects of the crops are every¬ 
where very good. .

'67. Imports are gradually decreasing) no doubt in view of the good 
bhadoi crop and the excellent promise of the rice. The, imports during the 
fortnight under review were 67,766 mannds, and the exports 3,339, giving a 
net importation of 64,427 maunos. In the previous three weeks the imports 
were 1,29,677 maunds and the exports 7,628, leaving a balance of 1,251,049 
maunds; the average weekly net importation was, therefore, 32,213 maunds for 
the past fortnight and 40,683 maunds for the preceding period. Just ht^f of 
the imports were rice (33,090 maunds), almost all of which came from Howrah 
and Kiddmpore. 

58. The health of the district continues excellent. The death-rate for 
J uly was only 2 02 per mille^ against an average of 2*5.

68. As regards kitchens, of which there are now 37 in the district, the 
daily number of persons relief in tho first week, was 10,^68, and in the necond 
week, 10,781. Of this latter ntimber, 9,006, or 92‘7 per cent, wore children. 
The daily average in the last week of July was 8,686, Move kiixdiens will soon 
be npened. 

64. Tho poor-houses «re nine in number, vnd contaiimd altogether « daily 
average of 1,299 persons in thefiret, and 1,078 in the second week, and the daily 
avenge last reported was 1,309. 

63. The Darbhanga Raj relieved gratuitously a daily >average of 14,,483, 
and 12,401 persons in the two weeks nndor review. 

Past III. —Conclusion. 

66. The fortnight under review has been a time’of general proi^rity« 
The first week was marked by heavy rain in many places, followed by a week or 
ten days of comparatively fine weather, such as was required for the bfiacioi 
crops. 

67. Consequently, the proiq)ect8 of the season, except in a few places, arc 
excellent. The Wadoi, taking it ml round, will be more than on average crop, 
though the Collector of Patna is despondent nbout the crop in his district. 
Along the north of the Division, also, some of it has withcroa for want of rain. 
As regards rice, the outlodk is most promising everywhere except in West 
Bettiah and part of Sitamarhi^ but my advices from these places are not very

With refereaoe to your letter No. 81011., dated tha 8th May 1897, I have the hcmour 
to submit the following report on the working of woreSonses and the nuuntesanoe of Metro¬ 
politan fire brigade for we year 1896-97 in aooordanoe with the provisions of aeetion 41 of 
Aot I of 1898 as amended by Act I of 1894.. 

1. The Fire Brigade Budget for the year under review, prepared the Oommisaioner 
of Folioe under section 26 of tiie Act, was hud before the Uonunissioners at their meetmg 
held on the 17th ApiU 1896, and they resolv^ to oontribute Bs. 629, being the proportionate 
share towards the maintenanoe of the Fire Brigade Fund, and the amount was paid in two 
instahnents. 

2. During the year under review, eight licensee were issued to owners of jute ware¬ 
houses and 72 to owners of other warehonsM dealing in firewood, hay, durma nuts, solepatta, 
and straw, against 7 and 63 of the preceding ;^ear. The total Uoenae fees realised crom both 
class of warehouses amounted to Us. 1,266, against Bs. 1,170-3-6 of the past year. The Com¬ 
missioners levy lioense fees at 6 per cent, per annum on the annual value of holdings as 
oasessed for payment of municipal taxes on jute warehouses and at 10 per cent, on other ware¬ 
houses. A deduction of 10 per cent, vras allowed on the outlay incurred in raqpeot of the 
appliances for extiugnishing fire in the Boon Jute Mill Company, Juimited. 

3. Under the Govemmeut Notification No. 2863U., dated the 14th August 1893, 
published in the Calcutta Oaaettc of the 16th idem, most of the traders licensable under 
section 261 of the Municipal Act for dealing with inflammable articles have come under the 
operation of the Fire Bxiga^ Act, oonsequentiy tire number of warehouse licensee ore increas¬ 
ing year after year. 

4. As all the owners of warehouses jHud their license fees in time, no proseoution was 

made during the year, but there were six prosecutions during the preceding year. i 

The jute godowns and firewood depdts are mostly situated near the circular canal which 
forms the western boundary of this municipality. B^ra Jute Mill is situated on the north 
side of the Narhal^nga main road. Jute was imported from the eastern districts by boats 
through the canals and also by Eastern Bengal State Bailway. They are stored in pucka 
godowns, but firewood, hay, Ao , axe piled in open grounds. There an jute ropery busmeas 
within this municipality, besides manuiacture of gunny in the jute mill. Packing oases are 
also made by machine oarpentiy. 

About two lakhs of maun^ of jute were imported during the year and the trade was 
very brisk during the period. 

No conflagration took place anywhere within the municipality, and the aaaistanoe of 
fire brigade was therefore not required.

The drought which occurred in the year 1896*96 was repeated m a less 
severe fdnn in the year under review. The effect of two successive years of 
drought, could not fail to be cLLsastrous to the cinchona plants, which are partic- * 
plarly susceptible to climatic inflnences, and it was only possible to pl^t out 
during the last cold weather 243,760 plants of the Cahaa^a JLedgeriana and 
20,000 trees of the sort known as Hybrid Cinchona. The number of trees 
uprooted at the plantations for their bark was 1,064,200, against 453,000 
uprooted in 1895*96. The result of the year’s operations was that the'total 
number of cinchona trees in the plantation at-the close of the year .(excluding 
the nursery stock, whi^ amounted to 79,000) was 2,683,451, all being of the 
quinine*,producing sort, with the exception of 185,000 trees of the red bark for 
the manufemtureof cinchona febrifuge. The policy steadily observed for several 
yeurs past 'has been to reduce the number of the .trees whi^ yield the febrifuge, 
and to plant out only the quinine-producing varieties. 

2. The crop of the year amounted to 629,222 lbs. of dry bark, of 
which 251,468 lbs. were obtained froin the trees uprooted inthe Government 
plantations in Sikkim, and 377,754 lbs. were collected from the trees in 
the plantation purchased at Nimbong. The bulk of the bark was of the 
quinme-producing sort, and with the exception of 1,642 lbs. supplied to a 
medical depOt laud sold to the public, the whole crop was, as usual, made 
over to the Cinchona Factory for disposal. Besides the bark obtained by 
cropping, 122,571 lbs. were purchased from private plantations in Sikkim and 
Travancore. 

3 . The outturn of the factory, which was strengthened by a new turbine, 
was 10,672 lbs. of sulphate of quinine, and 3,452 lbs. of cinchona febrifuge, 
against 9,004 11m. and 3,124 Ibsi, respectively, in 1895-96, the total increase being 
1,996 lbs. The following statement compares the issues of the year with those 
of the preceding year :—

5 . The expenditure on the plantation amounted to Bs. 82,14^, kgainst 
Bs. 79,865 in the preyious year. The amount spent on account of the factory 
rose from Rs. 62,982 to Bs. 79,867, which included the price paid for the bark 
purchased from private plantations, and the ciiwt of a new turbine. 

, 6. The net profit on the worHng of the plantations amotmfedfo Bs. 9,767, 

against 1^. 4,598 in the pfevious year. The result is satisfactory,. 

7. The amount of quinine delivhtOdto the Jail Draartment, for ednytosibn 
into pico-packets for sale to the public through the Fostal Department, was 
3,330 lbs., or only 130 lbs, more than the quantity supplied in 1895-d6. It 
appears that the smallaefSs of the increase t^as due tb the insibility of the . Print- 
ing Department to supply to the Jail Department, in sufficient quantity, the 
envelopes in Which the quinine is wrappbd up. Measures have sin'de bebn taken 
to remedy this defect. At the same time, all restrictions on the supply of .quinine, 
exthet in pioe-paokots or in bulk, to othm* GoyemUientS and Aaministrktiobs, 
referred to in the last year’s Besolhtion, have been withdrawn, Und Dr. King 
has been instructed to comply With hny demands he inay receive. 

8 . The Lieutenant-Governor desires to thank Dr. King and also Mr. 
QUmtuie, the Deputy'Buperintendont of the Cinchona Plantations, who hab since 
retired from service, for their efficient management of the Department during 
the year.

The exports of rioe from Caloutta to foreign ports declined from 37,806 owts. in 
Fareign Porttf third week of August 1896 to 8,336 owts. in the period

The trans> 
plantation of winter rice is everywhere being rapidly completed, but more rain is still required 
for this purpose in Dinajpur, Pumea, Champaran, the Gopalgani subdivision of Saran, and 
the Sitamarhi subdivision of Mumfiarpur. The prospeots of the bbadoi crops are generally 
favourable except that in places in the Patna Division and in Monghyr some damage hu 
been caused by heavy ram and floods. In Patna the makai (Indian-com) on the diara lands 
is said to have been totally destroyed. The harvesting of aus rioe, jute, and the earlier 
hhadoi crops is going on. Prices are reported to be falling in some districts. New am rice 
and Indian-com are coming into the market.

Umkai) 15 seers and, [rahar) 10| seers, Dorbbanga (rice) 8 seers and {makai) 13 seers, Puri 
(common rice) 9 to 10 'seers, Uozaribagh (rice) 6 to 8 seers, Lohardaga (rioe) 7^ seers, 
Manbhum (common rioe) 8 seers.

2. The income from license fees on these warehouses for the year under report 
amounted to Rs 4.239, of which Rs. 26 were oolleoted on account of arrears for 1895-96. 
These fees during 1895-96 amounted to Rs. 4,410, of which Rs. 180 repre3?nt arrears of 
1894-95. Appendix A gives the collectionB under these heads, and Appendix B is a detailed 
statement of the licensed cotton and jute warehouses. 

3. Similar details of the 308 warehouses a^iust 254 in the preceding year, licensed 
for the storage of straw, wood, rags, and hay, owing to their ooinparative uniroportanoe, are 
not given. These warehouses before the year l<59;i-94 were licensed under sect'on 261 of 
Act III (B.O.) of 1884, hut in July 1893 were brought under the provisions of Act I (B.C.)

No. 2Ji'i'T Statiafica .—The following statenx'nt shows the quantity of rice and other 
foid-grains oxi)orted by the East Indian Railway from Calotitta and Howrah during the 
pqriod from Ist January to 28th August 1897, both days inolasive, to have been 91,85,460 
mauiids. The destination of 89,29,603 maunds is s^cified. Aboitt three-ninths of this 
quantity (29,98,063 maunds) was carried to the North-Western Provinces and Oudh, a little 
less than three-sevenths (38,50,024 maunds) to stations in Bengal, a little over one-seventh 
(13,88,487 maunds) to the Central Provinces, and tho rest (6,92,629 maunds) to otho’ pro¬ 
vinces. In tho last week of the period, 38,029 maunds were exported to the North- Western 
Provinces and Oudh, and 96,112 mannds to Bihar.

The results of observations at the Aiipore Observatory are not rigorously comparable with 
the registers of past years (at the Park Street Observatory). The barometer is about 3 feet 
higher at Aiipore, and, other things being equal, reads therefore *008 lower. The diutnal range 
of temperature ia also greater at Aiipore, and the mean temperature apparently about 0*6” higher; 
and, finally, the thermometer which furnished the record of temperature at the Surveyor^Oeueral’s 
Office daring 20 years and upwards is found to read 0*6 higher than the Kew standard &ermometer, 
which ia the standard of reference at the present Observatory.

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SUMMABY OF THE MBTBOBOLOGIOAL AND BAINFALL OB8EB7ATIONS 
TAKEN IN BENGAL, AND OP THE MBTBO BO LOGICAL 0BSBB7AT10NS 
TAKEN IN ASSAM, FOB THE MONTH OF AUGUST 1897. • 

Weather during August was of an unusually uniform character. There weresio 
disturbances either over the Bay or the provmoe, and no marked break in the rains. Cloudy, 
showery weather continued in all districts, but not entirely without variatiou, there being 
two periods of saaximum and two of minimum falls, during the latter of which only soatteract 
ahowers fell iu places. The two former periods occurred about the beginning asid middle of 
the month, the two latter between the 8th and 14th and towards the end of the month. 

During the first and third weeks, when rainfall was more plentiful, there was com¬ 
paratively low pressure over the north of the province. The steep pressure gradient, 
which at tke same time prevsiled oyer the Buy, caused a strougiah luousoon, and, iu con¬ 
sequence, a free supply of moist air was moving over the land. The precipitation was partly 
maintained by the irregnlar pressure changes which occurred from day to day, and gave rise 
to the variations in the wind circulation, to which during settled weather rainfall is 
largely due. • 

When rainfall was more scanty during the second and fnarlh weeks, the area of lowest 
presanre was transferred southwards—in the first case to Orissa and in the second to the 
Oircars. During these weeks a more steady easterly current prevnile.1 over the province, 
and the mousoon beiiicr di-flected westward soross the north ol the Bay, conditions were 
less favourable fur rainfall at inland stations. But, as stated above, rainfall only partially 
ceased, and there were very few days on which it was not recorded at more than half the 
number of registering stations. 

On two occasions pressure changes were ra^-her larger than at other times, and there 
were then indications of the existence and movement of very shallow depressions. The 
first probably crossed the north of the Bay, but did not show as a distinct depression till it 
was over Orissa on the 7th, when there was a defect in pressure of more than *1 inch on the 
west coast of the Bay as far south ns Masulipatam. The rise of pressure, which was then 
general over Bengal, forced the area of lowest pressure westward or south-westward, and led 
to the commencement of the first period of lighter rainfall. The second (legan on the 17th 
, with a moderate fall of pressure in the south of Burma and a brisk rise in Bihar. It was 
very indistinct during the two following days, but it moved north-westward, across the north' 
of the Bay into Bengal, and became better defined iu Bibar on the 19th, when, after a brisk 
fall of pressure, there was nefect of about *05 inch. Though tnese changes never led to 
any great variation from the normal, still the excess iu the south of the Bay and defect in 
the north gave rise to rattier ateep gfadienia over the Day and the south of the province 
with conditions very favourable for raiuiali. Though this very shallow depression did nut 
cause the renewal of general rain, it was the main cause of the continuance of the rainfall 
till after the end of the third week, and the heaviest falls of the month were during its 
passage across Bengal and Bihar, especially the latter, ou the 19th. 

Uu the 23id pressure again began to fall in the south of Burma. The fall then became 
general over the whole area, ami afterwards was confined to the Madras coast and the 
south-west of tile Bay, with the result that a considerable defect accumulated over that 
area. The pressure gradient became less steep, the monsoon current was weaker over the 
province, and the second period of light rainfall began, continuing till the end of the month. 

At the beginning of the month prt^ssnre was between *1 and *15 inch below the normal 
over the province, defect diminishing towards the south of tne Bay when it was very small. 
The consequent steep gradient gave w.iuds over ttio Bay somewhat above the average 
strength. As at the same time, winds were westerly in Bihar and i;bota Nagpur, conditions 
were favourable fur rain over the province, especially iu the eastern districts, where falls of 
between 2 and 4 inchrs were uoc uufrequent. Except that defect became smaller over 
Bengal without much change in the general distribution, the general weather cunditions 
remained much the same as on the Ist, till the 5.th, when a brisk fall of pressure set in over 
the north of the Bay continuing more slowly on the 6th, when readings were lowest in 
Orissa. The irregular, and in places rapid, rise on the 7th led to a very shallow depression 
over Orissa and a more regular circulation of easterly winds over the province. Tne shsilow 
depression moved off to the west, but the distribution retained almost the same features till 
the 15tfa, when a rapid rise of pressure over the north of the Bay caused a displacement of the 
area of lowest pressure from Orissa to the west of Bihar. It was during these days, from 
the 7th to the 15th, that rainfall was lighter and more scattered than during the first few 
days of the month. With the area of lowest pressure in Bihar, the moist current was more 
towards the north and rainfall again became general, though not usually heavy, over the 
whole province. 

Tne shallow depression which began on the 17th in the south of Burma and mdved 
quickly north-westward reaching Bihar on the 19tb, led to well marked monsoon conditions 
over the whole province (or some days, with general rainfall which was heaviest in East and 
North Bengal on the 2].Bt and 22ud, when falls of from 2 to 4 inches occurred. The brisk 
fall of pressure prevarliiig during the passage of the depression was followed by a brisk 
. rise on the 2Uth, but immediately afterwards the fall of pressure began in Bnr m e, and 
extending westwards across the south of the Bay caused the low pressure in the south¬ 
west during the last week of the month. This change was in process between the 4Mrd 
and 26^1, wh«a the fall in the south of the Oircars wus more than *1 inch, and 4e{e#b 19 tbq 
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north of Madras waa about '14 inch. This anrfingenient was better defined on the 26th, 
when a brisk rise over Bengal and a moderate fali in the extreme sonth-west of the Bay 
resulted in readings being Inwest over the Oiroars. On the 2rth lowest pressure was stiu 
further south, after which the recovery began owing to a rise in the aouth-weat of the Bay 
and,a fall iu the north of the province. But the main features of the distribution remained 
till the end of the month, and were shown by the very uniform readings over the west of the 
province and the west of the Bay. From the 23rd till the end of the month niuda remained 
easterly over the province and aonth or aonth-eMt over the north of the Bay, and the conse- 
qnent westerly‘deflection of the monsoon current was attended by lighter rainfall at inland 
stations, as during the previotia partial break, however, light showers were of almost daily 
occurrence over a great part of the province. 

Owing to the occurrence of only the faintest possible depression, conditions were 
unusu'illy anttled over the Bay, there being no case of stormy or even squally weather. 

JPreasure —Underwent no large changes, but ones of moderate amount were more fre¬ 
quent than usual. The area of lowest pressure oscillated between the soulh-wost and north 
of the province, and towards the end of the month waa displaced further south than is usual 
iu Au»usk. As a period of defioieiit readings was followed by one with a similar excess, the 
means for the whole month are practically normal over the whole province, only a few of 
the western stations having a difierenoe of more than ‘01 inch. 

TemptratHre ..—During the first and third weeks, when cloudy weather with general 
rain prevaiUd, temperature was below the normal, and during the second and fourth weeks, 
ahen the rainfall was more partial, there waa generally excess; but the difference from the 
normal was rav^ly more than 2° In consequence, the means for the montn are very nearly 
normal, the diif‘rence for maximum readings varying from excels of Haifa degree in the 
north-east to defect of similar amount in the south-west, and there being for minimum 
readings a gctuiral small excess. Mean temperature for the lartre divisions differs from 
the normal by not more than a dfrh of a degree, except in North Bengal. 

JZnin/ii/f.-—Owing tithe general favourable conditions and the absence of cyclonic storms, 
the distribution has been unusually uniform over the whole province. In East Bengal there 
fell on an average 3'-t4 inches more than the normal, but in all the other divisions the 
difference irom the normal was less than 1 inch. In South-West Bengal there was excess 
of about 1 inch, and elsewhere defect varying from a third of an inch in North Bengal and 
liihar, to about 1 inch in Chota Nagpur. 

The falls as reported from the variona stations are more regular than usual, but there 
are still variations, especislly in Uihar and North Bengal. Over the greater patt of North 
Bihar there has been a deficient fall, the defect being less than 5 iuohes, except iu the greater 

? art of Chsmparau and part of Muzaffarpur, where defect is between 5 and 7 inches. 

D North Bengal there has been a similar arrangement, excess in the south »nd defect else* 
where, increasing towar la the north and generally between 5 and 10 inches in Jalpaiguri 
and Cooch Bihar. '1 ho difiereiice from the normal is generally araall iu other parts, especially 
where there is a deficiency and over the greater part of Eastern and Centrai Bengal there 
is a small tu moderate excess above 5 inches at only a few scattered stations. 

The compaiison of the actual rainfall in the various large divisions of the province with 
the normal is most accurately and conveniently shown in the form of a perodhtago. The 
figures representing the rainfall for tho month, calculated in this way, are include in the 
table below under the heading of August. This table really gives a condensed summary of 
the rainfall statistics of the present year up to date for each meteorological division, the first 
eight columns giving the actual average rainfaUs in each division iu each month expressed 
as a percentage of the normal, while tho ninth column gives the total I'ainfall for the first 
eight m inths expressed as a percentage of the normal rainfall for that period:—

The receipts, charges, and net rerenue in 1896-97, under both the Indian 
Stamp Act lox 1879, and the Couxirfees Act VII erf 1^0, -were Rs. 1,75,74,310, 
Hs. 4,93,461 and J^s. 1,70,80,849, respectiTely, against Rs. 1,67,71,627, 
Rs. 4,74,968 and Rs. 1,62,96,659 in the prececUn^ year. The increase in 
reoei]^ occurred in both judioial and non-judicial stamps. 

2. According to the figures furnished by the Superintendent of Stamps,* 
which will have to be reoonoiled with the final fibres compiled by the 
Acoouhtant-General, Bengal, the sale proceeds of judioial stamps show an 
increase of Rs. 3,46,960, against Rs. 36,280 in 1896-96, adhesive and impressed, 
.court-fee stamps and stamps for copies alike contributing to the improvement. 
The inmMM u most'marked in Midnapore (Rs. 65,766Hop^hly (Ks. 54,711), 
24-PSr^ffliis 89,116), Hangpur (Ri 34,664), Patna 80,884), 
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Baokergunge (Hs. 30,148), Burdwem (Ba, 27,841), Bankura'CHs. 33,407), and 
Cuttack (Rs. 21,918). Increased litigation, the higher values of some of the 
suits, and improved receipts from probate duty, are the causes assigned. 

3. The increase of Bs. 4,93,622 in the value of non-judicuu stamps sold 

was shared by all classes of stamps except share transfer, hundi, notarial and 
advocate, vakil and attorney stamps.. Impressed sheets, the most important of 
non-judicial stamps, show an advance of no less th^ Bs. 3,77,801,' which was 
contributed by 41 districts, the largest increases having occurred in Mymen- 
singh ^B. 3^777) and Mongbyr (Bs. 32,038). The improvement in Mvmen- 
singh IS attributed to the increase in loans, mortgages, sales, &c., caused by the 
high places of food-grains; while the increase in Monghyr is said to be due partly 
to a larger use of stamps in completed cases of batwara, and partly to extensive 
purchases of stamps by a rich banker. Impressed labels, or special adhesive 
stamps, which are in use only in Calcutta, improved by Bs. 1,11,964, owing to 
the execution of certain conveyances of tea estates for large considerations. 
One-anna revenue stamps show an increase of Bs. 24,S74, foreign bill stamps of 
Bs. 4,602, and impressed one-anna stamps for cheques, &c., of Bs. 781. On 
the other hand, there is a decrease of Bs. 21,707 under share-transfer stamps, of 
Bs. 3,431 .and Bs. 462, respectively, under hundi and notarial stamps, and of 
Bs. 500 under advocate, vakil, and attorney stamps. ** 

4. The number of cases in which dedcient stamp duty and penalty were 
levied by the Civil and Bevenue Courts during the year was 3,409, against 
4,113 in 1895-96, and the amount of duty and penalty realized was Bs. 34,208, 
as compared with Bs. 39,478. Prosecutions for the infringement of the provi¬ 
sions of the Indian Stamp Act were instituted in 415 cases, against 1,240 in the 
preceding year. The fines imposed on offenders amounted to Rs. 3,261, 
against Ks. 8,789, and rewards to informers paid in 10 districts aggregated 
Bs. 1,093, against Bs. 2,230 paid in 15 districts in the previous year.

The Annual General Administration Report of the Bordvan Division for the year 
1896-97. 

■ The CommiBsioner remarks that though the district reports were sub- 
mitted with fair punctuality, the statistics accompanyitig them were often 
both incomplete and inaccurate. The Lieutenant-Governor trusts that District 
Officers*will devote greater attention to this matter in future. 

Mr. C. E. Bucicland had charge of the Division during the year, except 
for about three months when Mr. Stevenson officiated for him. Mr. Stevenson 
submits the present report. Mr. W. R. Bright was in charge of the Midnapore 
district throughout the year; in each of the other districts there was one change 
of District Plfficera, exo3pt in Birbhum, where there were three. There were 
changes in the charge of all the Subdivisions except Raniganj, Katwa, 
Vishuupur and Jahanubad. As many as five different Officers held charge of 
Serampore; it is to be regretted that administrative necessities should have 
required these numerous changes; it is not surprising that the Commissioner, 
on inspecting the Bubdivisional office, should have found it in an unsatisfactory 
state. 

On the 1st December 1896, the head-quarters of the Commissioner were 
^nsferred from Bm*dwan to Chinsurah. 

6. Tours and inapections.^-^Mj;, Buckland visited every part of the Division, 
making himself acquainted with the conditions of his charge, and discussing 
locally the most important pending matters. He also inspected all the district 
and subdivisional offices, except those at Burdwan Sadar and the Hooghly 
Treasury, which were inspected by Mr. Stevenson, and that at Uluberia, which 
was left uninspected. Mr. Stevenson, however, visited this place shortly after 
the close of the year. 

In the Resolution of this Government No. 749Mis., dated 18th February 
1896, it was directed that Commissioners should decide annually the duration 
of each District -Officer’s tour, and what the tour programme of dach officer 
should comprise. Except in the case of the Burdwan district, it has not been 
stated in the present report what periods of tour were prescribed by the 
Commissioner under those orders; the Lieutenant-Governor desires that this infor¬ 
mation may be given in future Divisional Reports, and that it may be stated 
how far the tours, prescribed by the Commissioner, have been made. The Dis¬ 
trict Officers of all districts except Howrah, as well as the Subdivisional Officers, 
appear to have spent sufficient periods on tour : besides the usual enquiries and 
inspections, they devoted special attention to the condition of the people, and to 
the question of food supplies. Mr. Bright, in Midnapore, and Mr. Manisty, in 
Bankura, were on tour for 122 and liO days, respectively. Mr. Maguire, in 
Howrah, was prevented by an epidemic of small-pox, by the necessity for 
taking measures to prevent the spread of plague, and i>y other Municipal affairs, 
from spending more than 45 days on tour. 

The Government and Wards’ Estates in Midnapore, and the Government 
Estates in Hooghly, were inspected by the Commissioner and Collector. It does 
not appear whether the Collector of Bankura and the Subdivisional Officers in 
Birbhum, Howrah, Bankura and Burdwan inspected their own offices; the 
'Subdivisional offices at Katwa, Rampur H&t and vishnupur were each inspected 
only once. Otherwise, all the prescribed inspections appear to have been made,* 
except, as noted above, at Uluberia. 

3. Crops: material condition of Mha people .—Although the Divisional average 
of, ramfoll was mose tiian 10 indfra higher than in 1895-96 ^50*52 inches 
against 40'21}, it whs nearly 7 inches below that of 1894-95 (57*39 inches) 

- and was ill dirtributed, as indeed was the rainfall throughout* the greater pa^ 
of India. Tha crops wore poor as a whole, but they were better tban in 
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otiwr parts of tiie pioTiooe; susd Baokura is tho eidj distriot of tho Ditubos 
in Which it has be^ ^oand iwoossary for Gh>venuaeet. ta open veUef oper¬ 
ations. . . * 

During the year under review, the Division exported no less than 28,99,718 
xnannds of paddy, and 53,80,969 maunds of rioeu The exports of paddy in 
1895-96 had amounted to 9,31,604 maunds, and those of rice to 46,11,509 
maunds ; it is noteworthy that the export trade of the Division in paddy was 
more than three times as great in 1896-97, while that in rice increase only by 
about one-sixthk The nett export of all classes of food-staffs in 1896-97 was 
72,75,386 maimds, and this large export trade continued undimiuished in 
1897-98. The crops of 1895-96 had been short also ; and a Division which can 
afford, after two years of poor crops, to export such enormous <|uantitieB of 
food-stuffs, must produce very much more than is required for local oonsump^ 
tion, and have la^^e hoai^ of food-grains in ordhsunry years. The value of 
rice and paddy exported from the Division, during the year under report, ia 
estimated at 2f crores of rupees. 

Prices of food were high ia this Division, as elsewhere, but the wages of 
labour showed no tmidency to rise; and the agricultural depreMion affected 
most labourers and handicraftsmen and the clasaes with small fixed incomes. 
Mr. Stevenson thinks, probably with truth, that the greater pdHion of the 
profit on exports went to middlemen and mahnians. 

4. Public Asa/M.-o-The year 1896 appears to have been more unhealthy 
than the two previous years, the Divisional ratio of reported deatha per rnUle being 
32*8, against 81*7 in 1895 and 31 in 1894. The chief increase on the death- 
rate of 1895 was in Bankura and Midnapore. The total of deaths from fever 
was rather less than in 1895 (166,603 against 168,494), but 27,715 persoim 
died of cholera,' against 16,981 in 1895. 'I'he severest outbrealu of cholera 
appear to have been in the riparian towns of Howrah^ Bally and Serampore ^ 
but this disease prevailed largely throughout the Division, a fact attributed in 
p^ to the scarcity eff good potable water. District Boards and Municipalities 
did their best to relieve this want, so far as their funds admitted, and advances 
were given freely Government for the excavation and improvement of tanks. 
It is reported also that some efioi'ts were made by private persons, who spent 
as much as Ra. 28,090 in this way in the Burdwan matrict. 

^ 5. JBmigralion. —The number of emigrants to the tea districts, registered 
during the year, ahovra a very marked decreaw to 922 from 4,510 in 1895-96. 
Oil the other bandit is refmrted that “free” emigration was very brisk, owing 
to the agricultural depression and to the large demand for labour in the tea 
gardeiM: the total fig^ures are not available, but 16,588 “ free” emigrants are said 
to have passed through the depOts in the Burdwan district against 12,361 u 
1895-96. The dedine in regist^ed emigration was confined to this district, and 
has not been satisfactorily explained. The matter is one to which the attention 
of the Superintendent of Emgration may with advantoge be given. Tl^rs 
was again a large number of convictions for abuses coounected wil^ recruitment, 
and Mr. Stevenson’s remarks on this matter are of interest. 

6. Manufaofurcc and Mineci Trade and OomsKrcel—-As was remarked in 
the Resolution on the Report for 189*5-96, the principal industries'—pettray, 
jute and ootton-sjnnning and weaving, rope-making, the mannfactnxe or 
chemicals and paper—-appear to be progressing steadilly ; but in the absence od 
complete figures it is not possible accurately to gauge the progress medb. 

' The indigenous silk, shell-lac and brass industries continued to decline, it is 
reported that there is considerable competition for Qoal-producing hmd in the 
Raniganj Subdiyisicm, and that the search for fresh strata it being pushed on. 
The exports (ohiefiy rail) of coal and coke from the Divis i on, -vi CTiinh may be 
taken as a fair measure the outturn, aggregate 1,484,969 tons^ againist 866^289 
tons in 1895-96. The expaiuion of the trade in food-ituffs has been alrea^ 
noticed. Taking all ar^es of trade tc^ther, there aimeaze to have hems 
a marked decrease in imports (from 8b,93,57'6 to 76,28,788 maunds^ in 
spite of the gmt increase of exports (from 2,81,48,710 to 4,91,77,238 
maunds); and tuM is no doubt due to the high prices <d food-grains. 

7. ViM ste/iiiAiiM.-—It was pointed out^ in last yenr’s RMolution iha4 Ihe 
reported birth-rate was often mneh lower than the dealih-ratB,. aad t^M sueh 
a fciult could soareely be aecepted as true. In MunieipaKtiee in ichMii"n

large proportion of the population consists of mill>hands and other labourers 
or servants, who have left their families at home, the figures returned may to 
some extent represent actual* facts ; but generally there can be no doubt that' 
they are vitiated' by defective reporting. Some progress seems to have been 
made in this respect in the Burdwan district, where the recorded birth-rate 
now approximates more nearly to the death-rate than in 1895, though still 
much below it. 

8. Civil JusUee. —Ninety-five thousand three hundred and forty-eij^ht cases 
were disposed of in the Civil Courts, against 89,049 in 1895, and the number 
of witnesses examined was 110,940, against 103,151 in 1895. Though the number 
of witnesses increased, the Lieutenant-Governor notes with satisfaction that 
they were discharged more promptly, for the proportion of those examined who 
were detained more than two days was 9'3 per cent, in Courts of District and 
Subordinate Judges and Small Cause Courts, and 16‘8 per cent, in the Munsif s 
Courts; th« 4 :orresponding percentages in 1895 wore 13'8 and 17*7 respectively. 

9. Crime: Police: Criminal Justice .—Both cognizable and non-cognizable 
crime showed a continued increase, 21,800 cognizable cases excluding those 
in which the police ri'fused enquiry and 20,991 non-cognizable cases being 
reported, against 18,928 and 20,526, respectively, in 1895. Jf offences against 
sanitaiy I’egula^ons are excluded, tho number of cognizable cases rose from 
12,196 to 13,448. Tho increase of crime was most marked in the case of 
offences against property and was, as Mr. Stevenson remarks, in all probability 
mainly duo to tho agricultural depression and high prices of food-grains that 
prevailed. There were 8,352 prosecutions for sanitary offences. As in 1895, 
more than 96 per cent, of the cognizable cases reported were found to be true, 
872 were deedarod false, and prosecutions instituted in connection with 108 of 
these; 28’7 per cent, of these prosecutions resulted in conviction. The pro¬ 
portion of cases in which the police refused enquiry to cases investigated 
was o'l to 100, against 7'1 to 100 in 1895. Police cases appear to have been 
disposed of less promptly than in 1895. 

Out of 203 cases tried at tho Sessions, convictions were obtained in 60*09 
cases, a result slightly less favourable than in 1895. 

Stipendiary Magistrates disposed of 17,071 cases, and Honorary Magistrates 
of 9,985. 'I'liii-ty . three tliousaud nine hundred and fifty-five persons were "tried, 
and70*22 iier cent, of them were convicted; 67,415 witnesses were examined, and 
6*38 per cent, were detained more than two days. The Lieutenant-Governor 
regrets to notice that the proportion of witnesses detained for more than two 
days is considerab-y higher, both in tho Courts of Stipendiary and of Honorary 
Magistrates than in 1895, when it was only 3 per cent. This is a matter to 
which tho unremitting attention of the Commissioner and District Officers 
should be given. Tho detentions are greater in tho Courts of Honorary than 
in those of Stipendiary Magistrates and are attributed to the lato attendance or 
entire absence <d‘ some Honorary Magistrates. The Lieutenant-Coverucr 
approves of the action taken in calling on Magistrates, who do not attend at all 
or come late, either to resign, or to perform their duties with more punctuality 
in future. 

Finos to tho amount of Rs. 1,24,115 were imposed during the year; 
Rs. 1,10,941 wore collected out of the total demand, ana Rs. 12,872 remitted. 
Mr. Stevens is glad to notice the excellent attendance of Honorary Magistrates 
at tho Vishnupur Bench. 

The District Officers have not recorded any detailed criticisms of the con¬ 
duct of the police; but Mr. Stevenson mokes some interesting remarks on the 
peculiar difficulties with which the police have to contend in districts like 
Burdwan, Hooghly, Howrah and Midnapore, where crime is better organized 
and planned than in more remote and backward districts. 

10. JUind Revenue .—The total demand, current and arrear, on account of 
*land revenue, road, d&k and embankment cesses was Rs. 1,02,99,462; and the 
amount collected was Rs. 96,98,192, or 94 16 per cent. A sum of Rs. 74,6o7 
was remitted. In the Resolution on last vear’s Report, it was remarked that 
there was much room for improvement in the revenue adminia^tion of this 
Division. Tbelieiitonant-Governor is glad to observe that, notwithstanding the 
upfavourahle circumstances of the year under report, considerable improvement 
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Las been effected. The collections of land revenue were much better than in 
,1895-96, especially in Midnapore, where 95*91 per cent, of the current demand 
was collected, ^lidnapore has lon^ been known as a difficult district in respect 
of coUeetions, and the improvement that has now been made reflects great 
credit on Mr. W. R. Bright, the Collector. In Midnapore and Hooghly, 98 per 
cent, of current demand in permanently-settled estates was collectedf, and the 
other three districts attained the prescribed standard of 99 per cent; Having 
regard tq the short crops and general agricultural depression of the year, 
Mr. Stevens considers those results creditable to the Revenue Officers and to the 
Zamindara of the Division. 

The following were the percentages of collections on the current demand in 
temporai-ily-sottled estates, tho prescribed standard being 95 per cent.:_

Burdwan, Bankura and Hooghly show no signs of improvement in tliis 
matter, but no explanation of tho continued bad results in this class of estates 
has been fiirnishod. The Lieutenant-Governor again desires to call the Com¬ 
missioner’s attention to the short collections in temporary-sotth^d and farmed 
estates. Tho collections in Government estates were on the whole not unsatis¬ 
factory. 

11. Wards’ Eaiatis .—There were eight estates or portions of estates under 
tho management of the Court of Wards in tho Division. Three were released 
during the year ; two of these wore handed back with substantial balances, 
but tho third,.Burutterhingloy, was given up, because its management by the 
Court had not been successful. Leaving out of consideration tho small portion 
of tho Shankarpur Estate in Howrah, the percentage of total collections on total 
demand was best in the Burdwan Raj Estate, whore it was 71*3. 

In last year’s Resolution, attention was drawn to tho obvious necessity 
of remitting portions of the outstanding arrears; but tho Lieutenant-Governor 
regrets to find that tho onl^ estates in which substantial progress has been made 
in either realising or writing off *the large arrear balances, are those of 
Nayagram and Sujuuiutha in Midnapore. A thorough examination of out¬ 
standing balances would appear to be especially necessary in the Burdwan Raj 
Estate, and one should bo carefully made without further delay. * 

12. Excisa^ klantps^ dncotnortux^—TiYio total excise revenue rose from 

Rs. 13,30,348 to Rs. 13,56,767, the increase being distributed under all heads * 
the incidence per head of population was 2 annas 9 pies. TJie increase is 
attributed partly to better settlements and partly to tho more effectual repres- 
siuu of smuggling, and in Midnapore and Howrah to tho influx of Railway and 
and other coolies from other provinces, who were consumers of excise articles. 
In other districts, the excise revenue was, it is rej)orted, affected injuriously by 
the bad crops «-f the year. Tho stanip revenue increased largely from 
Rs. 19,18,462 to Rs. 21,67,367, a fact which, as well as a large lucroaso in the 
registration of deeds, is probably due to tho bad harvests. The income tax* 
yielded Rs. 2,41,683, the percentage of collection on tho final demand being 
99*7, still better than in the preceding year. ® 

13. Communications .—Work was being vigorously pushed forward on the 
Calcutta-Midnapore-Outtack and Sini-Midiiapoi-o extensions of the Baiwal- 
Nagpur Railway. Two tramway lines were under constiuction in the Ho^ah 
district. The District Board did their best to maintain and improve existing 
.roads, but thoir funds are barely sufficient even for that purpose. There is 
happily no general need for new roads in the Dirision. 

14. Education.—Thero were 10,986 schools,‘with 311,956 pupils, at the 
end of the year, being 30 loss schools and 8,626 more pupils than at the of 

’ 1^95-96; and 54*7 per cent, of the total number of boys of a school-going age 
were at school, against 52*9 in tho previous year. The number girls at 
school diminished by 4,367 to 14,165, but no explanation hap been furnished 
by the District Officers concerned. The cost of education in the Division was 
Its. 11,72,396, less by Rs. 4,440 than in 1895.90. The number of Muhammadans 
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at school remained practically Btataonary at 29,595. The te(^mcal schools at 
Burdwan and Maisadal appear to have done good work. 

15. DispensaricB and Mospitah.-—'There were 54 medical institutions in 
the Division; that at Burdwan continues to be the moHt successful. - A number 
of dispensaries are kept up by zamindars for the benefit of the public at their 
own expense. 

16. Local Self-Government Inatitutions. —District Boards are reported to 
have worked well; but Local Boards appear to have done only • very small 
modicum of useful work. Of the newly-formed Unions, some in Midnapore, 
which contained official or ex-official members, are said to have done useful 
work. A general election of Municipal Commissioners was held during the 
year, and is said to have aroused interest. Mr. Stevenson points out the in¬ 
creasing reluctance of desirable candidates to put themselves forward for 
election to Municipal Boards. Conservancy is he says, sometimes imperfectly 
supervised by Municipal Commissioners; taxes are often badly in arrears; 
Munici^l Commissioners are too prone to unwarrantable interference with the 
servants of the Municipalities, forgetting that it is not for them, but for the 
Chairman or Vice-Chairman to pass orders direct. Party-feeling runs high 
among them, and sometimes public interests are subordinated to it. But with 
all these defects, Mr. Stevenson acknowledges that it has usually been possible 
to find a majority of the Commissioners open to reason in the long run- A new 
Municipality was formed at Asansol. Municipal management appears to have 
been fairly satisfactory, except in the important towns of the Hooghly district, 
where it ought to have been better and not worse than in the remoter parts of 
the Division, if wealth and education have any effect. The Magistrate of 
Jlowi'ah fears that funds will not bo forthcoming by which to maintain the 
present high standard of efficiency in that Municipality. 

17. Social and Political Inatituiiona. —The Division contains 24 Associations 
of various kinds, mostly occupied with local, matters. Seven journals are 
published. 

18. Conduct of Zamindars. —It is reported that the relations between 
landlords and tenants wore unusually good, except in two cases. Raja Ram 
Ranjan Chakravorti Bahadur of Hitampur, Raja Joti Prasad Garga of Moisadal, 
and Babu Pulin Behari Singh of Ukhra in Burdwan, are specially mentioned for 
their liberality. The last named gentleman remitted a whole year’s rent on 
accuimt of the bad harvests. 

19. The thanks of the Lieutenant-Governor are duo to Messrs. Buckland 
and Stevenson for tlieir efficient administration of the Division^ and to Mr. 
StovotiHon for his clear and interesting Report, from which the following 
extracts are published for general information.

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Those who had reserves of grain to dispose of, obtained large profits froin its 
sale as pri^s mded high throughout the year. Hut everywhere fhr weavers, 
and suchlike; for those on small fixed incomes, and for those of the Ibwdf 
middle claKS with small holdings which they are above cultivating themselvesj 
the year was a hard one as it was also for many of the labouring and landless 
class, emd for perwms cultivating small holdings who had no reserves of grain. 
The figuires supplied by District OflSoers.show tliat no less than 28,90,056 maunds 
of paddy'and 53,88,609 maxmds of rice were exported from the Division during 
the year, and this taking rice at 10 seers and paddy at 20 seers the rupee 
represents a payment to the eiqporters of Rs. 2,73,34,548. How much of this 
sum stands for profit it would be interesting to know. It is not, however, 
likely that it was the cultivator who as the rule benefited where there had been 
successive bad harvests, as he could have but little surplus ti; get rid of after 
settling with the money-lender. The exports more probably put money only 
into tB^nmhajan’s pocket in the majority of cases. 

4 2. ^n burdwan the people who most felt the effects of short crops and 
of high prices were as usual the lower middle classes and beggars, as there was 
no deinth of work for labourers, and the mining population in the Haniganj 
subdivision obtained high wages in spite of the stagnation of the coal trade. 

43. In Birbhuin the expoi-ts amounted to no less than 20,13,153 maunds, 
the value of which is estimated at Rs. 60,39,459. Hero also the Collector 
obse^es, the cultivating classes were comparatively well off, while there was 
considerable hardship among labourers and persons in service. 

44. In Bankura, in parts of which the failure of crops was extensive, the 
landless class, largely made up of Bauris, is reported to have felt the strain of 
high prices severel}’’. A considerable proportion of the labouring population is 
said to have left the district in quest of employment. This, however, is always 
the case, and while very possibly a larger number than usual so loft last year, 
there are no reliable figures available. Advances under the Land Improvement 
and the Agriculturists’ Loans Acts were freely made, and actual distress 
did not make its appearance until some time after the close of the year, when 
it was found necessary to declare the district as affected by scarcity and to 
open relief works. 

45. The report from Midnapore is more favourable. 'I’ho high prices 
which prevailed enabled cultivators, it is said, to make large profits by the sale 
of the surplus from the previous year’s crops which had been fair. In the low- 
lying tracts composing the jurisdiction of the Uontai and the Tamiuk subdivi¬ 
sions, the rice harvest was a fair one, and the people were better off than those 
living in other parts of the district. The only classes which appear to have been 
hard up, were tlio inferior Government employes and persons like the weavers 
of Ghatal subdivision. The latter are described as gradually abandoning their 
looms aud betaking themselves to agiiculturo and other occupations. The 
labouring class obtained plenty of work on the railway line in progress. The 
Sonthals, who form the bulk of the population of thana Binpur, migrated in large 
numbers in quest of work. Only a few old beggars had to be relieved, and they 
were so by small doles granted from charitable funds at llie disposal of the 
Magistrate. 

46. In Hoogfjly also, those on whom high prices pressed most hardly, 
were the landless classes and persons with small fixed incomes. Those who 
had grain to sell were comparatively well off, but to those with small holdings 
aud no surplus grain, the year was a most trying one. The Collector writes: 

*” In some parts of the district cultivators and men on small salaries, including 
the police, were reduced to short rations, and generally the labouring classes 
felt the high prices keenly. The aged and the infirm, and persons dejjendent on 
their neighbours or relatives for support, would have been reduced to actual 
distress, but that the inherent charitable iustincts of the villagers which enable 
the country to got on without a poor law, have, in this trying 3 ’ear, widened the 
sphere of unostentatious private charity, and in the form of alms and loans of 
grain weventod actual famine touching even such helpless objects.” The mills 
in different parts of this district also appear to have afforded work to the 
labonrii^g population. 

The Ma^isti:^te of Howrah reports in very similar terms. lie observes 
that for thdse who wanted it, work was always available in the mills and on the 
different railway and tramway lines under construction. 
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VLr-EMIGBATION AND IMMIGSATION. 

47. Emigrants were registered during the year in ttie districts of 
Burdwan, Bankura, and Mi'driapore. Ihe subjoined statement shows 
the number of emigrants register^ in eaoh district during the last two 
years;—

The above figures represent, however, but a small proportion of the actual 
number who emigrated to the labour districts, as free emigration took place 
largely as it did in 1895-96. 

48. 'The number of emigrant coolies registered in the district of Ilurdivan, 
excluding dependents, fell from 2,947 in 1895-96 to 91 in the year under 
report. This veiy niarked decrease is ascribed to the growing preference r)f 
employers for free labour. It is not. explained why this proferenoo should 
have developed so^ suddenly and so forcibly as in a single year almost to do 
away with registration. Under the free emigration system, 16,588 coolies 
passed through the several depdts in this district against 12,;>61 in 1895-96, an 
increase which is attributed to an increased demand for coolies in the tea 
gardens as well as to a widespread apprehension of scarcity in largo tracts of 
the recruiting districts. 

49. In Bankura the increase in the number of emigrant coolies is attri¬ 
buted to the high price of cereals in the district. The numbers are however 
small. Out of 252 coolies and 219 dependents only 17 coolies (with 4 depend¬ 
ents) were brought for registration by professional recruiters employed in 
Calcutta : all the rest, gamely, 235 coolies (with 215 dependents), were recruited 
by garden sardars. This may be said to show that garden saidars wefe more 
successful in seeuring labourers for tea gardens than were professional “ arkatis” 
who are looked upon with distrust and suspicion. But it is more probably due 
to the fact that garden sardars usually biiug up to the tea districts a better 
class of cooly than do the others, which accounts for the proprietors of tea 
gardens preferring the former agency. It is not only that the sardari cooly is 
usually better value as a worker, but what is as important, having usually 
friends in the garden he is less likely to desert, The Magistrate reports that 
complaints against the recruiting agency as regards initial registration have 
now become rare, special care continuing to bo taken to prevent fraud and 
violence on the part of the recruiters. As usual, a number of labourers left the 
district in the cold weather in quest of employment, chiefly Sonthals and the 
semi-aboriginal Bauris. Many also went to MidnaporQ,to work on the railway. 
Figures showing the extent of these temporary emigra.tions are not available. 

50. In Midnapore the number of registered cooly emigrants continued to 

decrease, being 20* against 231 in 1895-96. Including dependents, however, 
tlie number of emigrants remained the same as in 1895-96, namely, 340. J^roe 
emigration was exceptionally brisk during the year owing to the failure of 
crops in thana Biupur (which is inhabited l^gely by Sonthals) and to ^e high 
prices generally preyaUing* - p 
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51. Statements idiowing criminal oases connected with emigration, as 
prescribed by Government order No. 1848, dated the 2l8t April 18H2,. aro; 
annexed. A large number of cases oeourred in' Burdwan, Birbhum, and 
Bankura, and the majority ended in convictions. There was no case instituted 
against emigrant coolies. 

62. As regards abuses in recruitment, the Subdivisional Officer of Rani- 
ganj repeats buj last year’s opinion that comparatively a very small proportion 
of the malpractices of recruiters came to light, while a still smaller number 
can be made the subject of criminal proceedings. He states that when inspect¬ 
ing he has come across large number of unwilling coolies whom ho has sent 
back at the expense of the manager of the dep&t in the absence of evidence 
to support a prosecution. There can be no doubt that the ignorance of the 
cooly and his confusion on finding himself far from home give the fraudulent 
recruiter a ^eat advantage. On the other hand, it is equally true that many 
of these “unwilling” coolies aro persons who have changed their minds, but 
declare they never left home willingly, from the fear lest if they admit tliis 
they will not be permitted to return. Widows and other women living a hard 
life at home are specially open to tempting offers of living at ease on a tea 
garden in the ktjpping of some one of the staff. 

53. There were altogether 8 places of accommodation for coolies recruited 
by contractors and garden sardars under Act I of 1882, and 8 depots and 30 
rest-houses for free emigrants under Act I of 1889. One rost-house in. each 
of the districts of Birbhum and Midnapore was opened late in the year, and the 
temporary rest-house in Howrah came to notice only about the san)e time. 
All tho other rest-houses and depots were duly inspected, although only one 
inspection was recorded in the prescribed register against one of the rest-houses 
in Bankura, All tho depots in Raniganj and Asansol were inspected by the 
Superintendent of Emigration, and most of them visited by my predecessor. 
Wit h few exceptions, the depOts and rest-houses appear to have been sufficiently 
well maintained as regards accommodation and sanitary arrangements. Two of 
tho resi-housoa in Rampur Hat were closed as the sanitary arrangements were 
found to bo wholly uusatisfactorj’^, and tho license for a rest-house in Bankura 
lias been withheld pending tho erection of a privy and the supply of sleeping 
platforms for tlie use of emigrants. Much good is reported to have resulted 
from the apj^ointment during the year of an Assistant Superintendent of 
emigration for tho Raniganj subdivision. He visits tho dep6t8, checks the 
admission registers, and keeps a careful watcdi over the sanitary arrangements, 
the quality of the food, the water-supply, and tho physical condition of the 
emigrants. He is also said to be often present when coolies are despatched. 
This is a very important duty, as at that time an examination of the 
emigrants in the batch and comparison with the registers may lead to the 
detection cf such frauds as the substitution of one person for another, &c.. 

54. There was no registered immigration into tho districts of this Divi¬ 
sion. Labourers in large numbers come to the Division from the North-Western 
Provinces and Bihar in quest of work in the brick-fields, mills, factories, and on 
tlie lailwnys, and this over and above tlie interdistrict cold weather movement 
of labourers, cliiefly Sonthals and Bauris, with tho same object. 


VII.—PRICES OF POOD AND LABOUR. 

55. There was an abnormal rise in the price of common rice during the 
year, tho average price in this Division being so high as 10 seers 7 chitaks 
during the last fortnight of 1897, against 16 seers 7 chitaks in the corresponding 
fortnight of 189*:'. This high price is due portly to poor crops in tlie Division 
and piirtly to tho cnoimous quantities of rice and puddy exported from it to 
other parts of India. 

A marked rise in the price of wheat and gram also occurred during tho 
year, but this did not affect the masses, these not being articles commonly 
consumed by them. Salt was cheaper in Bankura and deai*er in all other 
districts except in Birbbam, where the price of tho article remained stationary. 

Notwithstanding the high price of rice, the staple food-graiji of the people, 
* tho wages ^ labour aA reported remained almost unchanged, custom being an 
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impoitaiit factor in preventing rapid fluctuations, but •vrheu once they have gone 
up they do not fall again. In Midnapore the new railway works caused a 
slight rise in the wages of all olasaes of labourers, except' juvenile coolies, 
gharatnietf and cominon blacksmiths.

XIV.—POLICE. 

• . * • 4 « 

107. My predecessor has not left upon record bis opinion as to the working 
of the police, and my own experience of the Division has been too small to 
enable me to form one. There is, however, no doubt to my mind that the 
police in the districts of Burdwan and Hooghly with Howrah, and to a less 
extent in Midnapore, have peculiar difficulties to contend with in cases afEect- 
ing property ecpecially. Not only, as the Magistrate of Hooghly'points out, 
do the railways and river facilitate the commission of crimes, but the police have 
got to deal with better organized and planned crime than is the case in districts 
more rempte from Calcutta, while the vicinity of Calcutta renders safe disposal 
of the proceeds comparatively easy. In one recent case in which the house¬ 
owner plucked up courage and killed a dacoit, it was discovered that the man 
killed was an English-knowing Babu of fairly respectable family, got up as an 
Afghan or Peshawari, as the local name is. This instance will serve to show the 
class of criminal the police have to meet and the difficulties of detection. The 
death of this dacoit gave a clue to his gang. Had he escaped, some of the 
Peshawaris of Calcutta and the neighbourhood would have been blamed for the 
crime as was obviously intended. Another matter which has facilitated crime 
and handicapped the police in the above mentioned districts is the presence of a 
largo and constantly clianging body of unknown up-countrymen employed in 
the collieries and mills, or on the railway lines in process of construction. These 
men are answerable for not a few dacoitie.s, and they have taken to using 
revolvers in some Midnapore cases. It seems very desirable that license for 
pistols of sorts should not be so freely granted as at present. In some coses 
dynam'te cartridges were exploded by tho daooits in order to frighten away 
the villagers. These must have been purloined from the collieries—a matter 
which also calls for attention. It is to bo regretted that tho shortcomings of 
the new Sub-Inspector class in Midnapore have not been stated at length, and 
that other district reports are silent as to how far the new system has had good 
results. What was at first feared was that the new Sub-inspector would be a 
mere office-man—a student quite out of touch with tho common people and 
utterly unable to meet the criminal on his own ground. It was also feared that 
tho head-constables would not from their experience supplement this deficiency 
of the Sub-Inspectors, both bpcanse having no hope of further promotion they 
had lost heart and interest in their work, and because they were jealous of tho 
new class of Sub-Inspoeior and did not seo why they should exei*t themselves 
when the Sub-Inspector alone would get -the credit. It would have .been 
interesting to know how far those apprehensions had been warranted by 
experience*

XXIII—RAILWAYS AND OTHER PUBLIC WORKS. 

169. That part of the Calcutta-Cuttack extension of the Bengal-Nagpur 
Railway passing thi’ough the districts of Howrah and Midnapore was under 
constructitm during the year: earthwork was nearly finished and ballast trains 
were in use for the transit of materials on several sections of the line before the 
close of the year Station sites are being selected,'houses are being constructed, 
and work generally is being pushed on vigorously. 

A flag station was opened in July lust on the East Indian Railway close 
to the Hooghly Briuge at a cost of Rs. 13,741. 

The. Howrah-Amta and the Howroh-Sheukhala Steam Tram way lines in the ^ 
districts of Howrah and Hooghly are under construction. These lines should 
have been opened for traffic on the 2oth March last, but as the work could not 
be, completed, Messrs. Martin & have applied for an extension of tim^ 
up to ,31st December 1897. 
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Of the projects mentioned in paragraph 182 of the Divisional General 
Administration Heport for 189d*9d) >the following were still under consideration 
at the close of the jrear :— 

(1) The construction of a line from Burdwan to Kutwa, with another 

line from the latter town to Hooghly vid Kalna. 

(The survey of these lines was completed during the year.) 

(2) A line from Bhagalpur to Ahmedpur vid Suri. 

(3) A line from Midnapore through the Bankura district to Muralia on 

the Bengal-Nagpur Railway (a reconnaissance has recently been 
made in connection with this project). 

(4) A line from Chandernagore to Chinsura.

X.XX.—LOCAL SELF-GOVERNMENT INSTITUTIONS. 


202. T he various District Boards in this Division are reported on the 

District Boards whole to have acquitted themselves well. The 

, attendance of members have been generally good, 

and as consultative bodies, the Boards have in many matters been useful to the 
District Officers. No party spirit or friction of any kind marred tfie working 
of District Boards during the year under report. The Magistrate of Hooghly 
specially acknowledges the good work done by Vice-Chairman Rai Lalit Mohan 
aingh Bahadur. 

203. 'I'ho Local Boards in Burdwan are said to have done some useful 

„ , work during the year. For a time the working of 

oca oar «. Kalna Local Board was anything but satisfac¬ 

tory, but matters, it is reported, have now improved. The Vice-Chairman 
of the Katwa Local Board toured through the subdivision and made some 
valuable observations in the course of the trip. It would be w'ell if Chairmen 
and members of Local Boards imitated his example and moved about more. 
In Birbbum the Local Board discharged its duties satisfactorily, except that 
attendance was irregular. In Bankura, also, the same complaint of want of 
interest is made, and the Local Boards showed themselves unequal to the proper 
management of pounds and ferries, though in the matter of primary education 
they gave astistanco. Mr. W. 11. Bright, as Magistrate of Midnapore, adheres 
to the same unfavourable opinion regarding Local Boards as was expressed by 
him last year and reproduced in paragraph 217 of the last Divisional General 
Administration Report. He remarks that any slight improvement in pound 
management D due to pressure exerted by the District Board, while the state of 
village roads leaves as much to be desired as ever. Ho instances a case where 
he discovered that very little of the money paid to a contractor had been spent 
upon the work in band, and he considers that some special agency to inspect 
these small roads is necessary if work upon them is to be satisfactory. 

In Hooghly and Howrah Local Boards are stated to have worked smoothly, 
though it is reported that in Howrah too much money is wasted on useless 
fair-weather roads. 

204. There are no Union Committees In the districts of Birbhum and 

^ - .. Bankura. 'J'hosu in the district of Burdwan have 

mon ommi eoi. been entrusted with the control of village roads and 

the inspection of primary schools, but the Magistrate considers it premature as 
yet to record an opinion us to their usefulness. 

In Midnapore, also, the Magistrate desires to suspend judgment till further 
e^^erience of their working has been gained. With a stiffening of at least one 
official or ex-official memhor some unions in Midnapore have proved useful, and 
the correctness of the Magistrate's opinion expressed last year that such a stiffen¬ 
ing is necessary appears to have been corroborated by recent experience, as in 
the only union without this more money, it is reported, was billed for and 
obtained than seems to have been actually spent during the year, the bills being 
supported by false muster rolls. The matter is under enquiiy. The work 
done by the unions in Hooghly calls, it is said, for no special comment, while 
in Howrah the anions failed to spend even the small sums allotted to them. 
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205. A new municipality was formed during the year at Asansol, in the 
„ . . .. . district of Burdwan. The hfth general election of 

Miicipa 1 lei. Municipal Commissioners was held towards the end 

of the year, and especially when personal feeling was imported into the contest, 
a good deal of interest in the result was exhibited. There seems no doubt, how* 
ever, that there is a growing inclination on the part of gentlemen who would be 
acquisitions to a Municipal Board to hold aioof from these elections partly 
because they object to hold out to the body of voters promises of reduction of 
taxation, and the like, which they know full well are but empty words, though 
thus only can they expect success at the poll, and partly because they con¬ 
sider it hurtful to their self-respect to place themselves in competition with 
candidates not improbably of no social position. The result is that undesirable 
candidates not infrequently succeed, and faction leaders have more opportunity 
of getting in their creatures who but vote as directed. 

There has been decided improvement in municipal administration in 
Burdwan, Raniganj, and Katwa, and in Bankura and Birbhum (Hstricts, as in 
Burdwan, municipalities are favourably reported upon. The same may be said 
of Midnapore district, with the exception of Kharar Municipality, of w'hich the 
Subdivisional Officer of Ghatal is'Chairman. During the interval between the 
departure on transfer of one Subdivisional Officer and the arrival of his successor, 
the Municipal Commissioners are reported to have done their best to get munici¬ 
pal affiairs into disorder, collections were stopped, as also the issue of warrants. 
The now Subdivisional Officer has of course sot vigorously to woi*k to restore order. 
The municipalities in Hooghlj' district, leaving out Jananabad, are reported to 
have many points in common. They are all situated on the banks of the Hooghly.- 
None of them'have a decent water-supply, and in all cases the drainage is 
extremely defective. The public latrines are for the most part badly constructed 
and not properly looked after; conservancy is impcrfctitly supervised, 
except when the work is taken up by the Civil Surgeon or the Civil Medical 
Officer. Taxes are often badly in arrears, and stringent measures for their 
collection are rarelyresovted to, and even when they are, it is only in a half¬ 
hearted way. Commissioners are too prone to unwarrantable interference with 
the servants of the municipality, forgetting that it is not for them, but for the 
Chairman and Vice-Chairman to pass orders direct. It would matter less -were 
this interference for a good object, though even so it would bo objectionable. 
Unfortunately the intention may very likely be to favour unduly some friend 
or neighbour. Party feeling runs high in many cases, and to this aro sub¬ 
ordinated the interests of the public. Establishments are frequently inefficient 
and but imperfectly supervised, yet attempts to raise salaries are constantly 
being made, and even when a municipal employ^ is admittedly past work, it 
requires all the Magistrate’s influence to have his services dispensed with. 

Even under such circumstances, however, the Magistrate reports that it 
has usually beeh possible to find a majority open to reason in the long run. 
The water-supply scheme common to all municipalities of Hooghly district, 
except Jahanabad and Bansberia, has been generally approved; maps have«been 
prepared and forwarded to the Sanitary Board. Mr. F. W. Duke, the Magistrate 
of Howrah, writes regarding that municipality, the most ii^ortant in the divi¬ 
rion:—‘*The Howrah Municipality appears to have been efficiently managed at 
an expense out of proportion to its means, and is said to be now cleaner and 
healthier than it has been for many years. Where the funds are to come fron> 
hy which this state of efficiency is to be maintained, is not yet apparent.” The 
office management of Bally Mxmicipalily is said to leave much to oe desired.

The Annual G-enerol Administration Report of the Chittagong Division for the year 
1896-97. 


Mr. F. H. Skrine was in charge of the Division throughout tho year, 
except for two months during which he was on loave, when Mr. J. D. Anderson 
officiated. The Report is submitted by Mr. F. R. S. Collier. Mr. S. K. Agasti 
had charge of the Noakhali district the whole year, and the Feni and Chand- 
pur subcnvlsijms were each under tho charge of a single officer; in thii other 
districts and^bdivisions there were changes of charge. 

2. Tours and Inspections.'-^'ilLT. Skrine spent 85 days on tour; besides 
making the usual inspections, he went to HillTippera and installed His Highness 
the Raja on^ the gadi, spent some time in the South Lusliai Hills inves¬ 
tigating the causes of a disturbance which had occurred there among the 
Militaiy Police, and visited the island of Kutubdia twice. Tho tours of 
District and Subdivisional Officers appear to have boon well planned and of 
sufficient length; but it is not stated wnat periods of touring were prescribed by 
the Commissioner under the recent orders of Grovernment. It is not reported 
when and how Government and Wards’ Estates were inspected, nor whether 
Subdivisional Officers inspected their own offices; all the other prescribed 
inspection were performed. 

3. Weather and Crops: Material Condition of the People : Public Health,-— 
As in tho rest of the province, the rainfall of 1896-97 was short; tho mean of the 
three Regulation districts was 73*93 inches, 14*5 inches below that of 1895-96, 
when the mean was again 14*5 inches below that of 1894-95. The crops 
were poor, with the exception of the aus rice and jute crops in Tippera; 
and pric^of food ruled extremely high in this Division as elsewhere, c^ing 
double those of the |)receding year, and treble those of 1894-95. Tho wages of 
labour, however, remained stationary. There was some distress towards 
tho close of the year, and charitable funds wore raised to relieve it, but it 
has not been found necessary for Government to open relief operations in 
any part of the Division. The plague which was destroying the betel-nut 
trees in Noakhali appears to have ceased. 

The following are the death-rates per mille reported in each district for 
the two years, 1895 and 1896 —

As the Commissioner remarks, these low death-rates show registration to 
be defective; there has, however, been some improvement in this respect, 
except in Tippera. It would be useless to base upon these figures an}- inference 
as to the comparative healthiness or unhealthine.ss of any particular year, 

4. Mamt/aciutes, Trade and Commerce, —1,130,963 cwts. of tea were export¬ 
ed from Chittagong during the year, against 968,949 cwts. in the previous year. 
There was a considerable decrease (of Rs. 58,80,226) in the total trade of the 
Chittagong port, which is valued at Rs. 2,18,03,256. The decrease is common 
both to imports and exports. Exports of rice and paddy fell off considerably 
owing to the bad crops, os did exports and imports (from Narayanganj and otiser 
neighbouring inland ports) of jute, owing partly to a aliort crop and partly 
the destruction of a large quantity of the staple by fire at Narayanganj. Eleven 
vessels cleared for foreign ports and 559 for Indian ports, against 19 and 621, 
respectively, in the previous year. Nine vessels were built here during the year. 

The total exports from the Division of rice and paddy amounted to 4,20,502 
maunds and of jute to 13,98,405 maunds as compared with *10,63,899 maunds 
and 15,31,087 maunds, respectively, in the preceding year. I'he exports of 
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food-grains to Calcutta decreased considerably, being only 29,019 maunds 
during the year under report, against 3,85,140 maunds in 1895-96. 

5. Cv il Jmiioe .—There appears to have been a decrease in litigation 
except in the case of rent suits, the number of which rose from 34,443 in 1895 to 
35,633 in 1896; money suits decreased from 29,941 to 28,652 and title suits from 
11,627 to 10,913. Both the increase in rent suits and the decrease in other 
suits are attributed to the agricultural depression. The number of witnesses 
examined was 103,593 against 106,846; in Munsifs’ Courts they appear to have 
been discharged' at about the same rate as in 1896, but in the Courts of 
District and Subordinate and Small Cause Court Judges the ratio of witnesses 
detained more than two days to the total number examined was 20*6 against 
24*06 in the previous year. In connection with the Chittagong settlement, 209 
notices wore served under Section 424 of the Civil Procedure Code, and 27 
suits were filed during the 3 'ear, a very moderate number haviftg regard 
to the magnitude of the Settlement operations. 

6. Crime: JPoUce: Criminal Justice .—The number of cogbizable ofPences 
reported increased from 4,892 to 6,148, and that of non-cognizable ofiences 
from 11,820 to 14,253. The increase in non-cognizable crime was chiefly in 
offences against property, due to the bad harvests, and there was a serious 
increase of arson cases in tlie district and town of Chittagong. It is 
difficult to reconcile the increase in non-cognizable cases with the fact of 
the prevailing depression; and Mr. Collier st^es reason to fear that it is due to 
laxity on the part of Magistrates in admitting complaints, and promises to look 
into the matter when on tour. The number of cases tried was 10,0i2 against 
8,457 in the previous j’ear; 1,563 cases wore tried by Ilonorary Magistrates. 
The system ofi territoi'ial jurisdiction of Subordinate Magistrates in Noukhali 
and Chittagong is reported to have worked badly. It has always*appeared 
to Mr. Stevens that the advantages of that system are usually much exceeded 
by the disadvantages. It is satisfactory that, in spite of the large increase of 
cases, the divisional ratio of the number of witnesses detained lor more than 
two days to the total number examined rose only from 2*4 to 2*7 per cent, in 
the Courts of Stipendiary Magistrates, and decreased from 10 1 to 12 0 in 
the Courts of Honorary Magistrates and Benches. In the-Chittagong district 
taken by itself, however, these percentages were very high, oeing 6*3 and 27*56; 
and the worst results are shown in the Court of tho Subdivisional Officer 
of Cox’s Baz5r. This matter should engage the attention of the Commissioner 
and District Magistrate. One thousand eight hundred and ninety-five case^ 
were sent up by the police against 1,516 in the previous year; 628 of them 
were disposed of on tho first day, and 68 cases or 3*69 per cent, were remanded 
six times or more. Tho attendance of Honorary Magistrates has improved 
generally; at Chittagong it was again excellent. 

Eighty-five.cases wore tried at the Sessions, 72*9 per cent, of which ended 
in conviction; this result shows that committals wore made with care. 

Fines to the amount of Rs. 48,311 were imposed during the year, and 
Rs. 42,026 wore collected; the balance outstanding at the end of the year was 
Rs. 7,088, showing a slight reduction. 

I he work of investigation by the police appears to have shown improve¬ 
ment in the Chittagong district. Mr. Collier remarks, with justice, that the 
number of punishments dealt out to ohaukidars was too much in ^ excess of 
the number of rewards; this was especially so in Chittagong, where only 23* 
were rewarded and 1,015 were punished. 

7. Zand Revenue .—Tho current demand on account of Laud Revenue and 
Road and Public Works and Zamiudari D4k cesses iu the Division was 
Rs. 32,77,148; the outstanding arrears were Rs. 1,65,319. The total oollec- 
tiqps were Rs. 32,00,505, The following table shows the peroentagea oif 
current collections on tho current demand of Land Revenue in the different 
classes of Estates, together with the standard percentages:—

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These peroentagesi especially in Gk>vernment Estates, compare nnfaveur- 
ably with those obtained in the previoua year, but, looking to the shortness of 
the crops, are not unsatisf actozy, 

There was a considerable increase in the number of certificate oases 
instituted, and the number of oases left pending at the close of the year 
has been almost trebled. The delay^ in the disposal of certificate work 
in this Division was commented upon in last year’s Resolution. It was then 
also pointed out that certificate cases in Wards’ Estates were increasing to a 
greater extent than was desirable, and this increase has continued in the 
year under review. The Lieutenant-Governor trusts that the Commissioner 
will devote early attention to improving this branch of the revenue administra¬ 
tion of his Division. 


Mr. Stevens is pleased to note that practically the whole of the allotment 
(Rs, 18,920), made for the improvement of Government Estates, was usefully 
spent o». 4 ^avation and re-excavation of tanks for the supply of good ddnking- 
water andoly agricultural improvements. 

The average cost per acre of the land acquired on behalf of the Assam- 
Bengal Railway in Chittagong was almost double what it had been in the 
previous year. This increase should be explained. 

8. Wa^s’ Eatatea .—The number of private estates in charge of Govern¬ 
ment in this Division was 14, as in the previous year; their total current 
demand was Rs. 94,191 in Noakhali and Rs. 2,86,406 in Chittagong. The 


percentages of current collections on these amounts were 62*9 and 85‘6, 
respectively. In only three estates did collections reach the standard of 90 per 
cent., but the collections on the whole w’ere as good as could have been expected. 
In Chittagong, Rs. 29,082 were spent on improvements. Lyrge remissions 
were made in the Noakhali estates mentioned in last year’s Resolution, in 
which the outstanding balances were heavy ; but this has not been done iii the 
similarly situated estates in Chittagong. The Lieutenant-Governor again 
directs the Commissioner’s attention to the necessity of reducing these balances. 

9. Excise'. Stamps'. Income-tax .—The Excise Revenue fell heavily from 
Rs. 3,41,931 to Rs. 2,74,721; this decrease is attributed to various exceptional 
circumstances, as well as to the scarcity and to the spread of puritanism among 
Muhammadans. The imports of salt decreased, but a considerable portion 
of the large quantity-imported during the previous year was taken out of bond 
at Chittagong. The stamp revenue rose from Rs. 15,38,860 to Rs. 15,(36,569 ; 
Rs. 23,644 out of this incroaso of Rs. 27,709 was due to larger sales of non¬ 
judicial stamps, that is, to an increase in the execution of conveyances and 
bonds. The revenue derived from the income-tax has not been affected by 


scarcity; it was Rs. 96,781, practically the same as in the previous year. 

10. Education .—There wore 4,673 schools with 1,38,096 pupils, or 186 
schools and 2,855 pupils less than the previous year. Of the estimated number 
of boys of a school-going age in the Division, 45'2 per cent, w'erc at school. 
In Noakhali this percentage has fallen from 53'6 to 47*08, and the total 
number of pupils from 40,924 to 35,927; the cause of the decrease is said to 
be the agHcuItural depression, but it is remarked that this cause has not 
had the same result in the neighbouring district of Chittagong, which shews an 
increase of 1,260 pupils. 

There were 14,270 girls at school. The number of Muhammadan pupils in 
Noakhali and Tippera is not stated; but it rose from 25,558 to 27,007 in 
Chittagong. In spite of the diminished number of schools and ])upils, the 
expenditure on Education rose from Rs. 4,04,977 to Rs. 4,19,317 ; Rs 2,46,389 
were spent on primary education. The Lieutenant-Governor notices with 
satisfaction that the conduct of the school-boys was on the whole good during 
the year, and that there was a marked improvement in the behaviourof the 
pupils of the Noakhali School especially 

11. Dispensaries and Sospxtals .—-There were forty of these institutions in* 
the Division, five more than in the previous years ; and the number of patients 
treated shows a satisfactory increase from 2,25,145 to 2,97,211. A new General 
Hospital was opened at Chittagong,* but it appears that more dispensaries are 
wanted in the interior of this district. 

12. 'iMcal Self-Oovernmmt Instiiutiona .—The three District Boards are 
reported to have worked well; but they spent only Rs. 6,63,718 out of an aggre¬ 
gate iaoomo of Rs. 7,87,906. The District Boards of Noakhali and Tippera 
both spent money on useful sanitary works; but that of Chittagong did 
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nothing in this direction. Local Boards appear to have worked satisfactorily; 
but the District Officers’ opinions of the working of the nine Village Unions in 
Tippera and Noakhali arc not; given. There are five Munioip^ities in the 
Division, of which the most important is that at Chittagong. The working 
of this Municipality has been most unsatisfactory for years past, but Mr. Collier 
hopes for some improvement, as it has recently elected an official Chairman. 
The rate>payers are, it is reported, strongly opposed to all improvements which 
entail additional taxation, and the elected Commissioners, even wheti in favour 
of improvement themselves, are afraid of incurring unpopularity among their 
constituents by voting for the introduction of them. Mr. . Colher fears that 
the elective system is unsuited for Chittagong, but desires to give the present 
body of Comqiissionors a further opportunity of showing his fears are unfound¬ 
ed before proposing its withdrawal. The Lieutenant-Governor hopes that 
the Commissioners and their constituents wiU take advantage of this oppor¬ 
tunity. The smaller Municipalities are reported to have done all the^<could to 
improve sanitation, but Chittagong to have don^raotioally nothing^ considering 
its income (Rs. 54,386). 

. 13. Political .—The most remarkable events of the year in the political 
jurisdiction of the Commissioner of Chittagong were the death of His Highness 
Maharaja Bir Chandra Deb Burman Manikya Bahadur of Hill I'ippera, and 
the recognition and installation of his elaest son, the Jubraj Radha Kishore 
Deb Burman, as Raja of Hill Tippera. His Highness the Raja made gener¬ 
ous donations both for the relief of distress and for general public objects 
in the British districts of the Division, where he has large zamindaris. 

The South Lushai Hills was in charge of Mr. R. H. Sneyd-Hutcliinson; 
two powerful chiefs, Kaplohyu and Kairuma, submitted during the year. 
There was an unfortunate outbreak of insubordination in the Military Police 
Battalion. 

Mr. J. A. Cave-Browne had charge of the Chittagong Hill Tracts 
throughout the year. The early crops were average, and were sufficient to 
prevent distress, but the winter rice, cotton and mustard were seriously affected 
by drought. Exports of paddy^ cotton, mustard and til showed a considerable 
increase. Xo progress has been made in the re-organization of the village 
police; only 42 offences wore reported during the year in the whole ,of the Hill 
Tracts. There were 1,175 pupils at school, 127 more than there were in the 
previous year. The Rangamati High School sent up five candidates for the 
Entrance Examination, and all passed—an excellent record. A Lushai boy 
passed this examination for the first time, and has since been awarded a special 
scholarship. 

14. Conduct of zamindarn .—The principal Zamindars of Noakhali are 

absentees and did little or nothing to help their tenantry in the prevailing- 
distress, nor was there any conspicuous example of benevolence displayed by 
the petty landowners of Chittagong. ^ 

15. The thanks of the Lieutenant-Governor are due to Mr. Collier for 
his clear and concise Report, from which the folio-wing extracts are published for 
general information.

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22. Matters towards the close of t];ie year became so critical owing to* 
the failttre of the winter rains, that committees and snb-committees were 
formed, and funds were started all orer the Division for the relief of distress 
which threatened to de^en into famine. A sum of Bs. ICKOOO was received 
from the Bengal Branch of the*^ Indian Famine Relief Fund, and abont an equal 
sum was collected locally. Gratuitous relief has been given in places out of 
these funds. The District Board also started works in affected tracts, .to afford 
employment to the poorer classes of agriculturists and labourers. With the 
advent of the long delayed rains, however, prospects have very roneh improved,: 
as there is "every probability of a good aua crop all over the Division.

VII.—PBICES OF FOOD AND LABOUE. 

24. As a result of the partial scarcity, the prices rose steadily until they 
wavered, aB over the Division, between 8 and, 9 seers a rupee, towaj^Aj'^he close 
of the year. They were almost double those of last year, and fmble those of 
the year before. Fxcept in some cases of skilled labour, which showed a slight 
rise in Tippera, and a slight fall in Chittagong, the prices of labour wore 
nearly stationary, and do not seem to have been seriously disturbed by the 
marked increase in the prices of food. 

VIIL—MANUFACTUBES AND MINES. 

25. There are no mines, and with the exception of tea, no important 
manufactures in this Division. As reported in previous years, brass utensils, 
bamboo and cane baskets, and mats, pottery, rough agricultural tools, coarse, 
doth, and gur^ or undrained sugar, are the principal indigenous manufactures 
of the Division,'which find a ready sale in the local markets. 

26. The number of tea gardens working in the Chittagong district was 
25, the same us in the previous year. The quantity of manufactured tea 
exported from Chittagong during the year was 1,160,963 cwts., against 
968,949 cwts. in the previous year. Through an oversight, the latter quantity 
was shown as pounds in the last year’s report. The increase is due to the tea 
gardens in the north of the district having extended their cultivation. 
Owing to the deficient crop, no rice was milled for exportation during the 
year by Messrs. Bulloch Brothers & Co. There were three aerated water 
manufactories at Chittagong, against four in the previous year. 

27. Two pearl fish^eries of some value were taken possession of by the 
Government, and settled during the year, in the district of Cliittagoug. One 
is situated in the island of Sonadia, near the Moiscal Island. It was discover¬ 
ed by an accident in 1894, and some Arakanese pearl traders confirming the 
discovery, a few oysters were sent to Dr. Alcock, the Superintendent of the 
Indian Museum. After a most careful examination, ho reported that the pearla 
found were of trifling value, and that the oysters were not the true pearl¬ 
bearing ones, but that they belonged to the species Piacuna Placenta'. Infor¬ 
mation of 'the other pearl fishery, situated on a char at tiie mouth of the Gooma- 
kbali creek, on the east side of .the Moiscul Channel, was received in 1886- 
Some average specimens of the pearls found in Sonadia were transmitted for 
the inspection of His Honour the Lieutenant-Governor of 'Bengal, and final 
orders were then issued for the leasing of both the fisheries, which in tlm mean¬ 
time had been ascertained to be the property of Government, the former com¬ 
prising an area of 1,174*78 acres and the latter 325*12 acres. They have 
accordingly been leased for a term of three years, on an annual rental of Rs-8,210,. 
by auction sale to the highest bidder. 


XZIII.—bailways and otheb public WO&KS- 

181. There is little to report under this head. The portion of the Aaeami' 
Bengal Railway lying between Akhaura and Kafiinganj, in Sylhet, was opened 
lor trafSc during the year. The present arrangement of the trains on the 
£a«t Bengal line,i. ana the^ provision of a speoiu steamer between Goidundtt 
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and ChandpuT, have brought Calcutta within 25 hours’ Journey from- Chitta¬ 
gong. The arrangement is a very convenient one for Chittagong, but 
travellers for Calcutta from stations to the north of Laksam, have to wait at 
Laksam for no less than three hours for the arrival of the train from Chitta¬ 
gong. There being no waiting room, the inconvenience is great. 

132. A proposal has been made for the construction of a branch line 
connecting Laksam with Noakhali. The project is now before Government. 

133. Among other public works undertaken during the year may be 

mentioned the telegraph office building at Comilla, extension of the Comilla 
Jail enclosure, and an addition to the District Registration ofSce and hospital 
building at Brahmanbaria, in Tippera. In Noakhali a room has been added 
to the Special Sub-Registrar’s ofBce, and the plinth and door of |a ward in the 
jail have been made pucka. A latrine for the Civil Court and a mortuary 
nave been and the Munsif’s Court-house at Hatya, which was in danger 

of being wash^haway by the river, has been removed to a safer place. The 
Town Hall building at Noakhali, commenced in 1895-96, was completed 
and opened during the year, and the construction of a hostel for school 
boys, in the compound of the Government school, has been taken in hand. 
Five new road bflngalows were constructed by the District Board. 

134. In Chittagong the new General Hospital was completed and opened 
during the year^ at a tot^ cost of Rs. 93,207. It is a very handsome and com¬ 
modious building. 


XXX.—LOCAL SELF-GOVEENMENT INSTITUTIONS. 

161. There wore three District Boards in the Division, which were 
reconstituted during the year under report. The area under their control 
was 6,641 square miles, with a population of 4,082,795 spuls. The following 
table shows the number of members, and of meetings held by them, and their

165. The District Board of Tippera is reported to have worked satis* 
factorily. Mr. Kennedy states that he has been much struck with the interest 
shown by the members, Doth at the general meetings, and in the work of the 
departmental Committees. As regards the District Board of Noakhali, 
Mr. Agasti remarks:—The members of the District Board have worked 
harmoniously. They have seldom been divided in any matter, and have 
discharged their duties^ carefully and well.” In Chittagong the member 
displayed great interest in the disposal of matters placed before them. 

166. There were three Local Boards in the district of Tippera, and t, 
in the district of Noakhali. The three Boards in the former di^ct w^i^ 
reconstituted, and the two Boards in ihe latter were established, during the 
year, i'he Local Boards had 4,186 square miles, with a |K)pulation Qf 
2,793>628 souls, under their control. There was no Local Board in Chittagong.

177, Mr. Kennedy writes:— 

« The Oommisi^ners of the Comilla and Bxahmanbaria Muniolpalities seem to take 
interest in their work, but the managements are not altogether eatiuactoiy. The crying 
Want in the Oomilla Municipality u a propor drainage system. A scheme to improve the 
drainage was prepared and submitted to Government for sanction. It is standing over, 
nominsHy, pending the settlemmt of the important question of the outfall drainage < but, 
pmoiioalfy, the municipality has given up, for the time at least, all idea of interior 
draiaaffe.*’ 

oeaservancy and the drainage of the Brahmanbaria town are unsatiafaetory. 
The orawITfinn of the private foivies is reported very bad, and it is essential that the latrae 
■fstem should be inti^uoed. To this toe Muuieipal Oommissiouexs, however, object, and 
dedine to be aaoved.'* 
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178. The working of Part IX of the Act in the whole town of Noakhali 
commenced after t'tie close of the year. Mr. Agasti has not offered any opinion, 
as to the general working of the Noakhali Municipality. 

179. The provisions of Part IX of the Act were introduced into tho 

Chittagong Municipality by Government Notification No. 358T.M., dated the 
20th June 1896, and operations were started partly in Wards B, C, and D 
from the 20th September following and the Ist January 1897. The native 
Municipal Ooaimissionors, at a special meeting hold on the 22nd February last, 
passed a resolution suspending the operation of Part IX, except in respect of 
j)er8ons who were willing to avail themselves of the benefit. This resolution 
was of course entirely ultra viree^ and Government in its order No. 1650M., 
dated the 26th March last, directed that effect should be given to the provisions 
of Part IX within three months from the. 1st April last. The work is now pro¬ 
gressing. ^ 

180. The working of this municipality has been very unsati^^uiStory for 
years past. The rate-payers are strongly opposed to all improvement which 
entails additional taxation, and tho elected Commissioners have, even when 
they were in favour of improvement themselves, been unwilling in many cases 
to destroy their chances of re-election by voting against the views of their 
constituents. Moreover, an unpopular Municipal Commissioner in Chittagong 
runs tho risk, every dry season, of having his house burnt down. A Municipal 
Commissioner, whose house was reconuy burnt down, stated to an official his 
belief that the act was due to his being known to be in favour of the introduc¬ 
tion of Part IX. “ But,” remarked the official, “ you voted against the introduc¬ 
tion of Part IX.” “ Yes.” was the reply, “ but they know I was really in 
favour of it all tho same.” The Chittagong version ot a well-known proverb 
is—“ Those who live in thatched hoiises should not vote for unpopular 
taxes.” 

181. I am afraid that the elective system is utterly unsuited to Chitta¬ 
gong. I should, however, like to give the present body of Municipal Commis¬ 
sioners a chance of showing that this view is wrong, and I, therefore, do not 
advocate its immediate •withdrawal.. They have recently elected Mr. PhUli- 
more, i.e.s., as their Chairman, and this step appears to indicate a desire for an 
improved administration, 

182. Mr. Skriue appears to have been a little premature last year in 
stating that the municipality had accepted a scheme for a water-supply from 
the hills. Their acceptance was conditional on the Assam-Bengal Bailway 
agreeing to contribute the bulk of the interest on the initial outlay, in return 
for a water-supply. The question is now under the consideration of the Rail¬ 
way authorities. I believe the scheme to be a good one, and shall endeavour to 
carry it through. 

183. The Cox’s Bazar Municipality is a small one. Its income is chiefly 
spent in repairing roads and drains. It appears to have worked satisfactorily,

The Deport of the Board of Revenue on the Administration of the Salt Department 
..for the year 1896-97. 

During tfie year 18%5-97, no administrative change was effected, but sinco 
its close, the sanction of the Government of India has been received to the 
re-transfer of the administration of the Orissa Salt Department from Madras to 
Bengal, and to the revision, re-enactment and extension to Orissa of the Bengal 
Salt JLaw, in place of the Indian Salt Act XII of 1882. The Salt Bill has 
beerr circulated for public and official criticism, and measures are being con¬ 
certed, in correspondence with the Board of Revenue and the Madras Salt 
authorities, for giving effect to the other questions affecting the Salt Administra¬ 
tion. The Government of India have also sanctioned the establishment of a 
special Preventive Service, to put a stop to the illicit manufacture of salt in 
certain districts bordering on the sea coast. Two additional private warehouses 
were established by Messrs. Turner, Morrison and Company, during the year, 
one at Narayanganj and the other at the Kidderpore Dock Basin.

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3. The receipts show an increase of Rs. 35,852 over the collections of 

*1895-96, and the charges, a falling o£E of Rs. 58,408, thus giving a net 
increase of Rs. 94,260 in the revenue. As in the previous year, there 
was a decrease in the recei{)ts from the import duty on salt at Calcutta, 
and a more than pro)n>rtionate increase in the receipts from clearances 
at the outports and the warehousing stations in the interior. The revenue 
from excise salt shows a marked falling o£P, owing to reduced sales of 
salt at the Government factories in Orissa. There was also a considerable 
decrease in the proceeds from rent of warehouses, owing to many of the golas 
having remained unoccupied during the year, in consequence of heavy deliveries 
therefrom and smaller stocks in bond. These heavy deliveries were the 
result of the high jiriccs of salt prevailing in the market during the year. 
'I'he decrease of Rs. 58,408 in the exponaituro, under both Imperial and 
Provincial, is mainly duo to reduced refunds of customs duty on salt, and to a 
diminution in the chargos incurred for the rent of warehouses, th^l>dred sheds 
at Kidderpore being no longer required. ^ ^

The stock of salt in tho golas, which, according to revised figures, 
amounted at the close of tho preceding year to over 36 lakhs of maunds, fell 
at the end of the year under review to I4f lakhk ; but besides this quantity, 
there were 2,05,829 maunds, apinst 1,602 in 1895-96, lying afloat in the port* 
of Calcutta, ready to be sold direct to purchasers. This reduction of stock is 
attributed to the high prices prevailing in tho market, and the consequent 
heavy deliveries of salt from tho golas. 

5. The combined imports into Calcutta and Chittagong show a net decrease 
Import* 20,34,651 maunds, or 19*8 per cent., as com- 

^ ’ pared with the previous year, owing to the falling off 

in imports from European ports. The Collector of Customs, states “tlxat this 
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decrease was caused by the difficulty anticipated by owners of ships carrying 
salt in obtaining outward freight, in consequence of the prevailing scarcity; 
while the reduced importation from Liverpool and Hamburg is said to, be dud to 
the growing competition of salt in crystals imported iiou\ the Ued Sea ports and 
crushed in Calcutta. The remarkable falling off of 4,65,544 maunds, or 89'3 
per cent., at Chittagong is attributed by the Collector of Customs to the high 
market rate of salt in the United Kingdom, and the unsteady condition of 
the Calcutta market, which checked speculative purchases by local bonders. 
The following statement shows the different countries and ports from which 
shipments of salt were made : —

The development of the trade in salt from Aden and the Red Sea ports 
is Indicated by the fact, that while the consumption of Liverj^ool and Hamburg 
salt indicfitod by 11,89,246 and 5,84,692 maunds, respectively, during the 
year, ihcro was an increase of over 16^- lakhs in the consumption of karkaeh 
salt iin])orte(l from the lied JSea ports and crushed at the golas, and 
imported ready crushed from Ad<m. 'This salt, besides being intrinsically 
cheaper flnin any Europeaii salt, cun be placed in the market at a lower price, 
bectiiiso tlie steamers carrying cargoes from the lied Sea escape the canal dues. 

6. Excluding 1,81,050 tnauuds of Bombay and Madras salt cleared free of 

duty in Calcutta, duty was paid on 46,11,475 
Cieuraiico yf salt. iiiHunds cleared from shipboard, against 63,42,’^04 

in the previous year, while the clearances from bond rose from 35,00,411 to 
55,49,433 maunds. On the whole, the total cU?arancc.s of all kinds, including , 
those of Bombay and Madras salt and of excise salt, rose from 1,04,41,017 to 
1,04,77,213 maunds. * 

7 . Deducting from the above clearunces the excess of exports from Bengal 

. by laud and river over the imports by the same 

onsumption o s t. routes, amounting to 7,82.105 niaunds, and adding 

38,631 maunds of saltjjetre salt brought into use, the balance of salt left 
for consumption in the Province rose from 95,67,463 maunds in 1895-96 to 
97,33,739 maunds in 1896-97. The rate of cousumptiou per head was 5 
seers, against 4 seers 15 chitaks in I895-9G. In the saliferous districts, 
excluding Urissti, there was a net decrease of 31,115 maunds in the eonsu’n(>tion 
of licit salt, and tho average consumption jxjr head fell from 5 seers 2 chitaks to 
4 seers 14 chitaks. The lowest rates prevailed in the 24-Parganas (4 seers 
2 chitaks) and Midnapore (4 seers 9 chitaks), although tho latter district 
shows hn increase of consumption as compared with tho previous year. The 
large decrease in the 24-Pargana8 (24,089 maunds' is attributed partly to the 
impoverished condition of the people owing to scarcity of food and water, and 
partly to the illicit manufacture of salt in the Sandarbans. 'I'he report of 
Babu Madhu Sudhan Ctiaudri, Assistant Superintendent of Police, who was 
specially appointed by Irovornment to investigate the question of illicit' 
manufacture m the latter tract, places it beyond doubt thrft such manufacture 
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es conducted on a large scale in tho southern portion of the 24*Pargaiiaa for 
the purpose of sale, that the loss of revenue thereby caused ia considerable, and 
that systematic and stringent measures to protect the salt revenue are required. 
This question is now receiving the Board’s attention, in connection with the 
general scheme for the creation of a special Preventive Service for the saliferous 
racts in Bengal. In Orissa, the consumption per bead rose from 9*25 lbs. to 
9*92 lbs., Various causes, which do not call for special notice,, are assigned 
for the decline in consumption in the remaining salt-producing districts. 

8. The price of salt was generally higher than in we previous year, 

the increase being due to the decline in the 
imports during the year. In explanation of the rise 
salt, the Collector of Customs, Calcutta, makes the

in the price of imported 
following remaiks:— 

“ There Was a general impression in the past, year that larger importations wopld tond to 
swell the stocks iu bond, and to reduce the prices to an unremunerative^ls^H The total 
importations, however, fell short of the demand, and salt in bond had to ,^e resorted to for 
the purpose of meeting requirements for internal oonsumption. This had the effeot of raising 
prises from Us. 54 and Its. 47 in 1895 96 to its. 73 and its. 76 during the past year for 
Liverpool panga and Hamburg salt, reBpeotively, and of enabling bonders, some of whom had 
stocks in bond for upwards of two years, to clear them at profitable rates.” 

The average wholesale price (exclusive of dutj^ of 100 maunda of Liverpool 
salt, purchased from the ship’s side in the port of Calcutta, rose from Rs. 57-14 to 
Rs. 96-0-9, an increase of six annas and one pie per maund; while the selling 
price, which in 1895-96 had varied from R-<. 81-2-4 to Ks. 44-5-6, ranged 
during the past year from Rs. 124-3 to Rs. 71-15-8. The average wholesale 
price, inclusive of duty, at the nine chief marts of Bengal, rose from Rs. 3-9-11 
to Rs. 3-13-9 por maund. The corresponding average, based on the wholesale 
prices of all the districts in Bengal, rose from Rs. 3-11-1 to Rs. 3-15-6 per 
maund. 

9. The total imports from Madras, the Upper Provinces and Assam of 

lu.er-provinciai imdc. <]«ty-paid Salt, rose from 3,83,940 to 5,15,969 maunds, 
* during the year, the inciease being due partly to 
larger importations from Ganjam, and partly to the higher prices of sea-importod 
salt. P’or the latter reason the exports from Bengal to Assam and Northern 
India fell from 11,07,330 to 10,64,101 maunds, but this decrease was more 
tliaii counterbalanced by the increase of 49,708 maunds in the exports to 
Foreign States beyond the northern border, and of 137 maunds in the exports 
to the Central I'rovinces and Madras. The net result was an excess of 
experts over imports of 7,82,105 maunds, against 9,07,518 in 1895-96. 

10. The number of cases in which contraband salt was confiscated, includ¬ 
ing cases that occurred in the Orissa districts, rose 

Working of the-Salt Laws and fj-om 504 to 1,056 during the past year, and the 

quantity of salt confiscattrd from 161 to 702 maunds. 
In Midnapore, there'^ere 41 cases, against 59, and the quantity confiscated 
amounted to 4-3-13 maunds, against 10-17-7.maunds in the previous year. Of 
the entire quantity attached (64-3-13 maunds), 37-15 seers were seized in cases 
of illicit manufacture, and 63-5-’l4 maunds in ccu^es of illicit possession and trans¬ 
port. In the 24-Pargana8, the number of cases in which salt was confiscated 
fell from 118 to 105, but the quantity confiscated rbse from 21 to 58 
maunds, 17 maunds having been seized for illicit manufacture and 41 
maunds for illicit postrcssion and transport. The general scarcity during the 
year, and the attendant distress among the lower classes, is said to have caused 
the considerable increase in these cases detected in the two salt producing dis¬ 
tricts of Chittagong and Noakhali. In Orissa, the number of cases in which salt 
was confiscated rose from 164 to 725, and ihd quantity confiscated from 
32 to 587 matmds. The total number of oases instituted in the courts 
throughout Bengal was 905, against 506 in the preceding year. The 
large increase of 417 cases in Orissa is attributed by the Board partly 
to scarcity and the consequent distress, and partly to stricter supervision on 
the pari of the salt officers. The cases sent up for trial with evidence of 
illicit manufacture in the Orissa districts numbered 489, of which 110 were 
for the possessidn of earth-salt, 2 for the possession of salt-earth, and 377 for 
the possession of brine. Altogether, there were 1,097 seizures and 86 unsuo-

ceflsfo! 8earoh«6 in the gnl^beariii^ traeis dwing the year, against 467 and 10X» 
respectively^ in ‘Uie previous year. Of ^6 persons apprehended, 819 were 
convicted. Bawards were disbursed to the amount of Rs. 3,866. 

11. As usual, a separate portion of the Board’s Report deals with the 
fl u ( rM... administration of the Salt Department in Orissa, 

which, as noticed above, will shortly be re-tians* 
fwred to the Government of Bengal. In last yearns Resolution it was remarked 
that the decision of the question whether the Government salt factories on the 
Obilka L>ake, which had not been working successfully, should be abandoned, 
would be deferred until the close of the manufacturing season then current, and 
until it was known what effect the East Coast Railway would have on the sales of 
salt manufactured at these factories. In consideration, however, of the scarcity 
that prevailed in the country bordering on the Chilka Lake, it was decided that, 
for the present, the operations at the mctories should be continued, but only on 
such a sckle^ as would give reasonable employment to the landless classes and to 
the cultivators^hose crops have failed. The question whether the manufacture 
of salt at the lake should be permanently continued, will be further considered 
when the transfer of the Orissa salt administration has been carried into 
effect. The receipts of the Orissa Bait Department fell irom Ha. 2,05,433 to 
Rs. 1,26,213, *ana the expenditure from Rs. 1,48,880 to Rs. 1,45,263. The 
decrease in receipts is attftbuted by the Board to the fall in the sale of locaUy- 
manufaotured salt, owing chieffy to the temporary diversion of the trade to the 
Naupada factory in the Madras Presidency, where salt was sold at a lower price. 
The following statement shows the consumption of salt during the last five

rioe from Oalontta to foreign ports declined from 37,348 owts. in the 
first week of September 1896 to 12,134 owts. in the period 
under report, owing chiefly to a decline in the exports to 
Ceylon, which z^oeiTed only 1,601 owts., against 24,299 owis. in the corresponding period of 
last year. The decrease imder gram and pulses was chiefly due to the cessation of 
exports to the United Kin^om, whioh took 4,444 owts. in the oorre^nding period of 
1896, and the exports to Ceylon showed a falling-off of 3,611 owts. 

As regards Indian ports, the exports of rioe during the first week of September 
Indian Porto. amounted to 3,609 owts., against 673 owts. in the 

period under report. The shipments for Bombay were nfl, 
agfainst 2,087 o\^. in the first week of September 1896. Under wheat there was aa 
inorease in the shipments to Bangoon, whioh reoeiTed 2,613 owts., against 220 owia. in the 
same period last year.

BXPOBTS OF FOOD-OBAINS BY THE EASTERN BENGAL STATE 

RAILWAY. 


. iVb. S6S7 Btati»tie ».—The folio-wing statement sho-ws the quantity of xioe and other 
food-grains exported by the Eastern Bengal State Railway from Sealdah and Oaloutta during 
the period from 1st January to 4th September 1897, both days inolusiTe, to have been 11,02,461 
maunds. The destination of 10,98,487 maunds is spotted. Of this quantity 8,73,792 
maunds -were carried to stations in Bengal Proper, and 90,996 maunds to Bihar and Ohota 
Nagpur, 44,415 maunds to the North-Western Pro-vinoes and Oudh, 84,311 maunds to places 
in Assam, and the rest (4,973 maunds) to other proxinoes.

was noticed in the resolution reviewing the reports for that year. The 
drcumstances which rendered the ama%amaticm necessary should now be 
explained and the sanction of Government obtained. 

2. IdceMed Lodging-houM ».—There was a decrease in the number of 
lodging-houses from 2,066 in 1895-96 to 1,565. The decrease appears to have 
been general, but was most marked at Sitakund, where the numlwr fell from 
452 to 18," only 2,029 pilgrims having visited the place against 30,000 in the 
previous year, owing, it is said, to the prevalent scarcity and to the fact that 
the year was accounted an inauspicious one from the Hindu point of view. 
There was an increase, on the other hand, from 175 to 190, at Nadia, from 84 to 
46 at Jajpur, and from 360 to 367 at Puri and the chattis along the 
Jagannath road. Altogether the number of lodgers accommodated fell from 
57,207 to 43,105, the chief causes being the two mentioned above ns having 
operated in the case of Sitakund. Tho Magistrate of Cuttack notes that with 
the progress of the East Coast Railway, the income from lodging-houses in his 
district is steadily falling off. It is reported that effect has been given to 
the suggestions made in the resolution for 1894-95 that no lodging-house 
should be licensed unless fees are paid for the full number of pilgrims that 
can be accommodated. 

3. Incottu .—The total income of tho year was Rs. 34^244 against Rs. 39,969 
in 1895-96, the opening balance being Rs. 34,577 and the closing balance 
Ks. 27,976. There was a general decrease under most of the heads of receipt. 
An increase occurred under the head “ Miscollnnoous,” but this is chiefly duo 
to the transfer to this head of Rs. 1,799, the final closing balance of the funds 
of the ehattia along the Jagannath road in the district of Puri. There is 
also an increase in the receipts under “ Other fees ” which has not been ex¬ 
plained. 

4. Expenditure.—The total expenditure was lia. 40,845 against Rs. 339646 
in 1895-96. The increase is chiefly noticeable in the amounts spent on 
conservancy, construction, and jmiscellaneous charges which were Rs. 12,818, 
Rs. 4,1^6 and Rs. 1,072, respectively, against Rs. 5,900, Rs. 2,198 and Rs. 595 
in the preceding year. The Lieutenant-Governor observes with pleasure tho 
useful manner in which the fund appears; to have been expended during the year 
at Gaya, where Rs. 9,625, as against 2,489 in the previous years were spent on 
conservancy, Rs. 1,500 were contributed towards the support of the local 
pilgrim hospital, and Rs. 1,150 sj^ent on a cholera hospital which is entirely 
supported from the fund. The total closing balance of all the fund has been 
reduced from Rs. 33,37<i to Rs. 27,976, which is still an unnecessarily lar^ 
amount, and which should be farther decreased during the current year by judi¬ 
cious outlay on improvements. The largest individual b^nce, viz., 
Rs. 7,032, stands to the credit of the Sitakund fund. 

5. Prosecuiiona. —The number of prosecutions for offences under the Act 
and tho bye-laws decreased from 288 in 1895-96 to 138, and the number of 

S ersons accused from 278 to 139. The amount of fines realised also shows a 
ecline from Rs. 2,539 to Rs. 1,086. 

6. Public health .—Cholera broke out in the chattia along the Jagannath 
road in Cuttack, but not in an epidemic or severe form, the number of cases 
being six with one death, as against 22 with two deaths in the previbas year. 
In I^dia cholera broke out during the Gttur mela festival,, when if persons were 
admitted into tho cholera shed, of whom 8 died and 3 recovered. At Gaya ^e 
health statistics show a remarkable improvement over the fimires for the pre¬ 
ceding year, there having been only 37 cholera oases in tiie cholera hospital 
with 26 deaths, as against 142 cases with 108 death# in 1895-96, and altoTOther 
only 87 deaths among pilgrims from all causes, against an average of 234 in" 
the preceding four years. In Ulubaria the number of deaths among pUgrims 
from cholera was 10, against 5 in 1895-96. Since the close of thb year, Qoyem- 
ment has bad under consideration the question of preventing overovowding 
among pilgTiins, and has laid down a minimum limit of space to be allowed to 
each pi^im in the lodging-houses at Gaya and' Gewunkhafi. ' 

, 7. Waier-aupplu^—AXi the wellk along the Jagannath rosid in the ctirtriot . 
pi Outieoh were cleaiised, rc^paived and ousinfeotM; and ii is satisfft^toiy to^ 
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observe tibat the two unwholesome tanks referred to in paragimph 6 of laist 
year’s Resolution, belonging to Rajas Badyanath Pandit and 38lknn'dia 
Nath De, were completely dewatered imd thoroughly repaired during the year. 
In the-tcwQ of Puri and the chattis along the Jagannath road in that district, 
eighty, masonry wells were cleansed and disinfected and four, new wells were 
sunk, five public wells in the tdwn were fitted with pumps, and the Aiarkunda 
tank, whi(m is much used for bathing purposes, was dewatered andr a great 
quantity of silt removed. In Dantun one corrugated iron well was 6unk, and a 
masonry well is reported to be under construction. Nothing has yet been done 
with regard to the proposed improvements in the water-supply at Sitakund: 
the proceedings regarding the acquisition of certain tanks have not terminated, 
nor has the proposal to convey water from Chandranath ECill by iron pipes been 
finally decided. The Lieutenant-Governor hopes that early steps will oe taken 
to sett^ the question and take the work in hand. This will reduce the large 
balance of the Sitakund fimd referred to above. 

8. On the whole, the Act appears to have been worked satisfactorily 
during the year in most of the places in which it was in force; and the local 
officers generally have taken an interest in its administration. The report sub¬ 
mitted by the Magistrate of Balasore, however, is incomplete in several respects, 
and very little would seem to have been effected in that district in respect of 
sanitation, water-supply, or works of improvement. The Lieutenant-Governor 
regrets to see it reported that in Nadia a want of co-operation existed bet^emi 
the Municipal Commissioners and the Special Committee appointed under the 
Act, and His Honour trusts that a spirit of cordiality will quickly be estab¬ 
lished. 

Oedeb.— Ordered that a copy of this Resolution bo submitted to the 
Government of India in the Home Department, and that copies be foi-warded 
to the Commissioners of the Burdwan, Presidency, Chittagong, Patna, Bhagal* 
pur and Orissa Divisions, for information. 

Ordered also that a o<my of the Resolution bo communicated to the Sanitary 
Commissioner and to the Sanitary Board, and that the Resolution be published 
in the Calcutta Gazette for general information.

The returns "which wore due on the 1st May 1896 were not snbmitted 
till the 18th August. Ng explanation of this great delay has been offered, and 
the Lieutenant- Liovemor hopes that the returns will be submitted with greater 
punctuality in future. 

2. The number of dispensaries increased during the year from 426 to 
455.'^' Thirty-one new dispensaries were opened, of which 25 were in Class II, 2 
in Class lllA, and 4 in Class lUB. Ox these no less than seven w«re estab¬ 
lished in tfau district of Backergunge. One dispensary was closed during the 
year/> and another, the female hospital at Dinajpur, ceased to ^ classed as a 
separate institution, owing to its statutics being included in the returns of 
the Sadar Dispensary. The 455 dispensaries remaining open at the close of the 
jear are cldssified as follows:—

3. Since the close of the year, however, 23 dispensaries have been transfer¬ 
red from Class JllB to Glass 11, thus increasing the number of Class II 
dispeiiKarios to 263, and reducing that of Class IIIB dispensaries to 69. These 
statistics show that in Bengal thero is a dispensary for every 155,308 persons. 
The fallowing table shows the distribution of these dispensaries in euca Divi¬

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4. The above Btatement shows that the malarious tracts of -Lower Benm! 
are better provided with niedical relief than the more healthy districts of BihaK 
and Chota Nagpur. Most districts in Bengal Proper are now fairly well snralied 
with diimensarles Bituat€»d in convenient centres, but several districts in^ihai 
and in the Chota Na^ur Division are still inadequately provided. Fprinstanoej 
in Pumea district, which has not the reputation of bemg healthy with an aree 
of 4,993 s(juare miles and a population of 1,944,658, there are only five dispra- 
saries; whue in Lohardaga, with an area of 7,140 square miles and a populatior 
of 1,128,885, there are only two dispensaries. The following table shows the 
chief statistics in respect of area, population, and comparative number oi 
dispensaries and patients treated in Bengal, as compared with the corresponding 
figures for other Provinces for the year 1895 •

The causes which combine to make the average number of patients treater 
per dispensary in Bengal so much smaller than the corresponding number i; 
other Provinces were fv£y explained in last year’s Resolution. There is still 
however, much room for improvement in Bengal. Many defects which detrac 
from the popularity of the dispensaries, or which deter the ^ople frot 
having recourse to them rather than to private practitioners and vilra^ quacke 
have yet to be removed. The numlx^r of dispensaries, however, is steadil; 
increasing every year, and it is satisfactory to note that 62 institutions hav 
been added by local bodies during the last tnroe years. 

5. Medical Officer* tn charge of Dispenearies .—Of the 455 dispcnsaric 
included in the report, 235 were in charge of Government medical ofticers an 
220'’under men unconnected with Government, against 229 and 198, respectivelj 
in the previous year. Orders were passed during the year with a view t 
obviate the difiiculty frequently experienced by local bodies in providing for th 
enhanced pay earned by a Government Officer on promotion to a higher grad< 
Local homes are now required to contribute a fixed sum calculated on th 
average pay of the medical officer of the class employed iu the dispensary, an 
thus it will no longer be necessary to transfer an officer cn his attaining 
higher grade. In the last triennial report, the Inspector-General of Civ 
Hospitals complained that, the existing system of allowing tho supporters c 
private and quasi-private dispensaries to appoint any medical man they thougl 
fit to take charge of the dispensary led in many casps to the appointment c 
incompetent men. Enquiiy showed that the existing arrangemouts frequentl 
led to grave abuse, and Ride 10 of the Dispensary Manual was consequent! 
revised so as to subject all such appointments to the approval of the Inspeoto; 
General of Civil Hospitals. 

6. lfupectiotu,^The number of dispensaries inspected by Civil Snrgeoi 
rose from 343 to 374, and the number visited four times and over, as require 
by Rule 29 of the Dispensary Manual, from 141 to 153. The percentage c 
dispensaries visited less than four times was, however, tho same as m th 

g revious year, and the Lieutenant-Governor desires that the attentioD' of Ov 
urgeons and Civil Medical Officers should again be drawn to the importanc 
of inspecting outlying dispensaries at least once a quarter. The Lieutenau 
Governor notices with pleasure that several Civil Surgeons did their duty full 
in thi» respect, but His Honour^egrets to observe that iu some districts msfi^ 
tion work has, been considexably neglected, Bbagalpur and Champaj^n iu 
dmspicuous e^mples. Th^ Inspector-General of Civil Hospitals virited 1 
dispensaries dwing the year against 28 in 1895.

The total number of patients treated during the year was 2,684,610, or 
3*79 per cent, of the population, against 2,479,779, or 3*51 per cent, in 1895, 
thus showkig an increase of 204,831. The daily average attendance also 
rose from 19,248 in 1895 to 20,276 in 1896. Comparing only those institutions 
which were in existence during both years, eight dispensaries show an increase 
of more than 3,000 patients, which is attributed in most cases to the unhealthi¬ 
ness of the year ana the growing popularity of the dispensary. On the other 
hand, in sixteen dispensaries there was 4 ’’ailing off in attendance of more than 
2,000, a decrease which is generally ascribed to the increased healthiness of the 
particular localities, and in some instances to frequent changes among medical 
ofBcers in charge. Towards the close of the year, the Inspector-General issued 
a circular, addressed to all Civil Surgeons, instructing them to visit daily all 
dispensaries and hospitals at the Sadar station at a fb:ed hour to be notified 
throughout the district, and to prescribe for and treat the more important cases 
themselves. These orders will, it is expected, conduce towards the popularity 
of these institutions. Dr. Newman observes that the reports of medical officers 
for the past year show that increased interest has been taken in dispensary 
management, and that managing committees have frequently endeavoured to 
carry out suggestions made by Civil Surgeons and other inspecting officers. 
The Lieutenant-Governor is pleased to hear that in many oases new beds and 
bedding and surgical apparatus have been provided, and that some serious 
Towhi. defects pointed out by Dr. Ross have been remedied.

*®*^“*' death-rate, as shown in the Sanitary Report for 

1896, was in every instance higher than in the preceding year, this explanation 
cannot be accepted as satisfactory. • 

8. lo'door patients .—^The steady increase in the number of in-door patients 
noticed in last year’s Resolution has continued during the past year, the figures 
for the last three years being 43,834, 45,243 and 47,109. The average daily 
nnmber of patients rose from 1,804 to 1,898, but it is still far below the number 
of beds provided. It is satisfactory to observe that notwithstanding the increase 
in the number of patients, the death-rate fell from 12*3 to 11*64. The 
pilgrim centres of Gaya and Deoghur show a slight increitso in the number of 
deaths, while Puri shows a decrease. 

9. Out-door patisttis.-T-The number of out-door patients rose from 2,434,536 
in 1895 to 3,637,501 in 1896, and the daily average attendance increased from 
17,443 to 18,378. These figures still falls sliort of the number treated in 1895 
in^he North-Western Provinces and the Punjab, but the steady and continuous 
uicreaae each year in the number of patients gives reason to hope that the 
Bengal dispensaries may yet attain the standard of popularity and efficiency 
of the more successful institutions in other Provinces. 

ip> JDisedsss treated ,—Of the principal diseases t:roated in the dispensaries, 
snalaxial fever heads the list with 506,757 cases, a falling off of 18,543 fromtlie 
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numbers treated in the previous year. The highest figure (103,559) is returned 
by the Presidency Division; next in order oome the Bajshahi, Burdwan and 
Dacca Divisions with 85,003, 76,268 and 74,097 cases, respectively, and 
Chota Nagpur last with 8,715. In all the Divisions, except j^jshahi, Dacca 
and Chittagong there was a reduction in the number of cases m compared with 
the previous year. Next to malarial fever, dysentery shows the largest number 
of cases, viz. o4,64l against 59,757 in the previous year. Cholera oases rose 
from 11,497 to 14,388, the increase occurred chiefly in the Patna Division, 
in some of the districts of which the disease appeared in epidemic foim‘. 
Influenza also was unitsually prevalent, and is said to be responsible to groat 
extent for the increase in diseases of the respiratory organs. The number of 
small'pox cases rose from 164 to 185. 

11. Surgical operations .—The division of surgical operations into major 
and minor has for the first time been replaced by the classification unaer 
“principal” and “ secondary,” the number of patients operated on bein^ also 
indicated. During the year there were 122,187 principal and 1,880 secondary 
operations performed, against a total 119,776 for both major and minor opera¬ 
tions in 181^5. The number of persons operated on is the same as the nmnber 
of principal operations: of these, 115,291 were cured, 5,207 were relieved, and 
224 died. The more important operations numbered 3,262, of which 2,567 
were extractions of the lens. The following officers perfonned more than 100 


operations for cataract:—

12. Sex and class of patients .—Tho number of males treated shows an 
increase of 149,747, while the number of female patients rose from 398,994 to 
423,238. The steady rise in the number of female treated during the past few 
years is very satisfactory, and the Inspector-General says that their number 
will doubtless further increase when proper separate accommodation is provided 
for their treatment. The number of children -admitted also increased from 
626,999 to 657,839. The daily average sttendanoe of women and children as 
in-door patients shows a slight decrease, while that of men rose from 56*71 to 
57*75. There was an increase of 109,585 in the number 

treated, and of 92,035 in the number of Hindus.

Including opening balance of Rs. 25,497, the total income of fbo dittpen- 
saries amounted to Ha. 8,55,320 against Ra. 7,77^49 in 1805, when the 
opening balance waa Ra. 23,154. The net increase w»6 therefore Ra. 75,728, 
which 18 accounted for chiefly by increased contiibuiaons from mtmicipal and 
other local bodies under which head there is an advance from Rs. 3,^9,772 to 
Rs. 4,28,735. Sohacriptions from Europeans and Natives amounted to 
Rs. 2,52,277, or 29*49 per cent, of tho total income, against Rs. 2,23,9#<9, 
or 28’82 iier cent, in 1895. Government contributed Rs. 282 less than in the 
preceding year. I’hc amount received aa interest on investment rfell by 
Ra. 7,551, but the decrease is nominal, since in 1895 interest for 18 months was 
drawn, owing to the delay in tho conversion of the 4 per cent. Government 
securities, and in 1896 interest for 12 months only was received. Receipts 
frohi paying patients increased from Rs 1,558 in 1895 to Rs.> 1,930. 

14. Expenditure .—Deducting the amount invested, the total expenditure 
rose from JRs, 7,2C[,600 to Rs. 7,87,654, owing chiefly to tho increase in the 
number of dispensaries and of patients treated. I'he chief item of increase was 
establishment, due to the opening of new dispensaries in 1895 and in the past 
year, but the building charges also rose b^ Ks. 26,687, and the cost of Europe 
medicines by Rs. 1,743. 'i he total cost of diet rose from Rs. 68,818 to 
Rs. 78,222, and the average cost of the daily diet of a patient from 1 anna 
10 pics to 2 annas, owing, it is said, to tho rise in tho price of food>grains. 
It is satisfactory to observe that after meeting all these increased chaises a sum 
of Rs. 41,818 was invested^ daring the year against Rs. 30,311 in 1895, and 
the year mosed with a cash balance of Rs. 25,947. 

15. The office of Inspector-General of Ckvil Hospitals was held by Surgeon- 
Oolopel J. O. Ross during the year, with the exception of the. period from the 
JS^th January to the 8th May, when Surgeon-Colonel Hutcheson officiated for 
him. . The Meutenant-Govemor’s thanks are due to Dr. Ross for the active 
inte^e8t taken him, in spite of ill-health which has since compelled him to 
retire in tike Isaprovement of dispensary administration in this Province.

2. Tht-re was a decline in ‘the value lx)th of the stores received and issued 
from the Stationery Oflice, and in that of the stores in stock nt the end of 
the year. Tlie value of imported stores received in 189i>-96 was calcu¬ 
lated by adding a consolidated percentage for exchange and freight, «S:c., to 
the invoiced prices of the stores taken at two shillings per rupee, while the 
value of the stores received in 1896-97 was, as laid down in the Government 
liesolution on the Report for 1894-95, calculated at the official rate of exchange 
for the year, 15 per cent, on tlie converted value for freight, packing and 
other incidental charges, and therefore no proper conaparison can be made 
between the figures representing the total value of the stores received and 
issued during those years. Calculated on the new method, the value of the 
imported stores received in 1895-96 w'ould amount to Ks. 4,57,886, showing a 
deci’ease of Rs. 93,765 as compared with the previous year. 

3. The decrease in the receipts was mainly due to a falling bff of 
Rs. 1,78,584 in the value of English .articles obtained from the India Office, and 
of country-made paper and country-made miscellaneous articles purchased 
locally. Imported articles, which vary from year to year according to the 
estimated requirements of the officers indenting for thorn, show a decrease 
of Rs. 66,726. There was a decline of Rs. 79,302 in the value oi country- 
made paper, which is attributed to a reduction in the rates charged by the 
local Mills, and to a falling off in the demands of the Printing Presses directly 
imder the Government of India, the Governments of the Paujab, Burma 
and the North-Western Provinces and Oudh, and also in the demands of the 
Postal Press at Aligarh. The falling off of Ks, 32,557 in the value of oountrje* 
made miscellaneous articles, was due to smaller purchases of China ink, writing, 
materials, miscellaneous articles and binding materials, while the value of 
English articloB locally purchased decreased by nearly one-half. 

4. ‘ The issues to Local Governments, including‘vernacular Departments, 
show a net decrease of Rs. 1,08,991. The largest reduction, amounting to 
Rs. 1,10,214, took place in the supplies to the North-Western Provinces and 
Gndh ; while amall increases occurred in the issues totBenj^al, Awam and 
Upper Bimna. T&e value of stationery consumed by the Officers and Depart¬ 
ments of the Gov^nment of IndBi fell off by Rs. 65,369. An explanation o£ 
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these fluot^ation8 will be contained in the reports which the Superintendent 
sabmits to the several Local Governments and to tbs Government of India. ’ ‘ 

5 . The value of the stores in stock at the close of the year, though 
showings a decrease of Rs. 49,720 as compared with 1895*96, was still in 
excess of the average consumption for three months. In reference to the 
remarks' made in paragraph 4 pf the Resolution of last year^ the Superin* 
tendent observer that it is not possible to so reduce the closing balance as not 
.to exceed that average, because the supply of "English goods for thp following 
year 'begins to arrive in September, and continues to come in till March, 
so that at the end of the year, there must always be a larger stock of 
English stores than would represent three months" consumption. The Lieu¬ 
tenant-Governor is pleased to learn that the stock of country-made articles at 
the close of the year did not exceed two months’ consumption 

6 . The supply of water-marked paper for use with adhesive Court-fee 
stamps fell off by 797 reams, and Its value by Rs. *2,590. A decrease occuiTed 
in Bengal and the Central I’rovincos; while Assam, the Pan jab, the Hyderabad 
Assigned Districts, and the Native States in Orissa show an increase. Since 
the close of the year, the Government of the North-Western Provinces and 
Oudii has begun to make use of this paper. 

7. The income and expenditure of the Stationery Department amomited 
to Rs. 5,044 a;id Rs. 1,03,604, against Rs. 4,G5o and Rs. 1,04,483, respectively, 
in 1895-90. The advance in the receipts was mainly due to a larger realisa¬ 
tion of the 10 per cent, commission on the sale of stationery supplied on pay¬ 
ment, a larger ^juantity being thus sold during the year, while the decrease in 
•the charges is chiefly attributable to a falling off in the amount paid on 
account of freight. The decrease in the expenditure under the last-named 
head was mainly caused by the despatch of fewer packages by steamer to the 
State Railways in Bombay and to tho East Coast Railway in Madras, and 
by the fact that a stnnller quantity of paper was sent from the Mills to the 
Presses in tho North-Western Provinces and Oudh, the Pan jab, and the Postal 
Press at Aligarh. Tl»e increase of Rs. 2,361 under “ Landing and shipping 
charges” is accounted for by the adjustment of some of tho charges under 
this heading by the Accountant-General against the contingent grant of the 
Superintendent’s office. 

8 . The total value of the different articles of stationery issued, exclusive 
of deficiencies in stock-taking and miscellaneous adjustments, amounted to 
Rs, 24,71,183, against Rs. 25.92,587, showing a decrease of Rs. 1,21,4Q4, which 
is attribu^ble chiefly to a falling off in the demands of the i’resses, and to a 
I’eductioii in the rates for country-made paper. The largest tlecreases occurred 
under writing paper (Rs, 48,123), printing paper (Rs. 99,804) and leather 
(Rs. 12,357). On tho other hand, there is a noticeable increase under coloured 
paper (Rs. 10,105), blank books (Rs. 8,142), and “other articles” (Rs. 16,502). 
Tho largest reduction in the requirements of the Printing Presses oticurred 
in the North-Western Provinces and Oudh, where there was a decrease of 9,152 
reams, valued at Rs. 1,10,919. In Ben^l, there was a falling off in quantity 
of 1,256 reams, but the value rose by Ks. 7,059, on account of some of the 
descriptions of paper supplied being of a special size and of greater weight. 

9. In accordance with the instinictions contained in paragraph 4 of the 
Resolution of tho Government of India, Finance and Commerce Department, 
No. 371 S.R., dated 22nd January 1895, two statements have been appended 
to the present Report, showing the papers and miscellaneous articles ot Indian 
manufacture substituted for those of European-niake, with tho financial results 
obtained- From theso statements it appears that the substitution of country- 
nmde paper and miscellaneous articles resulted in a net gain during the year 
of Rs. 1,98,116 in the case of paper, and of Rs. 8,986 in the case of other 
articles. A saving was effected in all the different descriptions of paper, except 
in the kinds known as white printing, white cartridge and coloured mottled 
grey, Hinder which a loss is shown of Rs. 14,551, notwithstanding tho fact thtft 
the rates of white printing and white cartridge paper wore reduced by the 
local Mills during the year. The Lieutenant-Governor dosires that, before 
entering into ooqtracts with the local Mills for tho supply of papers of 
these aesqriptions during 1893-99, the Standing Committee appointed to

consider the questions that may arise in connection u^th the substitution 
of oountry*niaae for ^nglidi statione^, and with the settling of eontiaots 
for Indian-made stationery, will decide whether these papers should not.be 
obtained from England, unless the Mill-owners are prepared to reduce the rates 
sufficiently to ensure Government against loss. 

10. The supply of Eewspa^rs and Periodicals through the Stationery 
Office continued to work well, llioro was a decrease of 130 in* the number of 
newspapers supplied during the year, but books and periodicals show an 
advance of 1,998 and 97, respectively. The total payment on account of news* 
papers and periodicals amcunted to Ks. 1,20',-^24, against Ks. 1,00,671 in 1895*96, 
showing an increase of Ks. 13,653. The excess expenditure was incurred 
mainly by the Government of the Pan jab, the Home Department of the Go* 
vmnment of India and the Government of Bengal. 

11. The details of the work in the Form Branch will, as usual, be given 
in the Report on the consumption of stationery by the various Officers under 
the Government of Bengal, and will be reviewed when that Report is 
received The total receipts and issues of standard and special forms, exclus¬ 
ive of the Survey and Settlement forms printed and supplied direct by the 
Superintendent of Government Printing, Bengal, show a considerable decrease, 
as compared with the previous year. The falling off in the receipts is 
attributed to the fact that a large nnmber of High Court Civil Process lorms, 
which were not due till 1896-97, wore received in 1895-96, and that several 
other forms, which were due last year, were not received until after its 
close. The decline in the issues was less marked than in the previous year, 
but was still considerable, in view of the heavy demands for famine forms. 

12. The Receipts and Charges of the Form Branch amounted to Rs. 36,757 
and Rs. 48,578, against Rs. 37,084 and Rs. 47,746 in 1895-96. The 

in the Receipts was mainly due to a smaller demand for forms by the local 
funds in Bengal and Assam, while tho increase in the Charges is attributable 
to increments of salaries, payment of grain com})on8atiou allowance to menials, 
and the entertainment of au extra establishment for the removal of forms to 
the new building. 

13. The Laeutenant-Govemor notices, with satisfaction, that an important 
change was introduced during the year under review in the system of checking 
indents. It was decided by the Board of Revenue that demands by Officers 
over 10 per cent, of the number of forms previously supplied to them are not 
to bo allowed without satisfactory explanations, and a memorandum of questions 
was compRed for the purpose of obtaining the necessary explanations. This 
measure is said to have already effected a large saving in all classes of forms. 

14. The acknowledgments of the Laeutenant-Govemor are due to 
Mr. Beames, who held the office of tho Superintendent of Stationery througB- 
ont the year, for his administration of the Deportment.

1897 amounted to only 768 owts., wdnst 6,656 owts. in the 
“ “ “ oorresponding period of last year. The shipments for Bombay 

were 341 owts., against 4,760 owts. in the second week of September 1896. Owing chiefly to 
the despatch of 1,481 owts. to Bangooh and 600 owts. to Madras, against nil in both oases in 
the same period in 1896, the t^e in wheat showed an improvement of 2,251 owts. The 
exports of gram and pulses, however, were less by nearly one^li, viz., irom. 34,661 owts. to 
17,791 owts., the deorease ^ing due to the absence of oonsignmonts to Bombay, whidi drew 
23,264 owts. in the seoond week of September 18g6, and to a deorease in the quantity sent to 
Madras from 3,243 owts. to only 617 c^s.

Mb. C. R. Mabindin was in charjgd 6f the Division from the Ist April to the 
Ist July 1896, and again from the 2nd August to 9th December, Mr. Toynbee 
holding charge in the interval. 

Mr. A. h orbea, by whom the reficil is submitted, assumed charge on the 
9th December, and retained it for the rert of the year. 

Messrs.* Streatfeild, Herald and Bompas were in charge, respectively, of 
the Lohardaga, llazaiibagh and Singhbhum districts throughout the year. 
There were‘three changes of District Officers in the Manbhum, and two in the 
Palamau district during the course of the year. 

2. 'Jours anti inspections. —Mr. Marindin spent 31, Mr. / Toynbee 31, and 
Mr. Forbes 35 days on tour. 

Of the District Officers, Mr. Streatfeild was 122, Mr. Herald 117, and 
Mr. Ronmas 114 days on tour. Mr. Cargill, who was in charge of the Palamau 
district auring the hot weather aad rains, spent 75 days on tour; while 
Mr. Renny, who was in charge of the same district during the cold weather, 
was absent from head quarters only 41 days. This is to be regretted, seeing 
that the reports on the scarcity in his district were of a very alarmist character, 
which would have probably been modified had he made himself thoroughly 
acquainted with the actual facts by more protracted touring in the mufassal. 
The proscribed inspections of district offices and treasuries were made by the 
Commissioner and District Officers, except those of the district office of Ranchi 
and the treasury at Daltonganj by the Commissioner, and of the district 
treasury at Mtttibhum by the Deputy Commissioner. The extent •to which 
Wards’ and Government estate-s were inspected and their accounts examined 
by District and Subdivisional Officers has not been mentioned. 

3. Weather and crops,public health, material condition of the people. —The total 
‘rainfall was somewhat in excess of the normal in Singhbhum and Hazaribagb, 

whilo in iKihardaga, Palamau and Manbhum there was a marked deficiency, 
but everywhere it was badly distiibuted. The ante-monsoon showers which 
enable the lands to lie prepared for the avs rice and hhadoi crops were short in 
some districts and failed in others, in April and Mav, thus retarding the sowing 
and germination of those crops. In Jifne the rainfall was excessive. In August 
the monsoon rains were short; they unexpectedly dwindled away in Septem¬ 
ber, and in October the Hathiya rains failed altogether, thus causing failure of 
the winter rice crop. 

As the Cofnmissioner remarks, a more hurtful distribution of rainfall, 
with effects more disastrous, cannot well be imagined. The results were 
that the outturn of the hhadoi crops was about 10 annas in Palamau and 
8 to 8^ annas olsowhere, that the winter rice yielded only 5 annas in Palamau, 
7 annas in Manbhum, 8 annas in Hazaribagh, and about XO annas in Singbhum. 
The rahimropg were alsd odhtracted in area and deficient in outtiajm,' while 
•the flower of' the mohaa tree, which is an iaii|mrtant source of food-sup}^ 
this Division, was damaged by seveare storms^^ wind and rain at the ‘mtEt 
oritioal time^ and yielded only an outturn of from 6 to 12 annas in ^e diffeiseAt 
districts. The opium, tobacco, jnte and oilseed oropa^ ere also seriously short 
df the average. 

In %e preening year the crops iTere likewise poor, being <acdy a|^t H^hs, 
while ^6 yabr before again they vrere about ^tbs of the full avconi^. Prioea 
df ioio^-^ams ruled unprecedented h%h in 1806-97, that of common 3rioa 
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haying more than doubled within the past two years, while the wages of labour 
showed a tendency to decrease rather than the reverse. Publio health was on 
the whole somewhat worse than in the preceding year. The sCommissioner 
infers from these premises that the condition of the p^ple of this Division 
was worse during the year under review than in the famine year of 1874, or in 
any subsequent year smee that time, and the Liieutenant-Govemor is inclined 
to agree with him. 

But on the other hand, the year was not altogether without some consolatory 
features. Though all the relief that was required was given, so that no deaths 
from starvation occuried, yet the State expenditure that was found to bo neces¬ 
sary was far less than in the famine of 1874. Private trade did or all but 
all, that was required to supply the food wants of the people in these the most 
remote and inaccessible districts of these Provinces, and tlie receipts from 
excise, stamps and income-tax increased, while there was but little addition to 
the reported number of offences against person and property. If, notwithstand¬ 
ing the most formidable combination of adverse circumstances that can, as the 
Commissioner says, bo imagined, tlie people of this Division could spend more 
than nine lakhs of rupees on license foes for country spirits, while the total 
amount of the land revenue is . only half that sum, they cannot have been 
reduced to great extremities; and if they could pull through such a year as 
the present with so little help from the State, it may be reasonably hoped, as 
time goes on, as education spreads, and as communications are opened up and 
the resources of the Division are developed, that its population will have a 
happier future before them. It would also appear from the facts mentioned 
that the Division has advanced in capacity to meet calamities of season and 
in general prosperity during tlic past quarter of a century. 

4. Emigration and Jmmigration. —One of the effects of the prevailing 
scarcity was that there was an increase in the nurnber of registered emigrants 
from 15,3r)0 in I8y.j-9G to 22,U90 in 1890-97. The increase took place in all 
districts except Sfanbhum, from which a larger number of coolies went to the 
labour districts as free emigrants. Immigration w'as confined to coolies from 
Bihar and the North-Western Provinces, who came to labour in the collieries ‘ 
in the Gobindpur subdivision, and to coolies employed on the railway lines. 

6. Manvfavturcs, Mine», ^c .— The cliief articles of manufacture in the Divi¬ 
sion are—lac, tea, tussur silk, cloths, soapstone, bowls and plates. The year was 
unfavourable to the lac indurtry. The total outturn was 4,900 maunds, valued 
at Rs. 23,000, against 9,000 maunds, valued at IJs, 1,40,080 in 1805. 

The weather was also unfavourable to tea. In Lohardaga, of 23 gardens 
at work, 22 furnished returns, which show that the outturn fell from 1,110,312 
pounds in 1895 to 58G,5'..'4 pounds in 1896-97. 

6. Coal-mines. —There is a large number of coal mines in the Gobind¬ 
pur subdivision. The industry received a considerable chock during the year 
owing to'the dulness of the coal market, and-no less than 40 of the collieries 
stopped work. The output in 189G was 1,229,985 tons, against 1,914,843 tons 
in the preceding year. 

Dr. Saise’s report on the coal-fields in Palamau shows tkat there is a laxge 
quantity of good useful coal fit for locomotive and steaming purposes, for briok- 
burning and lime-buining, available in that district at comparatively shallow 
depths. 

7. Trade and Commerce .—The statistics of trade and commerce i&ow, 
as might be expected, a large increase in tho imports and a decrease in the 
exports of food-stuffs, except in Singbbhum, where the ^ops were comparative¬ 
ly good. 

8. Civ^ Justice. —There was a small decrease 'in ‘the number of ordinary * 
^eivil suits and an increase in the number of Small Cause Court suits- T!he 

number of witnesses detained for more than two days increased from 9*9 to 
IQ-S per cent. . 

The number of cases disposed of by Munsifs was 6,328, against 6,149 in - 
the preceding year. The number of witnesses detoinod for ipiore thw two 
days was 9‘2 per cent, against 10*8 in the preceding year. , 

The Lieut^iant-Govemor regrets to observe that 6^09 pdr cent* of ‘ 
witnesses in rant were detained lor mc«e than two da^Sy agfiin|t^,3*7 pieir 
cent, in 11S95. Noexplanation baebepn famished* • ^ 
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9. ' Crime.—There was an increase in oogmzable Clime of 598 cases from* 
8,301 in 1895>96 to 8,899 in 1896-97, and of 588 cases, from 4,131 to 4^719, 
in non-oognizabl^ offences. The increase is attzibuted partly to high prices 
and scarcity and partly' to better reporting. It is obserred, however, that the 
increase in cognizable crime was proportionately greater in Singhbhum, where 
there was no dittross, than in Manbhum, where it was severe, while crijnc of 
this class actually decreased in Lohardaga. The results of sessions trials 
show a-percentage of 72*2 convictions against 68 4 in 1895. The percent¬ 
age of witnesses detained for more than two days by Stipendiary Magistrates 
was 5*6 against 5*08 in 1895. There is room for improvement in this matter, 
especially in Lohardaga and Gobindpur. 

Honorary- Magistrates detained only^ 4*5 per cent, of tho ■witnesses brought 
. before them for more than two days against 12'2 per cent, in the preceding 
year, and here again the largest ratio of detentions was in Gobindpur and 
Lohardaga. 

10. Land Revenue Administration .—Though this division has an area of 
nearly 27,000 square miles, and a population of more than 4^ millions, yet the 
total annual cuirent land revenue demand is only four lakhs and sixteen 
thousand mpeesy a sum which, as already remarked, is less than half the volun¬ 
tary outlay of the people on the Goverament duty on country spirits. The 
land revenue yields aMut one-third of an anna per acre, and ono-and-a 
half annas per head of the population, and equals only about one-fourteenth 
part of the rent. If, ns some authorities maintain, a permanent settlement 
aad a light assessment of land revenue ensure the prosperity and contentment 
of the people, the inhabitants of Chota Nagpur should be conspicuoTjsly happy 
in both of, these re.spects, but on the contrary they are in fact notoriously 
poorer than tho population of any other part of these provinces, except 
perhaps Behar, and agrarian discontent is so rife in most of the districts of the 
division that it has recently been found necessary to pass a special Act to cope 
with it. 


^ With so trifling an amount of land revenue to be realised, it is no matter 
for surprise that the collections are generally good, though in the year under 
review they fell short owing to tho poor outturn of the crops. The total current 
collections amounted to Rs. 3,74,642 against Rs. 3,89,729 in 1895-96, and the 
percentage of collection to demand from 95’7 to 90*02. The percentages of 
collections on demand in Hazaribagh, Lohardaga and Palamau fell from 99*71, 
96*44 and 83*33 to 97*89,99*76 and 66*51, respectively. 

11, Road Cess, Certificates, ^c .—Owing to the lowness of the revenue as 
compared with the rents of the division, the road cess demand, current and 
arrear, was very nearly as high as the land revenue demand, the former being 
' .Rs. 4,22,780, and the latter Rs. 4,34,401. The road cess collections amounted 
to Rs. 3,42,789. The Lieutenant-Governor notices with pleasure that there was 
a marked falling off in tho number of certificate cases instituted. 

1*2. Wards’ and Attached Estates. —Th^re were 71 wards and encumbered 
estates under tho management of Government officers, against 62 in the prece¬ 
ding year. 

The total demand of these estates, current and arrear, was Rs. 12,88,523, 
and tho total collections Rs. 6,52,225, or 50*6 per cent, of the demand. The 
eollectionB were good in Singhbhum and Lohardaga, and, like those of land 
revenue, bad in Palamau. The total amount expended from funds of yrards’ 
and encumbered estates on improvements of the properties was only Rs. 10,266, 
or less'tban 1 por cent, on tho demand, and than 2 per cent, on the collections. 

The Lieutenant-Governor is aware that many of those estates are involved 
in debt, and that they cannot'aflfbrd a large outlay on improvements, but His 
Hontfnr would again called the attention of managers and other local officers to 
the fiot that if it be incumbent on Government to pay off with reasonable 
expedition the debts of spendthrift proprietors whose estates it undertakes to • 
manure, the duty is still more imperatively imposed on it to see that these pro¬ 
perties are -proparly managed, and that a fair share of the income is expenaed 
for the improvem^t jof the estates, and to the benefit of the tenantry and of 
tte dxAtaam proprierors. . « . . 

ltd. JbotVs, StamMf /neoms-tor.—There was an increase in the excise 
jraveaneamoiintml^ to Bs. 50,361, inspiteof badcrops. Theinorease wasshared 
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by all districts except Palamau, and the Commissioner has made ho attempt to 
explain it. It is partly, normal, following still larger increases of Rs. 78,105 
and Bs. 70,830 in the two preceding years, and may be partly dne to better 
settlements and more effectual prevention of smuggling, but still the facts that 
there w&s an increase and that the excise revenue is more than double the land 
revenue indicate, as above remarked, that the people cannot generally have been 
reduced'to a state of extreme poverty. 

There was also an increase of Rs. 16,185 in the stamp revenue, which 
is attributed to an increase in the number of documents executed owing- to 
high prices and other special causes. The income-tax returns likewise show 
a smml increase of Rs. 7,838, which is assigned to the discovery of new, 
assessees and to the assessment of contractors and others working on the new 
Cuttack-Midnapore-Oalcutta extension of the Bengal-Nagpur Railway. 

14. Communications, —The earthwork of the Sini-Miduapore Railway was 
almost completed, and tho Baroon-Palamau branch of the Mogalserai Railway 
was sanctioned during the year. 

The Grand Trunk Road and other important roads, which aro maintained 
by the Public Works Department, are reported to have been generally kept in 
fair order. 

The Deputy Commissioner of Palamau complains^ that there is no other 
district in Bengal in which roads have been so neglect^ for want of funds; he 
took the opportunity of the famine to repair some roads and to open out others, 
but thinks that they will be of little use unless Government comes forward, 
after the famine is over, to help with funds for tho construction of bridges. 
ConSidei'ing that the total land revenue of his district is little more than a lakh 
of rupees, its claim to help from funds collected from other parts of the Province 
is not a very strong one. 

15. Education .—The number of public schools in tho Division fell from 
2,812 to 2,674, and of pupils from 76,277 to 74,909. The decrease occurred 
chiefly in primary schools, especially in Lohardaga, and is attributed in that 
district partly to the failure of the crops and consequent “ withdrawal of l<Kjal 
support,” and partly to the District Officer having “ set his face against the 
multiplication of schools in one village and the continuance of schools in places, 
or on standards of education, in which they had no reasonable chance of 
success,” 

iBiducation is very backward in this Division; only ono boy in every five of 
a school-going age is at school; and whatever tho cause of the decline in numbers 
during the year 1895-96 may have been, the result itself is to be deplored. 
The famine cannot, in tho Lieutenant-Governor’s opinion, have had much to do 
with the matter, for the numbers of pupils increased in Palamau and Manbhum, 
where the distress was most severe, while they fell off in Singhbhum, where 
there was no distress. 

Though the numbers of pujjils decreased, the cost of education rose from 
Rs. 3,67,018 to Rs. 3,59,303. 

16. Dispensaries attd JJaspi^ls.—^l^hei number of dispensaries maintained 
was 18 against 17 in the previous year, one new dispensary having been opened 
at his own cost by Rai Gobinda Prasad Singh Bahadur, zamindar of Kanka. 
The inmates of the leper asylum at Purulia, which is under the German 
Evangelical Lutheran linssion, are said to have increased largely owing to an 
influx of famine-stricken lepers. 

A new zanana hospital was opened at Ranchi after the close of the year, 
and the numbers of out-door patients treated in the zanana hospiW at 
Hazaribagh increased from 1,273 in 1895-96 to 1^726 in 1896-97. 

17. Local Self-Government InsUtuUons .—^The Local Self-Government Adt 
is not in force in the Division, but Mr. Forbes thinks that in certain mitten &e' 
administration would be strengthened and improved by the introduction of it. 
The Municipalitios and District Road Committees are reported to have generally 
worked' well. 

18. State of Public Feeling. —In Hazaribagh the Deputy Commissiimer 
says the people Imow and care nothing of affairs beyond the boundaries of their 
own v^ages. In Lohardaga there was some bad feeling bet-^en Hindns and 
Muhammadans in connection with a Bakr-Id disturbance, but it has coi|g>letdiy 
subsided. In BUldooian the people, high and low, are said to> be as aa oaa

III.—WEATHEB AND CBOPS. 


17. In order to illustrate the general character of the weather and the 
effect on the crops I have had the following statement prepared, showing the 
actual as compared with the normal rainfall, month by month, in e^h district. 
The figures of rainfall from May to October inclusive are taken from the 
Appendix to the Final Report of the Director of the Department of Land 
Records and Agriculture on the winter rice crop of Bengal, dated 8th December 
1896, which differ slightly from those given in the Calcutta Gazette^ and are, 
presume, more correct than the latter. For the remaining months the figures 
are those of the Calcutta Gazette :— 
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1$. It will be seen that the total rainfall for the year was considerably in 
excess of the normal in Singhbhuiu and slightly in excess in Hazaribagh, 
while in Lohardaga, Pala^au, and Manbhum there was a marked deficiency. 
Taking the Division as a whole, there was more rain than in the preceding year, 
and but a slight falling off from the normal. But the distribution of the rain 
was, as regards localities, capricious, and in respect of seasons most untimely 
and disa.strou8. The an/t^-monsoon showers in April and May, which enable the 
lands to be prepared for the aus paddy and ether hhadoi crops, fell in less .than 
half their usual quantity, and in some places were entirely wanting, with the 
consequence that sowings were 'evciywhere seriously retarded and germination 
of the seed impaired. Following this, in June in all the districts (except 
Palamau) and in July in Hazariba^ and Singhbhum, the fall was excessive, and 
this—detrimental, as is well known, to even healthy bhadoi-—dxdL more harm 
than good to the weakly crops. So far, however, there appeared little need of 
apprehension, for the heavy rain in June and July aug^ed well for the prinoi* 
pa! crop of the year, viz., the winter rice. But in August, and in a still more 
marked manner in September, the monsoon unexpectedly withned away, 
while in October the hateya rains entirely failed. Such of the hhadoi as 
survived the heavy rain of June and Jufy now ^11. off from want of sustenanoe,* 
while the winter rice, except on the low lands, was doomed before it came into 
ear. A more hurtful distribution of the rainfall, with results so disastrous, 

, not well be imagined. The outturn of hhadoi proved best in . Palamau, where 
the fall in June and July had been considmebly less than elsewhere, the yield 
there being estimated at 10 annas. In the other districts the crop was only an 
8 annas to an 8]| annas one. The winter rice, on tho other hiUra, fiued worse 
in Palkmau than in tho other districts—the shrinkage in the runs having oobi- *‘ 
menoed there in Ji4yf'€Ai^!ler than elsewhere—giving, in tiin district, onlyu 
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5 annas’ outturn. In Manbhum the estimated yield was.7 annas; inHazaribagh 
and Loharddga Saunas; while in Sioghbhum alone did it reach 10 annas. 
Thl» unfavourable result in Lohardaga is, according to the D^uty* Commis¬ 
sioner, partly accounted for by a peculiar local custom among the Kols, which is 
thus described by Mr. Streatfeild— 

*' Owiug to rain (viz., the lasiT fall, in the middle of September) having fallen before 
the Karma Puja (a Kol agricultural festival), the water was, according to local custom, 
sUowed to run off the fields instead of being kept in. Had this rain been thre» days later, 
or had the Karma Puja not happened to be late owing to the doubling of the month of Jeyty 
the water would have been preserved, with, I believe, the result that the upland crops would 
have been considerably better than they turned out. As it was, the crop on the high lands 
tras a very poor one indeed, though in the low lands, which bear the heaviest crops, it 
iras fair.’*^ * 

19. But the misfortunes of the cultivators did not end with the loss of their 
hhadoi a\id rice crops. The untimely cessation of the monsoon, and especially the 
absence of rain in October, left hardly any moisture in the soil for the rabi sow¬ 
ings, which wCte, in consequence, everywhere much contracted in area. Thus 
Mr. Herald estimates that in Hazaribagh they were only one-fourth of their 
usual extent. There was fortunately an unexpected and mirly good fall of rain 
towards the find of November, and this was taken full advantage of for later 
sowings; and it agqjn was followed by another good fall between Christmas 
and New Year’s .Day* as well as by favourable showers in February and 
March. But tlicse later sowings, being unseasonable, gave, as usual, but 
poor results, and very far from compensated for tho deficiency in the original 
area of the regular crop. The Deputy Commissioner of Palamau states that 
a fair yield w'as obtained only from the crops sown in the bed^ of reservoirs 
from which the water had been drained off to irrigate the winter rice in the 
adjacent fields. In the result the estimates are—in Hazaribagh, a 10 annas’ 
crop, in Palamau 6f annas, in Lohardaga and Singhbbum 6 annas, and 
in Manbhum only 6 annas. However, this is not, fortunately, in this Division 
% crop of relatively great importance, except in Palamau, the areas under it 
in the' other districts being, comparatively speaking, small. A much more 
important <;rop> ^ ^ food staple, in tho districts of this Division is the flower 
of tho mohwa tree, which is gathered in March and April. This in all the 
districts promised to bo a full crop until towards the end of March, when 
several severe storms of wind and rain caused a deal of damage to it, just at 
s critical time when tho trees wore coming into full bearing. In the result 
the estimates give a 6 annas’ outturn in Palamau, 8 annas in Manbhum, and 
from 10 to 12 annas in tho other throe distrJ^s. Added to this disappoiut- 
ment the mango crop, which usually provides a very sensible addition to' -the 
general food-supply, has been in all the districts an absolute failure, the blos¬ 
soms having been entirely destroyed by the inclement weather, mentioned 
above, in March. Opium, which is only grown in Hazaribagh and Palamau, 
fared somewhat better, tho outturn being 14 annas in the former and 13 annaj* 
in the latter district, as compared with ^ annas and 13 annas in the previous 
yesuc. Sugarcane, on tho whole, did badly, being a three-fourths crop in Hazari¬ 
bagh and Palamau and only a half crop in the other three districts. Tobacco 
jute were not less uniortunate with an average 8 annas’ outturn, while 
oilseeds did still worse with an average yield of under 6^ annas. The lac 
season as noticed in paragraph 46 of this report, was also an especially poor 
one, both as regards outturn and prices. 

Altogether the psuit year has been, for the rural population, about the worst 
experienced in this Division within the memory of the inhabitants. 


IV.— PUBLIC HEALTH. 

20. The past year was on the whole less healthy than its predeoessor, 
and total number of reported deaths from all causes was consequently 
pfflu eh There were more deaths from cholera, small-pox, and fever in 

almost aH^ tlm districts, while in Hazaribagh and Palamau a considerable 
number of deaths from the last*mentioned cause was^ due to fever combiued. 
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with influenza* Cholera prevailed more or less in all the districts, notah^ in 
Hazaribagh and Manbhum, and was epidemic in thanas^ Purulia, Bt^huna^pur, 
Barabhund, Gouran^dih, Chas, Topechanchi, and Jharia. It was worst in The 
months of April, May, June, and July. In the other districts the cases were 
mostly sporaaic in their nature. Cholera inoculation was fOr the first time tried 
in thw Division, viz., in the district of Manbhum, where 523 persons were 
inoculated in the villages aflectod with the disease with very satisfactory 
results. Small-pox was rather "bad in thanas Dhunwar and Kharagdiha in 
the Hazaribagh district, where the Deputy Commissioner, Mr. Herald, advocates 
the introduction of the Compulsory vaccination Act. As usual the largest 
number of deaths reported was due to fever, but it is believed that under 
this bead many other diseases are reported. In Palamau a bad type of 
remittent fever with diarrhoea or dysentery prevailed in file town of Dalton- 
ganj during the rains. 

The following table compares the number of reported deaths from the 
several causes during the past three years:—

V.—MATERIAL CONDITION OF THE PEOPLE. 

21. The circumstances from year to year of the people in an agrarian 
tract of country depend necessarily upon tho agricuRural results. These 
for the paH year have been described in a previous section oli this report. 
1 have attempted further to illustrate the comparative results, in recoct of 
the food'SnpplT, during the past and three previous years in tibie fouowiiig 
table. The calculations do not pretend to any mathematical exactness.' It is 
assumed (1^ that-tbo j^aro of the total food-supply of each dnitriot obtained 
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from each crop is in jproportion to the area under that oiop, and (3) that thei 
totol area of ^tivauon m each of the four years fehown in the atatemmit. was 
fairly constant. ^ regard to the latter aasumption, it may be explained t^atr the 
statement nres results for the calendar and not for the official year, so that the 
ra3» crop shown under the year 1806, in columns 5 and 9, was the rehf which 
was cut in^Marc^ and April 1896, *and not the rabi of the cracial year *1896-97, 
referred to in paragraph 19 of tins report.

Taking the four most weoted districts, vix., 
fiaaariMgh, Falamau, Lohardaga, and Manbhum, we find tjhAt while in the 
two veaxa 1893 and 1894 the total food'Snpply averaged .13*53 annas of a full 
supply (ue.f if all the three principal (rops had been foil crops), in 1895 it was 
reduced to 10*90 annas of a full supply, and in 1896 to only 7*77 annas of that 

a nantity. In other words, while in tbe two first years the total food-supply feU 
[lort of a full supply by only 15*5 per cent, the deficiency in 1895 amounted 
to 31*9 per cent, and was immediately followed by a stul more serious defi¬ 
ciency of 51*4 per cent, in 1896. It needs no demonstration to show how very 
seriously affected the general population of the above four districts must Wve 
become by the end of the second of the last two years; and at the present 
moment their condition has been still further impaired by the Reappointing 
outturn of the rabi and mokwa of 1897. 

23. The year with which the present best bears comparison is the famine 
year 1873-74. Each year, 1873-74 and 1896-97, succeeded a year of short crops. 
The rainfall during the months April—October in each year compares with the 
normal as under:—

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24. It will be seen that in both years the rainfall was extremely irregular 
and unevenly distributed; and although, owing to tbe short fall in June 1873, 
the year 1896 would appear to have had the advantage up to the beginning of 
September, yet in the end, owing to tbe abrupt stoppage of the monsoon in 
the middle of that month in 1896, and to tbe entire absence of rain in October, 
the year 1896-97 fared worse on the whole than did 1878-74. The outturns of 
the crops during the two years oompare as under:— .

so that alffiottgh the bhadoi was probably scmewhat better in 1896-97 than 
in 1878-74, yet the principal crop, viz., tbe vrinter jw, was, ezoept in Siiigh- 
bhnm, dedldedly worse. Moreover—and this is an important matter in these 
districts—while in 1874 the mokwu crop was a lumper and the mango crop at 
least an average one, the former in 18^ has riven, at most, a ten annas* out¬ 
turn, and the latter has been a complete failure. Again, the lac busiiieis in 
187^74 was vray active and the yield unusually good, while in. the present year 
the opposite has been the case. 

25. I think, therefore, that th^ can be little doubt that the pecmle were, 
va the whrie. somewhat worse off in 1896-97 than duriog the famine of 28 
years ago, W there can also be^no douM that, owio^to ^ scarcity in the 
preafot instance having extended to tbe niigRbonring Trimtary Statef and 
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riiis is due to* the fact that a larger number of coolies were sent without regw- 
ration to tibe labour districts as uee emigrants, the number of whom increased 
onsiderably during the past year as noticed below. Most of the registered 
■migrants n*om Manbhum are said to have come from other districts. Of those 
egistered in Lohardaga, a largo f>roportion came from Hszarib'agh, !^alamau, 
nd the adj'oining Native States. In Singhbhum a large number of cooHes is 
nnually recruited from pargana Dhalbbum. Tliey ai*e usually takbn either 
o Purulia or Raniganj for registration. Some of those registered at Chaibassa 
irere npcruited in the Native States of Mourbhani and Keonjhar. 

In Manbhum some sixty coolies were found unwilling to emigrate at the 
Ime of their'registration, and were ordered to be repatriated to their homes at 
he cost of the contractors by whom they -were brought, but Mr. MEaguire 
rrites:— 

**BeTeTal of these repatriated oooUeswtre produced again for registration after a few days, 
rben they were found willing to proceed, and were registered. The manner in which coolies 
rho beoome unwilling' or ore rejected at the time of registration are at present repatriated is 
ot a suflioient guoraatee of their safe arrival at their homes, and steps are being taken to 
smedy the defect. ” 

34. Besides the coolies recruited and registered under Act I of 1882, 

. large number 9 f emigrants are recruited every year under tbe free-labour 
ystem. The exact ^ number of free emigrants from each district cannot be 
ascertained, as no records are available, but from returns obtained from local 
!ontract(<rs, it appears that 2,886 free emigrants were recruited from Hazari- 
)agh, 1,287 from Lohardaga, 12,631 from Manbhum, and 560 from Singhbhum, 
against 1,770,884, 8,000, and 502, respectively, in the previous year. 

35. All the coolio-depdts and rest-houses in the districts were regularly 
md unexpectedly inspected by the officers concerned, and proper steps were 
aken to improve their sanitary condition. Proper arrangements for the 
reatment of the sick and for the supply of food, clothing, &c., were made 
n all the depots. The general health of tbe coolies was good during the 
rear except that there was an outbreak of cholera in certain depdts 
n Manbhum. 

36. In Hazaribagh no emigrants were prosecuted and convicted under 
lection 162 of Act I of 1882 for desertion after registration. There were only 
;our cases under section 363, Indian Penal Code, in three of them the ajpeused 
vere acquitted for want of evidence, and in the remaining case the two accused 
vere sentenced to rigorous imprisonment for two years each. 

37. In Lohardaga there were many complaints of unlawful and fraudu- 

.ent .recruitment, and two ciiminal cases brought against recruiters ended in. 
conviction. In one case a girl was kidnapped at the time of evaning fitom 
;he streets of Ranchi and unlawfully confined ior ceveral Hays when she 
nanaged to send information to her brother. In this case three men and a 
woman were sentenced to long terms of imprisonment, which were confirmed 
cn appeal. Mr. Streatfeild writes;— • 

** A large niunber of eomplaintB no doubt ooine from the relatives of persons whose 
reomitment was perfectly regular, though it might he inconvenient to the emigrant’s family, hut 
that a terrible amoxmt of villainy is practised, especially in connection wim the recruitment 
>f girls and young women is unfortunately beyond queation. The fact that the Assam Emi- 
jmtion Act onl^ roaches pewns registered or lloensea: under it renders it impossible to touch 
tneolass pf unlicensed reoruitma to whom all the malprootioes of the traffic are due.’' 

38. In Manbhum there were altogether HI cases in which emigrants and 

recruiters wore accused during the year. Of these, 63 were against emigrants 
for offences under sections and 162 of Act I of 1882 and the remain¬ 

ing 48 against recruiters for offences under sections 341, 342, 343, 346, 357, 

865, 368, and 870, Indian Penal Code. Of tbe total number of cases, 76 
were tried du^gthe year, 26 were disposed of without trial, and 9 remained 
pending at tbe close of the year. In the cases tried, 19 emigrants and 24 
recruiters were convicted, and 22 emigrants and 41 recruiters acquitted. lit 
Sin^bhum 33 cases of malpractices were instituted, of which 12 cases ended 
in ooAviotkm, J • 

^ 89. In Xioiilidaga, as reported in i^vious years, muty Kols, in winter, 
srheu the b ar vest ,is g^kthmeed, emigrate with their families in Iturge jparties to the 
dhttrifots of Biurdwaa, Mooghly, and > tbe' 34-Parganas to find employment, and 
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zelaxm hcxme after three or four months. The numbw of these temj^inixy emr> 
««ntB i» reported to haTe been very high owing to soaroity hi^ pnoes of 
TOod^grains.

40. • In Manbhum immigration was confined to oooHes from Bihar and the 
Noxth'West, attracted by the collieries in the Gobindpur subdiyasion. The 
Deputy Commissioner reports tbat statistics of their niunber are not aTailable, 
bat t^t the influx was no doubt considerable owing to the prevailing amurcity. 
Many of them, however, had to return disappointed in consequence of many 
collieries having had to stop work owing to tne dulness of the coal mwket. In 
Singhbhum the work on the new Cuttack-Midnapore-Calcutta extension of the 
Bengal'Nagpur Railway line brought in numbers of outside coolies, dkiiefly from 
Lohardaga and Nagpur. Mr. Bompas says that a certain number of people 
settle ea^ year along the railway line, having come for work and finding limd 
availaUe for cultivation. 


VII.—PBICEB OP POOD AND LA60U,B. 

41. From the time when the failure of the September rains made it clear 
that Bengal would have to face a famine, the prices of aU food>grams rose 
steadily, and in the last fortnight of March 1897 the price of common rice, the 
staple food •of the people of the Division, ranged from about 8 seers per rupee in 
Falamau to 8t seers in Lobardaga, Sf in Hazaribagh, and 9 soers 6 chitaiks in 
Manbhum, as against an average for the above four districts of 14^ seers .per 
rupee in March 1896 and of 18 seers in March 1895. In other words, the average 
pr^ has more than doubled in these four districts within the last two yean. 
In Singhbhum, owing to its propinquity to the native State of Monrohanj 
where me rice crop*of the year .under review was an excellent one, the price 
of rice had not risen beyond 10 to 13 soers per rupee by the end of the year. 
Since then, however, it has hardened, and ranges now from 8 to 10 seers, fluc¬ 
tuating about the level at which it pays to export, being always higher nearer the 
railway line than in the more remote parts of the district.

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■44. TliAre ww bai lit<Je obaiige in the wagef erf labour in most iftw 
ntoblf tBOid where tiieie -v^as any, the tendency wae rather towards a den^eaed, bnt 
in the Hazanbagh town the wa^s of coolies and ^Aarami«»'fell from* Ai. d-3 
and Aib. 3-6 to At. Sand As. 2-3 per head respectiTely, while in Giridib siqjerior 
carpenters and common blackimiths were arailable at 8 annas and 5 annas 
respeetirely, against 0 annas and 6 annas in the preceding year. Similarly, the 
wages of ordinary coolies decreased by half-«anna a he^ owingjto excessive 
competition. In Manbhum also, in the areas affected by scarcity, the daily wages 
of coolies fell from an average of two annas and six pies per head to two annas. 
The dnlness of the coal market was an additional cause of the fall in the Gobind- 
per subdivision of this district. In other parts of the Division I cannot find 
that there has practically been any change. The falling'off in the demand 
for labour generally, wmch necessarily accompanies a year of bad crops, has, it 
wouldnppear, been counterbalanced by the rise m the price of food. Emigration, 
too, has been busy, and the construction of the new Cuttack-Midnapore-^lcutta 
extension of the Bengal-Nagpur Railway has also supplied work to the labouring 
classes in the eastern portion of the Division. 


VIII.—MANUPACTUEES AND MINES. 

45. The chief articles of manufacture in tliis Division are lac, tea, tussar, 
silk, tussar cloths^ and soapstone bowls and plates. Lac, catechu, sabai grass, 
and tussar cocoons abound in the jangles, aod are largely exported. Hides are 
also collected all over the Division, and are exported in large numbers without 
being thoroughly cured. 

•16. Lac IS produced all over the Division, but factories for the 
. manufacture of shell and button lac exist only in 

(«) M*nafacturM. Lohardaga and Manbhum. In the former there 

were 4 factories at work, against 11 in the preceding year, 7 having 
closed business owing to the heavy fall in the price of lac auring the year. 
The total outturn was 4,900 maunds of the value of Rs. 23,000, against 
9,000 maunds, valued at Rs. 1,10,080 in 1805. In Manbhum altogether 42 
factories were at work during the year, but only 20 of them were properly 
worked. The year was very unfavourable to the lac industry, and the daisaMt 
lac was almost a total failure. There was a large falling off in the production 
of the raw material, and this, added to the dulness of the Calcutta market, 
seriously affected a number of lac factories in the districts, and about 25 per 
cent, are reported to have ceased work. The quantity of button and shelMac 
manufactuied in Manbhum during the year was 14,000 maunds, against 
18,362 maunds in 189*5. 

47. Tea-plantations exist in Hazaribagh and Lohardaga. In the former 
five gardens were at work during the year, against six in 1895. In Lohardaga. 
out of .23 gardens at work, only 22 furnished returns, which show an outturn 
during the past year of 586,524 lbs., against 1,110,312'5 Ibs^ in the previous 

{ rear. The weather during the past year was not favourable to tea, and the 
ong drought during the early part of the year caused the spring crop to be 
a very short one. 

48. Tussar cloth is manufactured at Ragbunathpur and Singhbazar in 
Manbhum. The Deputy Commissioner gives the following interesting account 
of this industry:— 


Tussar is made by a class of Hindus called Tanlit. There are about 250 families in 
the district, which STOut hall live at the municipal town of Bsghunathpur, about 24 milea 
from Furulia. Another important centre is Singhbazar, a village about four miles from 
PoroUa, where there are some 80 families. The rest are soattered over the district. Ail 
ittooesses of the manufacture of {bssar are gone tbroogh by local men and women except the 
T^^^l^f-|•^g of the silkwormB. In parts of the distriot, however, this is also carried on to a small 
soale/bat the trade is mainly supplied by the neighbouring district of Singhhhom. There 
is aa fair there, where ooooons are sold in large quantities. It is estimated by a well- 

iaeienzied TanH of BsghTUiathpar that ooooons worth about Bs. 10,000 are yearly impoAed 
to the dictriot from Singhhhum. Ooooons are sold in hahamtf a kahan being 1,280. A ka/um 
for. Bs. 6 to Be* 8 ordinarily. In exceptionally bad years it may rise to Ba. 10 even. 
:A kakttH of cocoas produces about a seer of thread. The oost of labour, which is ordinarily 
womia, and somctiiaea by Bswri women, is about 1 rupee for each seer of 
every suhctantial Tanti owns one or more looma. S^e of the WBU*to> 
do dxen^ i^kuni&pus own threeHmd four looxns.

Tha yearly 
onttnrn of inssar may be estimated at 48.0UO yams, worth about Rb.‘ 48,000, No'tl^ble' 
figures are available for the external tradef but probably about thres-fourths of the outturn 
pass out of the distriot.” < , < 

Tuesar cocoons aro also expofted in large quantities, chiefly to Mui’shidabad, 
from the district of Hazaribagh. A certain quantity are, nouroyer, unreeled 
locally, the silk going to Murshidabad. Coarse cotton cloths are raanufaptured 
all over the Division by the village weavers {Jolhas), and are largely used by 
the common people. Brass and bell-metal utensils and ornaments used \xf the 
common people are manufactured at Cbatra in Hazaribagh, at Lohardaga, 
Palkote, &uujari and Jeria in Lohardaga, and in parts of the Chas thana and 
the town of Furulia in Manbhhum smd in parts of Singhbhum. Brass j^lates, 
called ** chippie,” are largely manufactured in tho Lohardaga district for local 
use. They are also exported to a small extent to tho neighbouring districts 
and to the Political States of Jashpur and Sirguja. Soapstone plates and 
bowls are manufactured in thanas Cnandil and Nirsha in Manbhum and in 
pargana Dbalbhum in Singhbhum. The municipal town of Jhhlda in Man¬ 
bhum has a fair business in ironmongery. Cutlery of different descriptions 
are turned out there, as also an inferior kind of fowling-piece^ though said to 
be good for all practical purposes. Sinrtilar guns are manufactured at Jhorria 
and Katras in the same district. The swom-sticks of Jhalda have a local 
reputation. 

49. As reported in previous years, the principal coal-mines in the Division 

exist in the Oiridih and Gobindpur subdivisions 
(JJ Coal-nune*. Hazaribagh and Manbhum districts. In 

Giridih there are four collieries, three of which are managed by European 
agencies and one by a native firm. In tho Gobindpur subdivision, where 
there are a large number of collieries owned both by European and native firms, 
the coal industry received a considerable check during tho year owing to the 
dulness of the coal market. Ihe Deputy Contmissioner reports that the high 
additional freight over the Jhcria line of tho East Indian Rail way also placed 
the Jheria coal-fields at a serious disadvantage in comparison with the collieries 
in the East Indian Railway at Kani^nj, Barakur, and other adjacent places. 
Duriog thb year no fewer than 40 collieries stopped work, and others had their 
business much reduced. Goal-pits also exist in the Damodar Valley in the 
Sadar subdivision of Hazaribagh, principally at Ramgarb, Mandu, and 
along the Bokoro. The coal from these pits, which are only superficially 
worked, is used for brick-burning and such like purposes. The following table 
compares the output'in tons and the number of workpeople employed in the 
coal-mines of Giridih and Gobindpur:—

dO. This industry is confined to parganaKhaj»kdfiba in the Haanrihagh 

district, and is gra^ally gaining impcix^noe. Most 
Mm» minei. these mines are situate in the Koderma 'Qonrorn- 

ment estate, both inside and outside the Gorerament reserre forests, ihe rest 
being scattered over other ^rts of the aboTe-nientioaed pargana. Forty-one more 
mica mines .situate in the Koderma Government estate were settled during the 
year at an annual rental of Ks. 1,286-9-3. The current demand on aecoont of 
rent oimica ntinos beloujnng to Government wtui Rs. 5,989-7-14, out of which 
Ks. 5,790-13-1^ were realized during the year. The total outpnioz all mica mines 
worked during the year, including the mines belong!^ to private paarttes, was 
7,030 maunds, against 8,019 maunds in the year previous, and the total number 
of workmen emjnoyed iu the mines 5,587, against 5,400 in 1895. 

• . 51. No copper mines were worked dnrix^ the

52. In* Lohaidaga the Sonapet Prospecting Gold Mining Oompany 

have continued to carry on prospecting works at 
Gold mines. Gutuhatu. There was no gold mine at work in 

Binghbhnm during the year, but the prospecting lease held by Messrs. Jardine, 
Bkinner <& Co. is still in force, and several cuttings have been made, though up 
to the.present gold has not been found in payable quantities. 

53. The tin mines at Norenga, in the Giridih subdivision of Haaari- 

bagh, were not worked during the year xmder 
Tin mine.. review. 


XXIIL—RAILWAYS AWD OTHER PUBLIC WORKS. 

134. *l he only railway lines in progress during the year were the Sini 
Midnapore Branch of the Bengal-Nagpur Kail way and some sidings to collieries 
in theQovindpur subdivision. The earthwork of the Sim-Midnapore exteninop 
was almost completed, and a construction train was runnii^ cm far as Ghatailla 
by the end of the year. It is expected that the bridges will be completed next 
cold weather. Mr. Bompas writes:—^ 

* » This line will have a great efleot on the district administration by bring^ il^iolbaiu 
closer to the headrouarters. At present it is roaUy imMssible to adminiater ^ part of the 
district—60 to 80 miles from Chaibassa with several unbridged rivers on the road—in a 
satisfactory manner.^’ 

The working of the Bengal-Nagpur RaUvray continued to be satisfactory 
and without any serious accidents during the year. The Bmoon-Palamau 
branch of the Mughalsarai Railway has been sanctioned, and it is expected the 
he taken in hcmd during next cold weather. 

The opening out of the Chota Na^ur Division by a continuation of

184. None of the municipalities of this Division were inspected by either 
the Deputy Sanifa^ Commissioner or the Sanitary Commissioner during the 

\ The municipalities of Purulia and Hazaribagh were inspect^ by 
Marindin. No serious defects of any kmd came to his notice. I have 
since visited add walked through tho municipalities at the several district 
head-quarters, as well as qt Chatra and Lohardaga, but had no time to make 
any formal inspections. 

185. During the year the Hazaribagh Road Cess Committee was reor* 

ganized by the fresh appointment of the members 
^ Birtriot Bosd Committee!. under section 113 of the Cess Act, lleputy Col* 

lector Babu Snresh Chandra Dass being re-appointed as Vice-Chairman* The 
Committeerheld five meetings during the year, all of wluch were well attended. 
The members are reported to have taken an intelligent interest in their duties. 

186. The G-iridih Branch Road Committee held five meetings during the 
year, with an average attendance of 5*6. Babu Surendra Lai Hittra, Sub- 
Deputy Collector, who was the Vice-Chairman, having been transferred during 
the year, his place has been occupied by Mr. E. Myers, one of the non- 
official membea} of the Committee. 

187. The Ranchi Road Cess Committee is composed of twelve members. 
It held ten meetings during the year, of which nine were special and one 
ordinary. The attendance of both official and non-official memters was flairly 
satisfactory, and the members are reported to have taken a reasonable amount 
of interest in all matters which came before them for discussion. 

188. The Palamau District Road Committee is composed of 4 official 

and 13 non-official members. It held eleven meetings during the year, wi^ an 
average attendance of 6*7. * 

* 189. Nineteen members, of whom 7 are Europeans acd 13 natives, 

• constituto the District Road Committee of Manbhum. Of these, only .three 
are inhabitants of the district, the rest are alien pleaders or other residents of 
Porulia, without much local knowledge of ttfe interior. 

190. The Chaibassa Road Cess Committee consists of ten members, who 
held seven meetings daring the year, with an average attendance of 5*38. 

191. The Education Committee at Palamau held no meeting during the 
year; the Education Committee of Purulia held six meetings, while very 
few meetings were held* by the Committees at Hazaribagh, Lohardaga, and 
Singhbhum.

In ^xnghbbui^ 
appeared to be no need of appjt^bonsion, while inquiries in Loharaaga showed 
the existence of old stocks in oohtdderablequantities, and tl^e Iltrge exportattona

districts of Palamau and Hazaribegh i^f^ased to. 
confirm this view. As regards the other three districts, the result ol the 
inquiries directed in Government order 7 T. R., dated 3rd November 1896, was. 
shortly as follows. In Haaaribagh it was calculated that, with a good moAua 
crop, there would possibly be just sufficient food to canTthe people on until tho 
hAadoi harvest of the current year, otherwise a denciency of about one 
month’s supply might be exp^ted. In Manbhum the conclusions arrived at 
were much the same, the Deputy Commissioner calculating that supplies 
would hold out until the middle of July, without counting the mohua cropaifd 
other jungle products. From Palamau, however, the report were very dis¬ 
quieting, the Deputy Commissioner estimating a deficiency of at least 13 lakhs 
of maunds of food-grains, ^he isolated position of this district, the nearest 
railway station (Gaya) being over 100 miles, by unmetalled road from tho 
district hoad-qnarters at Daltongunge added to the di^cuHy qf the situation. 

216. The conclusions come to in the case of the fijgit four of the above^ 
mentioned districts have, in the main, proved correct. In oinghbhum and 
Lohardaga the scarcity is beginning now, in the month of June, to be some-^ 
what more felt than was at first anticipated, but there baa been little mo 
actual distress. What there is is the result of high priees consequent upon 
the considerable exports of rioe from each district ratnox than of ^any actual 
failure in tho food-supply. In Hazaribagh and Manbhum, on the other hand, 
relief works have had to be opened in a number of places in each district and 
a considerable number of persons brought upon the gratuitous lists, while the 
local supplies have had to be largely supplemented by importations by rail,, 
the reported quantities (excess of imports over exports) during the past few 
months (the only ones for which returns have been received) being as undeor—

. The exports were chiefly for Bihar and Upper India. The greater 
pcnrtion appears to have some from the Mohurbhanj Native State. The imports 
were chiefly made by contractors for supply to the coolies working on the 
Sxni-Midnapore Railway line. * 

219. Pajamau from the first has been a cause of much anxiety. In 
ordinary yuun it draws its supplies from the Ranchi plateau and the neigh* 
bounng Tributa^ States. It has been shown above how the first soiuee 
suddemy failed in the middle of the month of Janua^. The trade from the 
Tributary States was, on the other hand, entirely closed by the different Ohiefs, 
^w^u issued orders early in the cold weather, peremptorily forbidding the 

exportation of food-grains from their States.* At 
“nidb?” ‘ho «a“e ‘jme, it was cadent that the petty leoal 

mpioTed by Oovemment. traders, With Whom at Daltonganj and other places 

I bad a series of interviews on the subject, had no 
knowledge of trade in food-supplies beyond that which they had been cmcus^med 
to carry on by pack-bullocks with the adjoining districts and States, and could not 
be depended noon for any material assistance in importing large supplies from 
further afield*. I represented these matters ,to Government in this office 
No. 3S9T.BKII., dated 2l8t January last, in which I recommended exceptional 
treatment for Palamau, and that Government should immediately import one 
lakh of maunds of rice into the district. This, however, was not approved, and 
I therefore, after a visit to Gaya and a further discussion of the* subject 
with the district officials and the Marwari traders of that place, proposed the 
grant by Government of a bounty of 8 annas per maund on all imports of 
“ Burmah rice ” to Palamau. was allowed by orders conveyed' in 

Government order No. 468Fam., dated 17th February, the subsidy being shortly 
afterwards extended to “country rice,” and grants were subsequently made 
by Government, aggregating Rs 75,000, for advances to traders to assist them 
in twalcin g importations. Notwithstanding all these encouragements, in 
addition to the incentive of unprecedented high prices in the district itself,t

has befn neariy so aoutely felt in Palanmu as in 
or^Hanl^iim. ^ The people appear, on the whole, to be in a 
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better plight at present in that district than in either of the other two; while the 
numbers on the relief works and the gratnitous lists hare, week after week, 
remained at a remarkably low figure, and this notwithstanding the fact that, in 
view of the high prices, the rates of payment were for- some time fixed et 
a higher level there than elsewhere. One explanation of this is the praise^ 
worthy manner in which most of the zamihdars of the district have come 
forward tO'- assist their raiyats by giving them work, as noticed in paragraph 311 
above; but another, and 1 think probably the chief reason is to be found in 
the large extent to which the people are accustomed to supplement their 
ordinary food-supply by recourse to the forest roots and fruits, with which 
almost all parts of the district abound. 

220. The first indications of the effects of the scarcity appeared in 
Hazaribagh, where the large numbers of destitute travellers along the Qrand 
Trunk Road attracted attention in the month of November. Kitchens |or their 
relief were upened at Barhi, and subsequently at other places on that road; and 
in December test works were started by order of my predecessor at Koderma 
and other places, which did not, however, succeed in attracting much labour, 
and they wore therefore for the> time being closea. Early in Jantiary test works 
were opened inthePalamau district, and again early in February ^n Hazaribagh, 
as well as in Manbhum. Gratuitous relief was at the same time set on foot in 
all three districts. The numbers on relief at the end of each fortnight at the 
expense of Government or of local funds up to the end of the oflicial year 
1896-97 are shown intiie following statement :— 
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221. One noticeable feature in this connection is that, although the scarcity 
so far as can be ascertained was not less than in 1873-74, the numbers on the 
r^ef works have been much smaller than in that year. This, it may here be 
mentioned, has been es|)ecially the ca-se in the months since the close of the 
official year. The fact seems to be that in 1874 the workers were paid at daily 
rates, while on the present occasion payment has been strictly by measurement. 

222. In addition to the persons shown on relief works in the above 
statement, considerable numbers have been given ^xpployment on private works 
of improvement, chiefiy in the shape of irrigation handha undertaken by the 
zamindars in the different districts with the help of loans from Government 
on the favourable terms offered in Government circular No. 69, dated 6th 
Januai^ 1897. Advances to agriculturists for the purchase of seed and cattle 
have also been made both from Government funds and from grants made by 
the Indian Famine Charitable Belief Fund, while in Hazariba^ and Palamau 
a considerable number cxf pardanaBkm and other women, as '.veil as distressed 
wetiwen, have becm.nven rejie£ from the sfme fund by oot^k^ spinning^ and 
yreaying. The l^yd. A. Campbell has als^ Intpodpoed this form of 
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with ^uoh Auooess Pakhuria ii^ the GK>bindpur sabdmsion of the JUAUbfamas 
distiriot. All these matters, however, more especially concern the opeadng 
months of thb Qurrent official year, and need not be noticed further here. In 
Lohardaga an<f Singhbhum no relief measures were necessary until after the 
close of the year under review. . 

223.. 1 should also mention'that in each district a local Charitable Relief 
Committee was formed for the purpose of collecting funds and of supervising 
the charitable relief operations—a self-imposed duty, which has germrally been 

§ erformed satisfactorily. The subscriptions Momised for the purpose in each 
istrict .have so far been as follows:—in Hazaribagh, Rs. 8,191 flus Rs. 127 
monthly subscriptions; in Palamau, Rs. 6,130; in Lol^rda^, Rs. 6,855; in 
Manbhum, Rs. 1,949; and in Singhbhum, Rs. 3,743-13. 

224. The cause of this most useful branch line was pressed upon Govern- 

ment in this office No. 828M.R., dated 11th 
^^alain»«.Baroon Branch Bail- Jamjarv last. It is equally desirable as a “ pro¬ 
tective^’ work against famine as for the object of 
opening out the Palamau coal-fields. I had at first hoped that the construction 
would be put in hand as n relief work during the current year, but it appears 
to have been ruled that, as the local works were sufficient to meet the numbers 
seeking relief, tlie undertaking should be deferred until the beginning of 
next year. • . ^ 

225. The desirability of this line was first pointed out by the Hon’ble 

Jf. H. Risicy in a full and able note 15 years 
The Danaodar "N alley Bailway. project was subsequently advocated by 

Sir Stewart Colvin Bayley, the then Lieutenant-Governor. 1 again lately brought 
the matter to notice, and am glad to find that the proposal has been supported 
by the Local Government and included in the list of important lines recom- 
fnended to the Government of India for sanction. The alignment proposed is 
from Daltonganj, the intended terminus of the Baroon-Palamau Branch Rail¬ 
way, to Purulia vid the Damodar valley. The line will pass through the centre 
of the Chota Nagpur Division, and be of the neatest possible benefit both to 
trade and for administrative purposes. It will bring the divisional head¬ 
quarters at JjUmchi, the military station of Dorandah, and the important civil 
station and central jail at Hazaribagh within driving distance of the railway, 
instead of their being left from 70 to 80 miles away from it; it will open out a 
tract of country containing the Koi'ampura and other valuable coal-fields, and 
rich generally in mineral wealth ; and will afford an additional outlet for trade 
between the North-West Provinces and the sea, bendes being the shortest ronte 
for ^e pilgrim traffic from Upper India and the shrine of Jaggernath in Orissa. 

* 226. The necessity of connecting the head-quarters of the Palamau 

district with the telegraphic system of the outer 
^*^*******”^ telegraph forcibly brought to notice in connection 

* with the arrangements that had to be made for 

throwing food-supplies into that district. Hitherto the quickest line of com¬ 
munication had Men by post, once a day, to Aurangabad (59 miles distance), 
and thence by telegram vid Gaya. 1 am glad to say that the representations 
made on this subject in this office Nos. 389T.&i.R., dated 2l8t January, 
and 430T.M.R., dated 28th January 1897, were successful, and a flying line 
was shortly afterwards constructed, which has'since been replaced by a 
permanent one.

Annxial Qeneral Administration Report of the Presidency Division for the year 
1896-97. 


Mr. £. V. Westmaoott continued to hold charge of the Prosidenoy Division 
throughout the year, and submits the Report. Mr. E. W. Collin was ixi charge 
of the 24-Parganas the whole year; but in the other districts there were conges 
of charge, Jessore and Khulna being each held by three officers. Eight out of 
fourteen Subdivisions were held by a single officer throughout the year. 

2. Tour* and Inapeetiona. —Mr. Westmacott spOnt 85 days on tour, and 
reports that all the District and Subdivisional Officers were on tour for sufficient 
periods. Mr. Garrett, Collector of Nadia, and Mr. Weston, Subdivisional 
Officer of Meherpur, spent in camp 145 and 165 days, rebpectivmy, being large* 
ly occupied with famine relief work; this subject also engaged tne attention of 
officers in Murshidabad, Jessore and Khulna, and all touring officers made 
careful enquiiies into the question of food-supply. All the prescribed inspeo* 
tions appear ^ have been made, but it is not stated whether Subdivisional 
Officers (except in Nadia) inspected their own offices, nor whether Government 
Estates were inspected, except in the 24-Parganas. 

3. Weatiter and Crops: Material condition o/ On: people : Public Health. —The 
average rainfall was 46-15 inches, against 41-35 in 1895-96, and 57*61 in 1894-95: 
it was ill distributed, besides beiifg abnormally low. The crops in the 24-Par- 
ganas were not so bad as those in the other districts of the Division, but oven 
there they were below the average. In Nadia, the bhadoi {am rice) and rabi 
crops suffered severely, and the aman rice crop was in sonic parts almost a total 
failure, and in all, very seriously short of the normal; and this is true, 
though to a less degree, of the remaining districts. In parts of the Satkhint 
Subdivi^on of Khulna, there was a total loss of the aman haivest, due partly to 
deficient rainfall and partly to an influx of salt water, wliich it is to be feared 
has permanently impaired the productive power of much of the land in this 
tradt. Taking the Division as a whole, the average outturn of the year of winter 
rice is estimated by the Commissioner at 6'9 annas, against 10 annas in 1895-96 
and 15 annas in 1894-95. Prices of food-grain everywhere continued extremely 
high, being about 50 per cent.* more than those that prevailed in the previbuB year. 
In the northern portion of Nadia, in the south of Muxsliidabad, and in the 
Satkhira Subdivision of Khulna, famino was declared, and relief operations on 
a considerable scale were fonnd necessary. There appears to have been some 
internal migration in the district of Khulna, caused probably by the deterioration 
of lands. That the Division should have passed through two years of seriously 
short harvest, without more relief from Government, speaks well for its general 
prosperity. 

The recorded death-rate of the whole Division for 1896 was 34*2 per 
1,000, against 36-2 in 1895, and 32’5 in 1894. The district of Khulna was 
particularly unhealthy, the death-rate being 35*8 per mille against 33*04 in 
1895, and 27*3 in 1894. Owing probably to the short rainfall of the years 
1895 and 1896, there was less mortality from malarial fever, and more from 
cholera in 1896 than in 1895, the reported deaths from fever being 106:286 
against 207,767 in 1895, and from cholera 4073, against 33,10A 

4. Manufactures, Trade and (Sbwwcrcc.—Fifty-six Factories were working 
in the 21-Pargana8, the same number a.s in the previous year; butihey empl^Sl 
67,085 operatives, against 02,047. The outturn of gunny-bags and cloth, of 
paper and of lac was loss than in the previouslyedr, when, hovi^ver, there iiad 
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okam. The Commissioner reports that their attendance is impi'bvin^in regular^ 
ity, and that they did useful work on the whole, especially in fiHhulna and 
Murshidabad. The percentage of police cases remanded six tiiue^ or more was 
4*3, against 4*^ in the previoua year. It is hoped that succeeding years will see a 
farther in^rovement m this respect. There were 32 k re-cooTictions, against 
284 in 1895, a result which is, no doubt, due to tlie improved methods of 
identifyingvold offenders. 

One hundred and sixtj*eight cases were tried at the Sessions, and 72*0 per 
cent, ended in conviction, against U8‘7 per cent, in 1895. 

Fines to the amount of Rs I,2(h4‘'5 were imposed during the year, and 
Rs. 1,16,513 were realized. Rupees 15,319 were written off, and the balance at 
the end of the year stood at Rs. ] 9,277. 

The Commissioner repeats his com;uendation of the work of Mr. W. T. Moore 
in improving the efficiency of the police in Nadia, and makes severe strictures 
on the condition of that force in Khulna. There was a satisfactory decrease 
(from 618 to 437 J in the number of officers of the regular police punished 
departmeutally, but unfortunately also a slight decrease in the number rewarded. 
Among the rural police, the number rewarded increased from 263 to 765, and 
the number punished, from 6,015 to 7,850. The Lieutenant-Goveraor agrees 
with Mr. Westmacott in regretting that so much punishment should have been 
found necessary and so few rewards merited. There can be no doubt that, gs 
he writes, chaukidars in the liands of a good station officer are a valuable 
instrument for dealing with crime. Instances «»f excellent work done by them 
are reported from Nadia. Some progress has been made in Murshidabad, the 
only mstrict of the Division in wnich chaukidars under Regulation XV of 1817 
exist, in the work of replacing them by citaukidars under Act VI (li.C.) of 1870, 

7. Land-Revenue .—The aggregate current dt^mand of the Division on 
account of land revenue and road and public works and zamindari dAk 
ceewes was Rs. 60,36,360. The arrear demand was Rs 3,06,197. The total 
^llections amounted to Rs. 59,97,152, or 92*95 per cent, of the total demand. 
The proportion of current collections to current demand was 95’34 per cent, in 
the aggregate. ^ In the case of land-revenue, the following statement shows the 
percentage obtained in each District and each class of Estate, as Well as the 
standard percentage 
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The oollections showed an improvement in permanently-settled estates in" 
Nadia, Mtirshidabad and Khulna gmeraljy, and. some improvement also in 
temporarily-settled estates in the 24-Parganas, Nadia and Jessoro, but there 
is much room for further improvement in the collection of revenue in fhis 
of estates; the collections in estates under direct management were very poor 
in all the districts, except in Calcutta. The Commissioner considers this fact' 
to be sufficiently explained by the failure of crops and the high prices. The 
. collections, on the whole, were remarkaldy good. 

Rupees 10,844 were spent on improvements in Government Estates (exclud¬ 
ing that of Orphanganj, where special expenditure was incurred for the 
improvement of the market} j it does not appear hpw much money, if any, was 
spent on ag^cultural iniprovement~a suDiect to which particular attention 
was called last year. In future reports it should be stated what action -has 
been taken in the matter of introducing agpricultural improvements in Govern- 
iseiit and Wards’ flstates, in accordance with the orders contained in Government 
Resolution No. 805T.R., dated the 9th October 1896. One thonsand two 
hundred and twenty-eight estates, or shares estates, broame liable to imle ift 
default of payment of mnd-revenue, and 101 were actaoUy sold^ 

There was a lam increase in the namb^r of oertmeates filed dusum the' 
< »^28 ilf 1895-96), Ibe reason of which is not expiated, 
ittia as tuMiy as 4,458 of these cases remained pending at the end of the ytar. 
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8. War(h^ and Trust £states.-^Therewerefowr KBfAtesunder &n ii^im&gf^' 
merit of the Cou^ of Wards; besides one, of which charge was taken to warn* 
the close' bf tho yeat, and for which no iiguii'S are given, anti the yayadpur and 
Chanchra Trust Estates. '^I'he Jaynagar Estiite, in tlie 24 Pargiuas, was released 
during the^ear. The current demand on acc.iunt cf rent and ubssos of the six 
Estates was Rs. rf,71,tj70 ; the arre ir demand was Rs. 10,3 h,0o 3 ; and the .total 
collections amounted to Rs. 9,15,874, or 47'•> per coat, of tho total duiii&nd. It 
is satisfai^tory that tho balance outstanding in the accounts of the Kussimbcizar 
Estate in Mur.»hidabad and Tippera has been reduced by Rs. 9d,3l8. The 
apiount of arrears, however, iu still large; but rh» cullectioaB in the year uud^ 
review were better than tliey have been since the Court of Wards aasum^ 
charge, owing'to the facts that tiie crops were not so bad in Tippera as olse- 

• where, and that the cultivators received very high prices for thoir surplus 
produce * Rupees 52,762 were spent on improvomeiits in this Estate, 
Rs. 15,7d0 in the Bliawanipur Estate, but nothing was spent on this account in 
the Sayadpur Tru.'^t Estate, the management of which is unfavourably com¬ 
mented on by the Commissioner. The utt;.ntion of local ofEcers is again directed 
to the necessity of striking off irrecoverable balances and spending more money 
on agricult uimI find sauitary improvements. The year under review was not a 
favourable one for incurring a large outlay on improvements, but the Lieuten¬ 
ant-Governor trusts that the subject will not be Ijst sight of iu the present and 
future years. 

9. Ejncise: Slamptt: Income-tax. —The excise revenue rose from Rs. 38,4ii, 4e6 

18 Rs. 38,78,; the increase was almost entirely in t Jalcutta, wideh yields 
the bulk of this part of tlie revenue, and was mostly due to tlie larger con- 
sumpiion of country spirit, the revenue from which rose from Rs. 16,30,812 
to’Rs. 17,45,049. In the districts of Nadia, Khulaa, Jessore, the 24-Farganas 
and Murshidabad, the consumption of country sp'rits fell considerably, owing to 
the prevailing agrioultuial depression. Mr. Westmacott considers that the mgb 
rates at which country spirits are taxed in his Division lead to smuggling. The 
revenue derived from rum declined by Rs. 47,952, and that from opium, by 
Rs. 17,608. .The decline in the opium trade is said to be duo to the vigorous 
measures taken to stop the illicit transport of opium to Hurma. The amount of 
salt consumed in the 24 Parganas and Khulna decreased from 2,97,266 maunds 
to 2,71,048 mainids, and the Commissioner attributes this also to the agricultural 
depression, as well as to illicit manufacture. ' * 

The Stamp Revenue rose from Rs. 47,73,278 to Rs. 48,48,135. I'he number 
of prosecutions for offences against the Stamp Laws was 99, against 174 in the 
previous year. 

'I'he Income Tax yielded Re. 24,26,450, or Rs 2,25,758 more than iu the 
*pievious year. Practically the whole of this increase came frotu Calcutta. In 
the 24-Pargaims and Khulna there Was a slight decrearo, due, it is said to the 
general distress and consequent doterioration in the circumstances of some of the 
assessees. The percentoge of collections oi» tho final demand was again worst in 
Calcutta (96*6 per cent.; and over 97 per cent, in all the districts. No special 
compluiuts wore received during the year with regard to the working of the 
Act. 

10. Communications and Public Works. —The Bengal Central Railway Com¬ 
pany took over the management of its own line during tho year. The steam 
tramway from Eanaghat to Krishnagar was still under construction. 'Fhe construc¬ 
tion of four new sluices was commenced in the embankments of the 24-Pargana8; 
and, in Murshidabad, a retired line of embankment is being throvm up at 
Bhkgwangola. In Jossoro, the» excavation of the silted-up Bhawanipur Khal 
waSjUndertaken, mainly at the expense of local subscribers. District Boards 
generally did thoir best to maintain and improve existing roads. 

11. Education. —There were 5,804 sciiools in the Division and 2,06,432 
pufjils, br 7,963 more pupils than in the previous year. Tlie total expenditure • 
rose from Bs. 10,59,962 to Rs. 10,74,487, owing, no doubt, to tho increase of 
pupils. Rupees 3|77,561 were spent on primax} education; and the number of 
primal^ schools d#BreMed from 4,864 to 4,806. Though the total expenditure 
on wimary edvbidlou (owing to /falling off in fees^ was less than in the 
previous year^ tl^ Lieutenant-Oovtlrnor is glad to notice that the outlay on it 
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&om Provinoial, District, and Municipal Funds was somewhat in excess of that 
of the preceding year, 't'here were 441 girls’ schools and 14,624 girls at 
school, slightly less than in the previous year. The number of Muhammadans 
at school has again increased to 58,763, or 28‘3 per cent, of the whole number 
of pupils. The proportion of boys (of all classes) at school to boys of a 
school-going age was 32‘5, against 31*1 in the previous year, but is still far 
short of , what it ought to be in the advanced districts of thh 'Presidency 
Division. Measures have recently been taken by Government, which it is 
hoped will have the efEect of increasing the number of Muhammad|Ln In¬ 
specting Officers in districts in which Muhammadans preponderate. 

12. IHwensaries and Hospitals .—There were 60 of these institutions open 
in 1896, besides the new South Suburban Hospital at Bhawanipur, for which 
figures are not given; they treated 292,062 patients, only 100 more than in the 
previous year. The expenditure increased, however, from Rs. 1,02,198 to 
Ks. 1,06,237. Nearly half this sum was derived from private subscriptions; but 
it is clear t'lat the Division stands in need of more and better organized medical 
relief. 

13. Local Self-Government Institutions .—The District Boards and the 
recently-formed Union Committees are reported to have done ^seful work; but 
the same commendation is not extended to the Local Boards. The expenditure 
of District Boards on primary education was everywhere’suffieierit, and is increas¬ 
ing everywhere, except in Nadia; but the sums spent in sanitation were very small 
in all the districts except the 24-l*arganaB, where Rs. 12,751 were spent on this 
object, most of it on water-supply. The Union Committee at Basudebpnr in that 
district is specially reported to have worked satisfactorily. Mr. Westmacott 
thinks that, in time, those Union Committees will be able to take the place of 
the Local Boards, and render the latter unnecessary. Three new Municipalities 
were formed at Garulia, Garden Reach and Azimganj, by separation from the 
North Barrackpore, South .Suburban and Lalbagh Municipalities, respectively. 
The Municipsdity at Chanduii.i in •Khulna was abolished. 'I'he ultimate 
number of Municipalities in the Division was 40. General elections were held 
in 31 of the Municipalities, and none of these elections failed. The Commis¬ 
sioner reports that the people evince more interest in th«j selection of 
members than they used to do. The attendance of the members at meetings 
showed some slight improvement. The collections, as was pointed out 
last year, appear to be the weakest point of Municipal administration in 
the Division. The Krishnagar Municipality was particularly bad in this respect. 
At Cossipore, Chitpur and Maniktala considerable .sums were spent- on water- 
supply; and in Naihati, Garulia, Titagarb, and Baranagore, the unicipalities 
received help from the Managers of mills. 

14. Conduct of Zamindars .—-The Commissioner reports a few cases of 
oppression or turbulence on the part of landlords and their subordinates. 
He has given a detailed account of the zamindars who have done well in 
helping their tenantry in their di.sti'css. On the whole, the relations between 
landlord and tenant have been satisfactory, and many wealthy zamindars 
have done much to help their raiyats through the prevailing d^tress. This 
has been especially the case in Murshidabad, whc're the Collector observes, 

. that had it nut been for the assistance rendered by the zamindars. Government 
must have undertaken relief measures on a much larger scale than has been 
found necessary. Foremost in the work of relief, as shdhud long been in every 
other charitable work, was thoMaharani Surnomoyoo, c.i., and the Lieutenant- 
Governor takes this opportunity of expressing publicly hjs sense of the deep 
loss which the Trovince has sustained in her death. Some of the zamindars in 
Khulna also gave employment to distressed persons, and took measures to 
protect their lands from the incursion of sea-water. Among, those specially 
mentioned, as good landlords, are the Mukherjees of Gobardanga, the Chow*

V.—MATEEIAL CONDITION OP THE PEOPLE. 

• 13. Owing to a succession of bad harvests during the past three years, the _ 
material condition of the people in the Twenty-four Parganas has not been satis¬ 
factory. The price of common lice averaged ten seers a rupee against fifteen 
seers in the previous year, but the distress did not amount to famine, as the 
labouring classes found plenty of work in the mills, in road work uftder the^ 
District Board, and in the excavation of tanks, &c., under the Board and 
private individuals. In Nadia, people of all classes have suffered to a greater 
or less extent from the failure of crops and the rise in the prices of^ food- 
grains. The suffering developed into famine in some portions of the district, 
and I believe that had not relief operations on a large scale bodn undertaken, 
there must have been deaths from starvation, probably inconsiderable numbers. 
A large proportion of the inhabitants of the district are culti’^'ators holding their 
lands under the uihandi system. They are to all intents and purposes tenants- 
at-will, and are at the mercy of the landlords or superior tenure-holders. With 
very few exceptions, they are in a chronic and hopeless state of indebtedness tef 
their mahajans. Even tenants with rights of occupancy are as a rule burdened 
with debt, the only advantage they gain from greater fixity of teniu’e being the 
power of borrowing more money than raiyats under the utbandi system.^ Ihey 
suffer also from the heedless extravagance wdth which they spend sometimes as 
much as a year’s income on. the marriage of a daughter. ^ In Murshidabad the 
partial failure of crops and the high prices of food-grains have injuriously 
affected the condition of the poorer classes, and at the close of the year there was 
considerable distress among the landless classes and the smaller cultivators, 
especially in the southern and eastern portions of the district. Measures for 
the relief of distress were commenced in these tracts in February. It is 
hoped bthat the distress is only temporary and will disappear when ^ the 
aus rice is harvested. In Jessore the bulk of the people, who are agricul¬ 
turists, were more or less distressed owing to partial failure of crops. The 
markets were, however, 8upj)lied by importations, and the people^ had some 
purchasing resources from the good outturn of their jute crop. This, coupled 
with the proceedg of date-juice and sugar which are very importa,nt products of 
the district enabled the people to tide over their diflicultios till the end of 
March. As a rule, the inliubitants of Khulna are well-to-do and prosperous, 
but during the year under report the poor outturn of the licc harvest affected 
them seriously. In the southern pur't of the Sutkiiiia subdivision the circum¬ 
stances were exceptional, the «/«<//» crop failing owing to the incursion of salt 
water—a calamity which will probably recur oven when the rest o^ the district 
Ls pro.8perou8. In the hitter part of October tho situation became serious, and 
relief operations were started iu .January. During the interval people sold th^ 
“ cattle, brass utensils and ornaments to buy food, and' when their resources 
were exhau.*>teJ, attended relief works on a maximum wage of^ two annas a 
day, while many large cultivators who were unwilling to go to relief works sold 
everything they had for food. 


VI.—EMIGEATION AND IMMIGUaTION. 


14. The Dumber of emigrants registered in tho Twenty-four Parganas 
district during the year was 4,92S as compart d \ itlj 3,440 in the jrear preceding. 
Ot these, 813 were for tho colonies and 4,1 In i'ei the labour districts of Assam, 
Cachar and Sylhet, as compared with 808 aiul »>: 8, rcspectJlivoly, in_ th»' year 
1896-90. This abnormal increase is probaW^ 


tine to the distress and tb^ high 
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prices of food-grains that prevailed in the latter part of ’the year. Of the tojtal 
number of persons who emigrated during the year; only four belonged to tms 
district. Besides these, it is stated that a large number of, coolies passed 
through the Barasat ^subdivision of this district during the year on their way 
to Assam, Cachar and Sylbet, halting for a short time at the rest-houses at 
Naihati. • During the year thefe were five rest-houses provided with sleeping 
accommodation, separate sheds for cooking purposes, and pucca latrines. 
Drinking water was supplied to these rest-houses from the rivef Hooghly, 
•and it is reported that proper care was taken of the health of the emigrant. 
No complaint of ill-treatment by the managers of rest-houses was received. 

• Sixteen cases of cholera occurred in the rest-houses, but only one of them 
ended fatally. The patients were removed to the cholera hospitai for treatment 
and the compounds were disinfected. It is also stated that a large number 
of up-pountrymon and dhangars come to this subdivision every year for 

• employment in mills and on road and drainage works in municipalities and 
rural tracts, and that a number of coolies from Midnapore and Cuttack come to 
the south of the district every year for work, both during tho transplanting 
Boason and the harvest, and go back as soon as their work is over. There has 
been no regular emigration or immigration on any scale worthy of note in 
Nadia. There was the usual exodus of labourers for the harvest to the 
Sunderbans and tho neighbouring districts. A certain number also went to 
Faridpur for employment on the railway. As in previous years, there was no 
emigration from, or immigration into, Murshidabad during tho year. From 
Jessore, as usual, a number of labourers visited the Sunderbans for the rice 
harvest. Some fishermen also went there from tho Narail subdivision for 
catchiujg fish. A number of labourers are also reported to have gone from the 
Magura suDdivision to the neighbouring districts and to Calcutta in search of 

’employment. As regards immigration, gangs of earth-diggers came from the 
w’ostern districts for digging tanks, some Cabulis and up-country hawkers also 
wont round the district carrying warm clothes and other wares for sale. A few 
Biharis and up-countrymen also came to the Bangaon subdivision for employ¬ 
ment on the railway. During tho year there was no emigration from Khoolna 
to other districts, but many people, especially Porfo in tho distressed area, 
migrated to the eastern parts of tho district in tho months of November, Decem¬ 
ber and January—some in search of employment and some in consequence of 
having secured lands bettor protected from tlio ravages of salt water. It is 
reported,tliat many families havo come from tho Kaliganj side of the* Satkhira 
subdivision, where there was famine, and havo settled in the jurisdiction of the 
Rampal thana. As regards immigration, day labourers from tho neighbouring 
districts came to this district, both during tho sowing and the reaping seasons, in 

S uest of work in tho fields. Some Cabulis and up-country hawkers visited the 
istrict^with warm clothes, &c.

lo. Owing to drought in the past two 3 "e:irs, and the consequent poor 
outturn of crops, tho price of common rico and almost all other food-grains in 
March 1897 ruled much higher than in tho corresponding period of either of tlie 
two preceding years. Tho average piiee of ct)mmon rice, which forms tire stajde 
food in tho divisioji^ was 10 seers 2 (-hitaks per rupee against lo .seers 10 ehitaks 
in 1895-9) and 17 seers 10 ehitaks in Ifi91-95. Jn the Twenty-four Parganas 
the price of common rico was 9 seers 11 ehitaks against l-l seei*s 6 ehitaks in 
1895-96; in Nadia it was 9 seers 4 cliitaks against 14 seers 7 ehitaks; in 
Murshidabad 9 seers 12 ehitaks against 15 seers l.‘3 ehitaks ; in Jessore 9 seers 
ehitaks against Io-sccm’s 1 ehitaks and in Khulna 10 seers -3 ehitaks against 
15 seors 8 ehitaks in tho juevions ^^^ar. It appears that the prices in all 
districts ruled high from the beginning of tho year under report, but in 
consequence of the failure of the aooa and a/nnn crops from insufficient and 
unseasonable rainfall, prices rose towards the end of the year. But the wages 
of labour gonerally remained stationary. In the TAVouty-four Parganas and 
Jessore the wAgf% of both skilled and un.skillod labour remained nmcb the same 
as in the previous year. In/ Nadia and Murshidabad tho w£^es of skilled 
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labour increased a little. In the tracts' affected by scarcity and famine in the 
districts of Nadia and Khulna, labourers were obtainable for relief 'works at the 
rates of wages prescribed by the Famine Code, which are lower than the ordi¬ 
nary rates.

IX.—TI5 4DE AND COMMERCE, 

18. The instructions contained in Government Circular No. 1, dated the 
20th April 1896, of the Statistical Department, have been strictly adhered to in 
compiling the statistics of trade of this division. From the returns supplied 
by the railway eudit offices, the Collectors have prepared and submitted two 
consolidated returns of the twenty-four staples mentioned in the Government 
Circular in the prescribed Forms I and II—one for imports and the other for 
exports. They have also, from the statistics supplied by the Government of 
Bengal, prepared and submitted four similar returns, two showing the import 
and export trade along the Nadia rivers, and two showing the import and 
export trade along the canals. Besides the above, two statements of exports 
and imports with regard to the trade of the several districts with Calcutta 
have been prepared in Forms III and IV appended to the Government Circular 
from the monthly statements published in tne Calcutta Gazette by the Statistical 
Department of the Government of Bengal. From the several statements 
submitted by Collectors, as enumerated above, Divisional returns have been 
prepared in my office, as directed in the Government cii'cular, and are submitted 
as appendices to this report, bearing Nos. XXXIII to XL. An amalgamated 
statement, which has been compiled from the foregoing appendices, as 
directed by Government, is given below. It shows the total imports and 
exports in each of the twenty-four staples carried by rail and along the Nadia 
rivers and canals. With reference to the instructions contained in paragraph 
3 of the Government Circular to the effect that in the amalgamated statement 
all traffic coming towards Calcutta should be treated as “down” traffic, and 
all traffic going from the direction of Calcutta as “ up” ti'affic, the Collector 
of the Twenty-four Farganas observes that, having regard to the relative posi¬ 
tion of Calcutta and his district, all imports into the Twenty-four Pdrganas from 
other districts except Calcutta havo been considered as coming towards Calcutta 
and treated as “ down” traffic, and all exports from the Twenty-four Parganas to 
other districts except Calcutta havo been considered as going from the direction 
of Calcutta and treated as “ up” traffic. As regards tho traffic with Calcutta, 
all imports into the district from Calcutta havo been considered as coming 
from the direction of Calcutta and treated as “up” traffic, and all exports from 
the district to Calcutta have been considered as going towards Calcutta and 
treated as “down” traffic. In preparing this statement, the internal trade 
between the several districts of this division has been excluded, as -directed 
in the Government Circular:—

This shows that there was a decrease in the export of all the articles during 
the year, with the exception of gram ^nd pulses, jute, sugar (both refined and 
unrefined) and tobacco. The decrease in all staples under food-grains is said to 
be due to the drought and consequent bad harvest. The increase in the export 
of gram and pulses, jute, sugar and tobacco is attributed to the fact of the 
people having had to sell them in order to purchnse rice for food. 

The table below shows the exports of these articles from the several 
districts to Calcuttaliy rail, river, road and canal.

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There was a decrease in the export of all articles to Calcutta during 
the year, as compared with the year preceding, with the exception of jute, 
gonuy-bags.and tobacco, which show a considerable increase, probably due to 
the cause stated above. * ^ ^

20. The imports into the several districts of this division from Calcutta 
show a considerable increase under all heads. The Collector of the Twenty- 
four Parganas has not explained these fluctuations. The Collector of Nadia 
states that the quantities of rice and poddy imported into his district far out¬ 
weigh the quantities exported, and that hsa it not been for the supplies of rice 
obtained from the Rarh, it would have been absolutely necessary for Govem- 
paent to import rice into the distressed areas. The Collector of Munhidabad 
observes that the figures supplied by the railway authorities and toll collector’s 
office at Jsngipur do not include the large oimort that is annually carried on by 
carts. The export of rice by cart from the Rarh to other districts was this year 
far above the average, and it is probable that, had figures been available, the 
total export from the district would show an increase over that of the previous 
year in spite of the partial failure of crops. The Collector of the Twenty-four 
Parganas reports that, besides the twenty-four stapies enumerated in the 
statements prescribed by Government, there are other articles, some of them 
important, in which traffic is carried on between his district and Calcutta along* 
the undermentioned eleven main routes of the district, viz., (1) Kamardanga, 
(2) Behala, (3 Kowrapookur khal, (4) Kowrapookur road, (5) Gurriya, (6) Bone 
Hoogtily, (7) Jingerpolo, (8) Matiabruj road, (9) Matiabnij ghftt, f 10^ Nimak 
Mahal, and (11) Moti jheel. Of therothe priqmpal artiolee are (1) lime and 
limestone, (2) fresh fruits other than cocoanuts and betel-natil, ^3) iron, 
(4) firewood, (li) bricks and tiles, (6) hides, an(^ (7) ^irits. The foUo^g table . 
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shows the impoits and exports of these articles as registered along the above*,

In Jessore, one Muhammad H^em Hazi Haji of Baiad^a, police-station 
Sailldiofia, started^a company knowfi sus A company to len'd money without 
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intweat) Limited/’ ostensibly as a branoh office of one at JaganhatlipUr, outpost 
Chirirbunder, district Dinajpur. The business of this so-called company i^pean 
to be suspicious, and three persons have laid charges of cheating, under section 
417, Indian Penal Code, against the Baradaha Company, while others have made 
verbal qomplaints to the Joint-Magistrate of Jhenidah. The procedure was 
notified by the company to bo as follows. A Snan should get himself^ rostered 
by paying two rupees as fee and a monthly subscription of one rupee.' He then 
becomes ‘ entitled to a loan of one hundred rupees after four months, two 
hundred after eight months, and so on, on condition that the loan is repaid in 
forty monthly instalments. The man Hadem Haji has been convicted in a 
forgery case, and sentenced to four years’ rigorous imprisonment.

In all districts there was a change in the total number of estates. In the 
Twenty-four Parganas the number increased by nine, in Nadia by four, in 
Muxsbidabad by eighteen, and in Jessore by one, while in Klmlna there was a 
decreaue of thirteen, the net result in the divibion being an increase of nineteen 
estates. Transfers from one class to another took place in every district, owing 
partly to the sale of estates for arrears of Government revenue and their 
purchase by Government for want of bidders, and partly to the sale of petty 
Government estates to private individuals with the rovrmue fixed in j>erpetmty. 
The increase in the Twenty-four Parganas and tho decrease in Khulna are due 
to the transfer of thirteen estates from Khulna to the former district. 'J’hreo 
new estates were added to class 11 in Nadia, and one estate was received by* 
transfer from Rajsbahi. Tho breaking up - of a Government estate, whicn 
consisted of a number of scattered plots in diffcront villages, caused tho increase 
in Murshidabad. In Jossoro a now estate was created by the acquisition of a 
plot of land for the protection of the subdivisional building at Narail. The 
following table shows the demand, collections, remissions and balances of ^and 
revenue during the past two years, 1895-96 and 1896-97:—

Compared with the preceding year, the percentage of collections of arrear 
•demand improved in all the classes, though it was below the prescribed 
standard of cent per cent. Considering the impoverished condition of the 
people caused by failure of crops, the results in Nadia, Jessore, and Ediulna, 
where the percentage was above ninety, may be accepted as fair. The collec¬ 
tions were not satisfactory in the Twenty-four Parganas or in Murshidabad. 
The current collections improved in permanently* settled estates, but fell off in 
those temporarily settled or under direct management. It is reported that in 
consequence of failure of crops and high prices farmers could not collect rents 
or .pay the .revenue. The percentage of total collections, i.e., both arrear and

xne nuxnoer oi esraiies unaer qirect management was Zoo against 257 in the 
preceding yeur, changes having taken place in every district except Calcutta. 
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The Twenty-four Pai^ganas shows a decrease of twelve estates,' and Nadia of 
four estates, chiefly owin^ to the sale of petty Government., estates. The 
increase of eleven estates m Murshidabad is due to the breaking up of the 
scattered estate Bati Bahadurpur into separate optates. In Jessore the purchase 
by Government of two revenue<paying estates at sales for arreiurs of .revenue 
and the actjuisition of a plot of l^d for the protection of the subdivisional 
buildings at Narail explain the addition of three estates. In Khulna one estate 
has been added to this class on account of three out of four shares of a perma¬ 
nently-settled estate having been purchased by Government. T here was an 
increase in the divisional totals under the heads of “ Current demand ” and 
“ Current collection.” The decrease in the current demand in Calcutta is due 
to a decrease in the number of revenue-paying holdings on account of redemp¬ 
tion of land tax. The increase in the Twenty-four Parganas, m spito of a 
decrease in the number of estates, is due to the inclusion for the first time of 
the demand of certain canal surplus lands in the demand of the Panchannagiam 
estate. The decrease in Nadia is due to a considerable falling off in the price 
for which thatching-grass was sold in the Meherpur subdivision. The decrease 
in the demand in Imirshidabad is due to the abatement of rent in estate Chur 
Masimpur and to the transfer of three estates to Birbhum and of nine estates 
to class 1 on their sale to private persons. The increase iu Jessore and Khulna 
is due to an increase in the number of estates. The percentage of current 
collections on current demand in Calcutta were the same as in the preceding 
year, viz., 99-9. It slightly improved in the Twenty-four Parganas and Nadia, 
but fell off considerably in Murshidabad, Jessore and Khulna. In no district, 
except in Calcutta, was the prescribed standard attained. The poorest results 
are shown in Murshidabad, in which district only 45*86 per cent., were 
collected. As regards arrear collections, all the districts, including Calcutta, 
show bad results, which may fairly be attributed to the universal failure of crops. 
Mr. Walsh, Officiating Collector of the Twenty-four Parganas, reports that flie 
crops have been for some years past destroyed either by excessive floods or 
W ingress of salt water into the principal Government estate in the district 
donsidering the failure of crops, I cannot blame Collectors fpr the poor 
collections. The remissions granted during the year are classifled below

The nominal remissions represent the rent of certain vacant godowns in 
the Orphanganj market and the rent of unoccupied lands in somb Government 
estates. The remissions of ^ace were granted to tenants on account of failure 
of crops. The remissions of right were granted chiefly on account oi redemp¬ 
tion of Government revenue and diluvion. There has been no material change 
dtiring the year either in the agency or mode of management of estates un£r 
direct management. The question of paying tahsildars by commission in the 
district of Murshidabad, and not by fixed salaries, was considered during the 
year, and my proposals have been sanctioned by the. Board of Revenue and by 
Government. The question of extending the system into the o^er districts, ol 
the division is now under consideration. The statement below shows the 
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ezpraditiure inourred for the management of khas tnahals and for misoellaneohs 
and other imprqyeme 9 ts:—

In the Twenty-four Parganas, besidoR the sum shown in the^ above table, 
Rs- 30,000 vrere sanctioned for misooUaneous and sanitary immovements 
in the Government estate Orphanganj. Out of the total sum of Kb» 36,900 
sanctioned for works of miscellaneous, sanitary and agricultural impr<^ementa 
in Government estates in the district, Rs. 34,616 were actually disbursed, 
leaving an unexpended balance of Rs. 2,285. The expendituro on works of 
n)i8oelwneou8 improvement amounted to Rs. 27,989, out of which Rs. 27,272 
were spent in Orphanganj, on the construction of four ^odowns and of an 
inlet for the accommodation of boats, and also in repajw to godowns and 
sheds, 4to. The baUnoe, Rs. 717, was si^t on repairs to oortain tahsil 
outoherries in the subdivisions of Diamond Harbour and Basirhat. The tot^ 
amount spent on works of sanitary improvement, which generally consisted in 
excavating or re-excavating tanks, was Rs. 4,229. A sum of 1 m. 2,307 was 
•pent on works of agricultural iiriprovement. Of this amount, Rs. 1,850 was 
i^nt in constructing embankments in Bonomalipur, in the Diamond Harbour 
subdivision, with a view to protect the lands from the ingress of salt water; 
and the balance in repairing the riverside embankment in Port Canning. The 
mnm of Rs. 1.373, fdlotted for misoellaneous sanitary and agricultural improve- 
pent* in Nadia, was spent as follows.^

In Jessore the allotment for works of improvement was Rs. 100, out 
of which Rs. 48 was actually spent in sinking a well in Banskhola in the 
Magura subdivision. The allotment in the district of Khnlna for miscellaneous, 
sanitary and agricultural improvements amounted to Rs. 700, out of which 
Rs. 580 were actually disbursed on the following works;—(I) On repairing a 
sluice-gate in Kilua Khal in Chandkhali, Rs. 375. (2) Foot brides in Chur 
Baniyari in the Ba^erhat subdivision, Rs. 125. (Z) Sinking wells, Rs. 80. No ' 
new staple was cultivated in any district in this division during the past year. 
In the 'i^wenty-four Parganas the number of schools maintained in Government 
estates was 64, and the amount expended for the pnxnose was Rs. 3,116-7.. 
This amount includes rewards given to certain schools. In Nadia there were 
two primary schools in the khasmahals of the Kushtia subdivision, each of 
which received a monthly grant of Rs. '5. There were also two primary schools 
in Bilmediya in the Mehurpur subdivision, ono of which was maintainoid by the 
Church Missionary Society and the other by the District Board. There was a 
night school at Gobindapur, Faridpur, The Government grant for primary 
education in Government estates in this district amounted to Rs. 352, which 
was dist;ributed to eight schools, as in the previous year. In Murshidabad 
eight primary schools with 240 pupils were maintained in Government estates 
under direct management. The t^al expenditure on account of those schools 
amounted to Rs. 593, of which Rs. 354 were met figpm Provincial revenues. 
In Jessore there arc no schools or patshalas maintained from khasmahal foods. 
Khasmahals in this distiict are generally small, patches of arable land in villages 
the greater portioli of'which is the property of private landowners There 
are primary schools in many such Plages containing khasmahal lands, the 
teachers of which are paid under the reward system. In Khulna there were 
25 stipendiary schools with 729 pupils in Government estates at the end of 
March last, against 29 schools and 896 pupils at tlie close of the previous year. 
The Collector attributes the decrease to the distressed condition of the people 
owing to famine. Rupees 2,050 were spent upon primary education in tbn 
Government estates of this district during the year under report.^ The ocmid^* 
tion of the raiyats in the khasmahals of this division dusing the year under 
report was generally bad everywhere owing to failure of crops. The raiyatv 
were somewhat better off in the Twenty-four Parganas than elsewhere, hoi 
tiie condition of the great majority was bad. Largo remissions were granted 
in almost every estate, as 1 found the raiyats reolly^v^ble to pay the amounte 
duo from them. The accounts of the several Government estates^ this divisioli 
were duly inspected. No material inegularities or discrepances wore broiq^ht 
to notice. No complaints were receiv^ agtunst any tahsudar or their subordi¬ 
nates. - One thousand two hundred and twenty-eight odtates'cr aliares of ^ 
estates with land revenue amounting to Rs. 6,74,229 bemune liable to sale during 
the year ux^dcr review, of which only 101. or .8*2 per oentii.were aotiu^y soidi, 
Ogamst 10*4 ppr cent, of the preceding yeai^and I1’3 pet (^nt. of the year

laent shows the settlements efBedied during the year 1896-97 
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The QTunber of sottloments effected during the year was 73, of which 30 were 
original settlegaents, 20 resettlements, and 14 summary settlements. The net 
increase of revenue obtained by these settlements was Rs. 9,588. Of the 30 
original settlements, iSiree were in Nadia, four in Jessore, and the rast in the 
Sundarbans, and *the revenue obtained by these settlements amounted to 
Rs, 23,843. The resettlements resulted in a net increase of revenue by 
k Rs. 9,533. In Jessore the resettlements caused a net decrease of two rupees and 
in Khulna that of Rs. 22. In almost all the districts of this divn^on there are 
estates ip which the relations between the zamindars and their raiyats were 
strained, though no outbreak of ill-feeling came under notice. In some estates 
the tenants complained of the oppression of zamindars and their agents in 
enhancing rents and the use of coercion. 

The following table shows the amount of landlords’ fees received and paid 
during the year under the Tenancy Act:— 
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The reluctance of landlords to accept these foes still continues, as is evident 
from the fact that out of a total sum of Rs»10,o45, only Rs. 1,185, or about twelve 
per cent., were accepted. Certain new rules Bug;;;wsted by me for the disposal 
of such fees were adopted by Government and promulgated in August last. 
According to these rules landlords’ fees on receipt are not at once sent out and 
tendered, but are placed in revenue deposit, and notices only are sent to the 
landlords concerned that the amounts stand to their credit, and will be paid to 
them or transferred to their revenue accounts on their application. I have no 
information as to the result of the change, but it appears to mo that it would be 
oonrenient for landlords who wish to aewpt the fees if they were credited to their 
tanzi accounts. In all the TS^stricts of this division the petty Government estates, 
the sale of which had been ordered and which remained unsold at the close 
of the previous year, have been put up to sale, but the results have been more 
mr less ^sappQiniing, as people 't^l not buy these estates except upon much 
more Uberau terms than Government allows. I consider tiiat the pdhey of 
sidlmg estates subject to payment of revenue equal to the grora rental, 

is a mistidma onq^ It has been luimd that they are seldom sold on such terms, 
or, if sold, they are soon thrown^ upon the hands of Government again. The 
esyi^ are uot worth keeping, anp 1 think the;^ riboold bq offered lor sale iqoon 
tencDS wbioii w^uld attract puroh^fiis* Nadia, five petty Qovmnitaiest estiitlBs, 
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witli a total area of 34 acres and Rs.’^ST as revenue, have been sold for Es. 166. 
In Mqrshidabad, twelve Gbvemnteut estates have been- sold to. the highest 
bidders for Rs.' 1,027. These estates have been sold subject to payment of 
the annual revenue assessed on them. In Jessore, thirty Government estates 
were put Up to sale in April 1896, but no bidder appeared. Subsequently, on 
my recommendation, the sale of fourteen of these estates was 'sanctionen by 
Government in July 1896, at an upset price of five times the rental, subject 
to an assessment in perpetuity equal to 75 per cent, of the gross rental. They 
were put up to sale on these terms, but still no bidder appeared. The Collector 
was men ordered to endeavour to sell the estates locally, but he succeeded in 
selling only twq of them, the rcruaiuing twelve finding no bidder. It is 
extremely desirable to get rid of these petty Government estates which are 
scattered in vaiious parts of the district ana are difficult and expensive to manage. 
They are comparatively worthless little plots, of which the rents do not pay the 
travelling allowance of collecting officers, and they are always subject to 
encroachment, as it is considered safe to plunder Government. In order to 
facilitate the sale of estates, the lands of which are situated in several villages, 
I have caused such estates to be split up and the lands situated in each village 
to be separately advertised for sue. I have also directed Collectors to issue 
personal notices to the landlords of the villages in which the lands offered for 
sale are situated, but even these measures have not been successful. It appears 
to me that the estates cannot be sold unless they are made free of revenue, 
and I know that the prices which would be paid on such terms would amply 
compensate Government for tbe petty loss of revenue. 

33. Ro(^d and Public Works Cssses .—The following table exhibits the 
oollections of road and public works cesses during the year;— , 
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' There has been a slight increase in the demand, of cesses shared by the 
Twenty*four Parganas, Nadia, Jessore, and Khulna, while Murshidabad shows 
a decrease. In Nadia and Jessore the increase is nominal. ^.The increase is 
large in the Twenty-four Parganas and Khulim, and is due to the revaluation 
'and new assessment of certain estates and fenures. The decmase in Mur* 
diidabadis due to‘tbe oanoelment of double * assessments, to abatemwts on* 
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•cooant of tintraoed rentrfreeitenureS) and to the exemption of lands fallia 
within municif>al limits. The collections of current demand fell dff ^ all 
districts, except' in the Twenty>four Parganas and Nadia, while there has* been 
a decrease in the'oolleotions of .arrears in all districts, ’except in Nadia 
and Murshidabad. The total collections, however, both oit account df current 
and arrear, ase better than in the preceding year, being 88*39 against 87*9 
per oenf. in 1895<96. A large portion of the* arrears is due from the dis- 
^cts of the Twenty-four Parganas, Murshidabad and Jessore. Revaluation is 
dn proffress in the Twenty-four Parganas, and bias been completed in Jessore. 
Partial revaluations are in progress in l^ulna. A completion report of the 
•revaluation of one revenue-paying, six revenue-free, one izjid estate under 
section 37 of the Cess Act and of one estate under section 13, which resulted in 
an increase of Rs. 5,413-9-5 in the district of Murshidabad, was submitted to 
the Boa^d. 


XXIIL—railways and other public works. 

40. lu ^e Twenty-four Parganas, 12 if miles of the Eastern Bengal 
State Railway, including branches to Budge-Budge, Port Canning, and 
Diamond Harbour, aVe open for traffic. The proposal to construct a steam 
tramway from Barasat to Basirhat, referred to in my last report, is still under 
the consideration of the District Board. As regards the construction of a 
• steam tramway from Ranaghat to Krishnagar, in the district of Nadia, 
Messrs. Martin & Co., the promoters of the scheme, have applied for a further 
cxtonsiop by nine months of the period for the completion of {he tramway. 
As the work has been retarded by the state of the money market. Government 
has granted an extension of six months, with effect from the IGth of March 
1897, for construction, and from the 16th of December 1897 for completion 
and equipment of the lino. The district of Murshidabad is not well served 
as regards railway communications, the Azimganj-Nalhati branch of the East 
Indian Railway being the only line that runs through it. The survey of a 
proposed line from Ranaghat, on the Eastern Bengal Railway, through Krish- 
nagar to Bhagwangola was sanctioned during the year, ouch a line would 
supersede the tramway to Krishnagar, and would in my opinion be very, useful. 
No now railways wore constructed in Jessore or Khulna. The portion^ of the 
Bengal Central Railway which pass through these districts were maintained. 
A survey was made for a proposed line from Singhia in Jessore to Madaripur. 
Another survey for a line from Kissenganj, on the Eastern Bengal Railway,, to. 
Magura in Jessore, vid Kotechandpur, has been in progress for some months. 
Su(m a line would be decidedly useful. « 

41., Embankments^ drainage sluices., ^e .—In the Twenty-four Parganas, 
Rs. 23,825 were spent in maintaining 216|^ miles of schedule D and 2 miles 1,320 
feet of tuccavi embankments, against Rs. 21,288 in the previous year, and 
Rs. 1,514 in constructing retired lines of embankment against Rs. 4,745. There 
are 67 irrigation and drainage sluices, of which 48 are maintained by Govern¬ 
ment, four by the Calcutta Corporation, and fifteen at the cost of the zamindars 
ooncemed. Twelve cuts were allowed in embankments for drainage and 
three for irrigation. Besides these, three cuts were made surreptitiously. 
Drainage sluices at Satpukor, Kulpi and Biudal, and an irrigation sluiqp at 
Tellari, were under construction, the total expenditure incurred during the 
year being Rs. 1,40,472. In Murshidabad the Public Works Department worked 
strenuously to keep the Bluy^rathi embankment in proper order when the river 
rose during, the rains, aiidprotective spurs have wen constructed. A retired 
line, of embankment about six miles in length at Bhagwangola is now in 
oourse of construction. In Jessore, the excavation of Ime Bhawanipur khal 
was commenced at a cost of Rs. 8,*293, of which Rs. 7,293 were raised by 
local subscription through Mr. Shirreff, an indigo planter, and the rest was 
contributed by the District Board. No irrigation or drainage works have been 
constructed in £hid)a or l^ulna.

Twenty-four Pargands, the District Board expended Bs. 7,904 agjunst Bs. 2,689 
in the preceding year on water-supply. Of this sum, Bs. 1,249 were spent in 
sinking 28 wells, Bs. 1,838 in the excavation of three tanks, and Bs. 4^817 were 
given out in 194 cases as grants-in-aid to villagers for the purpose of re-excavat¬ 
ing tanks. Bupeos 2,687 were spent in making sanitary arrangements, for the 
Saugor and Harwa mSlaSj Bs. 876 in clearing weeds from the l^wdi Nadi, and 
Bs. 854 in putting up spurs and culverts on the Soonti Nadi in the Barasat 
subdivision. In Nadia, Ks. 1,993 wero spent in sinking wells. Bup^ 2,719 
were spent in Mursliidal^ in improving the water-supply: Bs. 735 in maintaining 
two drainage channels, and Rs. 550 in constructing two pairs of mar Boats for. 
ferries. In Jessore, Bs. 1,833 were spent in excavating four tanks and Bs. 776 
in sinking 181 kutcha wells, and in deepening the well within the compound of 
the Jessore Jail. The District Board of EJinlna expended Bs. 2,349 in excavat¬ 
ing two tanks, one at Naldi and the other at Mulghur. 


XXIV.—COMMUNICATIONS. 

44. Roads. —Eighty-five miles of Provincial roads were maintained by the 
District Board of the Twenty-four Parganas at a cost of Rs. 59,033. The average • 
expenditure per mile was Rs. 692 against Rs. 755 in the previous year. The 
condition of these roads is said to be generally satisfactory. The maintenance 
of 150 miles of district roads, metalled and bridged, cost the Hoard Rs. 56,334; 
or Rs. 37 5 per mile, against Rs. 430 in the previous year. These roads are 
said to have been kept in fair order throughout the year. A sum of Rs. 10,564 
was spent in maintaining 260^ miles of district unmetalled and bridged roads, 
and 47 miles of unmetalled roads with temporary bridges, showing an average 
expenditure of Rs. 34 per mile against Bs. 46 in the previous year. ^ These 
unmotalled roads are under the management of Local Boards, and ale said to bo 
generally in passable order. There were also 992^ miles of village roads under 
the management of Local Boards, the maintenance of whi(A cost Bs. 13,616 
during the year. The District Board spmit Rs. 8,658 on original works against 
Rs. 28,417 in the previous year. The most important woi« was the construc¬ 
tion of a road from Kulpi to channel creek, which cost Bs. 7,734 during the 
year. In Nadia, the District Beard spent Ks. 13,481 on original works, the 
most important being, the improvement of the railway feeder road from Hans- 
daha to l^senganj, which cost Rs. 10,834. The expenditure incurred in the 
maintenance of the different classes of district roads was Rs. 30,829 againsb 
Rs. 51,429 in the previous year, and of village roads Rs. 686 against Bs. 2,626. 
The decrease is due to provision h'aving been made from the sums oiiginally 
allotted for the maintenance of unmotalled and village roads froi||i famine relief 
expenditme in the district during the year. There were altoge&er 1,696|' 
miW of roads in the district of Mursmdabad., The expenditure inonrrcid on 
the maintenance of 24 miles of metalled and bridged roads was Bs. 9,916, 
that on 213 miles of unmetalled and bridged roads was^ Rs. 11,676, on 100<| 
milee of unmetalled roads with tempoiaiy bridges Bs. 4,328, and on 266 miles 
of low level roads Bs 6,987. The maintenance of 398 miles of village roads 
cost Rs. 4,801. A sum of Bs. 4,238 was spent by the District Board in 
raising and improving the district and villam rofjd^ In Jessore, 41 miles of 
Frovindal roads were maintained at a cost of Bs. 14,812, exelnsive estabHdi- 
ment charges, which amounted to Rs. 1,607. Rs. 26,709 were iipent in Hie 
maintenance and repairs of 106 miles of district meti^lted and bnd|^ roftds, 
Bs- 8il81 on 190 miles of unmetalled brids^ roads. Bs. 4,261* on 192 ncdles 
of immetalled roads with temporary bddgra, and Bs. 4,261 on 187 miles of 
village roads. ^Bs.

There are about 15,889 trees along 
provincial and district roads. The Nadia District Board spent Rs. 590 won 
ai’boriculture against Rs. 675 in the previous year. In Murshldabad Its. 175 
were spent in planting and rearing trees on ri>adBideB. In.,Jessore 1,700 rain 
trees wqiro planted on the sides of different roads at a total cost of Rs. 912, 
including the maintenance charges of the existing trees, against Rs. 1,301 in 
the previous year. Rupees 291 were spent by the District Board of Khulna in 
planting trees on roadsides. 

46. In the Twenty-four Pnrganas the circular canals ften miles in length) 

. and Tolly’s Nala, including Kawrapukurkhal (thirty- 

water oommBjucation, seven miles), were maintained at a cost of Rs. 34,193 

against Rs. 4*4,574 ii* •!895-96, while the gross revenue from tolls on these 
two canals was Rs.* 4,25,145 against Rs. 4.32,701 in the preceding year. A 
scheme for canalizhig tlie Bhangor khal was sanctioned last year, and the 
•Work is in progress. During the year 1,336 steamers passed through the 
Sundarban channels against 1,482 in the previous year, yielding a gross 
revenue ©f Rs. 0,680 in tolls against Rb. 7,410 in 1895-96. Thdre are also 
tjvo khals (17 miles) in this district. The one between Mograhat and 
Jainagar is navigable throughout the year. The Sarisa khal is navigable only 
during the rains. These are maintained by the District Board and are reports 
to be in fair condition. In Murshidabad a ferry steamer belonging to Messrs. 
Hoaio, Miller and Company plied twice daily for a few months between 
Azimganj and Borhampur. A steamer of the East Indian Railway Company 
plied for sonin months thrice a week between Azimganj and Dbulian and another 
steamer of Messrs. Hoare> Miller & Company plied between Calcutta and 
Jangipur during a part of the year. There is a steamer service between 
Jbiukargacha and Kapilmani, which passes through portions of the Jessere and 
Khulna districts and another steamer service between Khulna and Barisal, a 
distance of 35 miles. During part of the year a steamer ran between Khulna 
and Gopalganj in the Faridpur district.

. Expendiiuro on sanitation and water-supply has increased in all the dis¬ 
tricts; that on medical relief has increased in the Twenty-four Parganas, Nadia 
and Jessore, wliilo it has fallen off in Murshidabad and Khulna. Expenditure 
on primary education has increased in all the districts except Nadia, where it 
has fallou off. Tlio following is a summary of the views of the District OfiBicors 
on the working of the District and Local Boards and Union Committees:— 

TwenttJ^our Parffanas. —Tlio District Board has worked smoothly and 
successfully. The members generally are said to have continued to take an 
interest in the performance of thoir duties. The Local Boards have continued 
to administer the grants for village roads, district unmotalied roads and pounds, 
and the Magistratti reports that their administration with regard to these matters 
has been generally successful. Of the three Union Committees, that of Basudeb-- 
pjir is said to have worked satisfactorily, the chairman and the members having 
taken considemblo interest in the performance of tlieir duties. The other two 
Union Committeas are said to have worked tolerably w'ell. Na!tia. —The members 
of the District Jioard are said to have generally taken interest in their v/ork. 
The Local Boards have continued to administer the grants for pounds, ferries 
and village roads. 'I'he Magistrate reports a considerable improvement in the 
manner in which they^ managed the jwunds, and the members are said to have 
taken more interest in their work than they did in previous years. The Union 
Committees practically did no work, almost tho whole of their income having 
been devoted to famine relief. Murthidabad. —The District Board has worked 
satisfactorily and, as.a consultative body, continues to be useful. The members 
have worked harmoniously with the official Chairman, and are said to have ren- 
deredlaseful assistance, both in the discussion of measures and in their execu¬ 
tion* Tho Local Boards wore of little use, their scope being limited and the 
nature of the work uninttijeesting; and they might as well be abolished and 
r<galaced by Union Committees under the direct supervision of tho District 
Board. Tne Union Committees were entrusted with funds for the repair of the 
yilla^ iXMtds ^within their respective jurisdiction. It is too early yet to judge 
thoijr iltefulness or efficiency, but it is reported that the limited fundmnace 
pyer to were judiciously expended. Jtssore .—Tho work , of the District 
Boaird uniat on smootfady, and tbe non-official members took intexest in the work 
flif the BOiitd.. jrAe^.-^-The Local Self-Government Act works on the whole 
— ..joxfly, and med^ of the n(|embers of the Board tak^ considerable interest 
in^eir Thb Chairman ^reports that he receives great assistance Irmn 
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xoany individual members, and, as a body,the Dlei^riot Board are anxious to assist 
the execdtive officers in any sound *tvork, although they are said to be inclined 
to spend an unduly large amount on education. The Chairnian adyocates the 
formation of more‘Union Committees, as they are said to-do really good work. 
Another ;^ear’s expedience has only confirmed me in the opinion that X^ocal 
Boards, are not wanted, and that it would be a great improycNuent «f Union 
Committees were to work directly under the District Boards. My yiev^s bn this 
subject have been stated at length on more than one preyious occasion. The 
management of pounds by local authorities has in past years been as feeble as it. 
was possible to be, and it is interesting to observe how an improvement in the 
administration .Qf this department has followed the discovery that ||pad>oess 
money Is not to be spent on the education of children of the higher classes, and 
that, if the local authorities allow the revenue from pounds to fall off, the 
education in which they take an interest must suffer.

There was no failure of election in anj one of 
them. In Ward No. II of the Baduriya Municipality 
tb^h election was invalidated«by the Magistrate on 
objection, owing to some irregularities in.the pro¬ 
ceedings, and a date has been fixed for a fre&h election. The eleven was not 
held' in three wards of the Santipur Municipality, in consequence of an 
injunction issued by the Civil Court on petition of three candidates, whose 
names were excluded from the final list of candidates. The cases are still 
pendifag. i, On reference the Government has decided, on the strength of the 
opinion given by the Hon’ble the Advocate-General, that a Civil Court has no 
authority to issue an injunction, ad-interim or permanent, against the holding of 
an eldbtion under the rules framed in accordance with the provisions of an Act 
of the Bengal Council. In some of the municipalities the Boards of Commis¬ 
sioners have not yet been formed, owing to delay in the appointment of 
Government nominees, consequent on numerous petitions of objection in each 
case. The people seem to evince more interest now in the matter of selection 
of members than they used to. Bye elections were held in some of the 
municipalities. On^ of them having failed at Goverdanga in the district of 
the Twenty-fouu Parganas, the vacancy was filled up by nomination. The

There is a discrepancy of 41 in the figures shown against Total” in 
column 2 with those shown in the previous report, which is due to the adoption 
of ocrrected figures from the Anntial Municipal Returns against ELhulffli. ^here 
has been a marked increase in both receipts and disbursements. The increase 
in tiie receipts is due to better collection and revision of assessmepts, and that 
in diihorsements to larger expenditure in improvements.

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'It appears thatin 19 mui^ipalitMSj asagainjst of the previons 
less iJban;50 ^ cent, of iihe'Commissioners were present at each’meeting, 

< and that in 21 .nmnidpalities agamst 13, the average percentage of attendance 
was ov^ 50, which .sh<^B a little in^ovement. In the Twenty-four Parganas 
the Municipal Commissioners of Cossipore-Chitpur laid do'vi^ 9,581 feet nf water- 
' ^pe during tbfi year at a cost of Rs. 7,085, with 19 new hydrants, and the 
Commisdoners of Manicktolla 10,725 feet with 20 hydrants at a cost of 
Rs. 7,665. Mr. Walsh, Officiating Magistrate of the Twenty-four Parganas, 
•remarks that the Municipal Commissioners appehr to have taken an interest in. 
their duties, though the large proportion of non-attendances shows that there are 
’. many Commissioners who are content with the title alone, an^ take no active 
interest in municipal affairs. The managers of the mills situated within the 
municipalities of Naihati, Oarulia, Titagarh and Baranagore have taken an 
interest,in municipal affairs, and helped the several municipalities with the 
•mill resources. Mr. Walsh adds:—“The European element in a municipal 
committee has the effect of infusing vigour into the administration, and the 
“ committees in which there are European commissioners are also less affected 
“ by party factions.” In Nadia bad collection is specially noticed. It is worse 
in larger municipalities than in the smaller ones. Tne state of collection in 
Krishnagar was deplorable. Evidently very little or no attention was paid by the 
municipal authorities*to this subject. The Magistrate reports that it is the 
belief in Krishnaghr that persons were not pressed for their taxes this year, as, 
owing to the closeness of the municipal elections, pressure on voters would ^ve 
, heen prejudicial to Commissioners who wished to be re-elected. As I remarked 
last year the executive officers of a municipality dread, abov^e all things, 
incurring the wrath of rate-payers and of tlie general body of Commissioners by 
raising or enforcing taxation. Mr. Levinge, the Magistrate of Murshidabad, 
adheres to his opinion, which is also shared by Mr. Garrett, the Officiating 
Magistrate of Nadia, that the control and supervision exercised over the subordi¬ 
nates in municipalities is often insufficient. Mr. Levinge, however, adds that in 
spite of those laults the municipalities in his district have done plenty of good 
work, and that the municipal authorities have generally followed the advice and 
instractions««f inspecting officers, and that the relations between them and the 
controlling authorities have always been cordial and satisfactory. There is 
nothing special to note in regard to the other districts. The munioipalities 
of Jessore and Khulna continued to be managed satisfactorily. As’alroady 
remarked, the administration is generally successful where there is an active 
chairman or vice-chairman resident in tne municipality. But this is wanting 
in many places, and the result is that the subordinates are uncontrolled, and 
collections are allowed to fall into arrears. To improve collections 1 have 
introduced in almost all the municipalities in this division a system of paying the 
agency |or the collection of taxes by commission, instead of by fixed pay, and 
have been pressing for tlio adoption of coercive measures where necessary ; 
but the Municipal (Jommissioners are very reluctant to act up to the advice, 
presumably for fear of incurring the displeasure of the rate-payers. The 
measures introduced have to some extent secured the desired object. Salutary 
improvements are generally opposed both by Municipal Commissioners and by 
rate-payers, and in cases where the Municipal Commissioners decide to introduce 
reform, they are thwarted and opposed. This is particularly noticeable on the 
part of rich owners* of bustoes who are unwilling to spend an^'thlng on the 
improvement of their bustoes themselves, and throw every impediment in the 
way of the Commissioners who wish to do so. 


XXXVH.—GENERAL KEMAEKS. 

72. The most prominent feature in the history of the year under review is 
the early cessation of the rains following a deficient rainfall in the ^^ed^ng 
year, causing failure of the crops and xsonsequent distress. There has been 
actual famine in*tlm districts of Nadia and Khulna, and severe distress approach¬ 
ing to &mine in Jlfarshidsibad and Jessore, which commenced before the year 
o^eiesed, and h|U9 since become more intense. The distress from the want of 
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food'grains was inteasified. bv a geneml scanty of water for'drmking and 
the result was that cholera broKe out. In Elhuma especially thb death-rate has 
perceptibly increased. It was not so, however, in Nadia, where cholera was 
most apprehended. Mr. Garrett, the OiBoiating Collector,-observes that the only 
matter of congratulation is that the disb*ict has escaped the severe visitation of 
cholera, which was uniyersaUy anticipated. So far as we could judge, every¬ 
thing wa)i in favour of a severe epidemic. The people were more wehhened by 
insufficient food than last year, when fifteen thousand persons were carried off 
by cholera within a space of five months. Yet, notwithstanding all this, cholera 
practically at no time became epidemic, and has now ceased enUrely.

In continuation of his Government’s letter No. 1626Famine, dated the 
20th Aiigust. 1897, I am directed to submit, under section 29 of the Benga! 
Famine Code, tlie following report on relief operations in this Province during 
the four weelcs ending ion the 28th August 1897. A statement of rainfall and 

the usual Famine Statements A and B are heretc 
appended. 1 am also to submit copies of the twe 
half-monthly reports* of the Commissioner of the 
Patna Division for tho period above mentioned. 
A consolidated famine map of the Patna Division it 
also enclosed, together with maps of the districtf 
noted on the margin.f 

2. Palna Divuion. Proapecta of eropsy priceSy ^c. —The rainfall in the 

district of Patna was excessive and i-esultod in floods and consequent damage 
to the bhadoi crop. Tlui Collector estimates that half the crop has beei 
destroyed, tho Borh subdivision having suffered most. Tho Commissioner 
however, fhinks that this is not of serious consequence, a.s the in thi( 

district is always a harvest of a precarious character. It is stated that the 
average outturn of the autumn crops for tho last 10 years is 9'14 ann^, while 
in the years 1888-89 and 1890-91 tho outturn was loss than 4 anneis. Owing 
possibly to tho damage done to tho bhadoi cS’ops, prices in this district showed no 
tendency to fall. Tho rainfall in Gaya was also heavy, but did little or nc 
damage, except that a considerable portion of tho maize crop has been lost, -the 
estimated outturn being 8 annas. Marua has been grown over an unusually 
largo area this year, and is expected to yield a bumper Crop. Prices in thie 
district are reported to have a slightly downward tendency. 

3. As regards tho other districts of the Division, the first week of August 
was marked by heavy rain in many plages, and was followed by a week or ter 
days of comparatively fine weather, such as was required for the bhadoi crops 
Tho second fortnight was a period of anxiety for tho western part of the 
Bettiah subdivision of Champaran, tho Sitamarhi subdivision of Muzaffarpur, 
and the Madhubani subdivision of Darbhauga. The rainfall was insufficient, 
and a good deal of the winter rice remained to be transplanted ; but copioui 
rain has since fallen, and has greatly improved the situation in all thes< 
tracts. The outturn of the bhado' crops in Shahabad is estimated a 
14 annas. In the four districts north of the Ganges, tlieso crops are reportcc 
to bt' above the .OTorage7 and to have come well on to the market. With 
regard to the winter rice, 'the Commissioner, writing on the Sth September, 
says that it has been planted out everywhere and gives excellent promise. 
Mr. Bourdillou is of opinion that with a good fail during the Hathiya asterism 
(at the end of September) this crop should yield more than an average, cptmm, 
out that even if the Haldiiya luin fails, or is short, there is reason to think that 
a fair crop wiU J|till be reapm. Prices had at last begun to fall everywhere, 
axoept in Smmabac^ where tthey are reported to have been practically 
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staCionary. at the end of the period under report ;fandthe oomjtnoner food-gtaine 
were much cheaper than during the latter naif of July. The pxioes of marua

On the 7th August a conference was held at Bankipore by the Commis¬ 
sioner with the District Officers to discuss the prospects of the crops, the condi¬ 
tion of the people, and the steps to he taken to close the relief operations. The 
instructions drawn up at this conference have since been approved by the 
Lieutenant-Grorernor and circulated t(.> the affected districts in other Divisions. 


Briefly they are that where there is good hhadoi^ relief works should all bo 
closed by tne 1st September, hut that in tracts with little or no hhadoi they 
miglit, if necessary, be kept open till the middle of the month. Gratuitous relief 
must continue for some time after the relief works are closed, hut should he cut 
down in tracts whero the hhadoi crops are good. Kitchens are to be opened for 
children and for all remaining recipients of gratuitous relief, excepting those 
who are physically incapable of coming to the kitchens. It is expected that it 
will be possible to close all kinds of gratuitous relief by the Ist October. 

4. Area and population affected and numbers on -With the now hhadoi 

grain in the market and with good prospects of the great winter rice crop, there 
was a general improvement in the condition of the affected tracts, but except in 
parts of Saran no area was declared entirely free from distress. In this district 
in an area of 366 square miles with a population of 342,800 all roliiif opera¬ 
tions were closed about the 20th August. The total affected area was 
thus reduced to 1,146 square miles with a population of 1,073,200, but 
relief W'orks werCl^pen only in 563 s(]uare miles with a population of 509,880 
persons, the relief operations in the remaining area being confined to 
gratuitous relief (including relief given in kitchens). In Champaran an 
area of 1,400 square miles with a population of about one million has been 
removed from the category of acute to that of slight distress, thus raising the 
slightly distressed area to 2,831 square miles with a population of 1,584,000, 
and reducing the* area still severely affected to about 700 square miles with an 
estimated population of 275,000 ; this tract lies in thanas Hardih and< Bagaha, 
in the north of the Bettiah subdivision, whero comparatively little hhadoi ifi 


grown.

* The«total number of works at the end of July was 277, of whidi 81 were 
under the Public Works Department in the districts of Champaran, Muzaffar- 
pur, and Darbhanga, and the rest under civil officers. In Saran the number 
of works has since been reduced to four. The Collector of Champaran wrote 
on 3rd September that practically all the works except the Tribeni Canal and 
one section 9 f the Bettiah-Bagaha Railway would be closed during that week.

^ Saran, there was an increase in the outturn of work and decrease in 
' the cost rate 1,(^ cubic fee^ due mainly to the ihoreaaed softness of 
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tbe soil and reduction in the famine wag^ owii^ to fall in prices. The 
increase in tbe cost^rate per l‘,000 cubic ^et in-^ran is attributed by the 
Collector to the fact that task work was practically confined .to the rice tracts 
recently flooded^where water was standing in the burrbw, pits, and .the earth 
for road work had to be obtained from some distance.' Since the fall in prices 
the wages have be^n everywhere reduced. ‘ ^ 

8 . ...^Piece-toork The Bya nalla work in Muzaffarpur, on^ which the 

piece-work system was in force, was closed during the second-half of August. 
In Darbhanga this system was in force on the Sakri-Jainagar Railway. In 
Champaran, besides the Tribcni Canal and the Bettiah-Bagaha Railway, bn 
which the piece-work system had been previously introduced, the Collector 
substituted pVece-work for task work on all works except those about to bo 
closed. This was done in accordance with the principle enunciated in para¬ 
graph 132 of the Famine Commissioner’s Report, Part I, that at the end of a. 
famine, if any able-bodied labourers are disinclined to go back to their ordinal 
work, a system of piece work may be used with lowered rates to induce them 
to go. The rates were lowered to Re. 1-6-6 and Be. 1-11-6 (with dressing) per 
1,000 cubic feet, but the Collector reports that the labourers, even without tnis 
reduction, showed no disinclination to leave relief works, whether conducted on 
the task-work or on the piece-work system, wherever other tsmployment was 
available. . ,, 

7. PrivMe relicj tcorics. —The Ilatwa Raj had two-works open in Saran, 
which employed a daily average of 646 male units in the last week of 
August, but these were avowedly being carried on as being neccssaiy for 

of communication and not for famine relief. The Darbhanga Ritj 
Wfuks in the district of Darbhanga employed 1,488 
labourers on the 31st August, against 2;7S0 at the 
end of July. No other private relief works *aro 
reported to*hove been open. The numbers emphyed 
on the Moghalsarai-Gaya Railw'ay in Shahabad 
wore as noted on the margin.

12. Ch>ta Nagpur Divieioa .—During the first week of August, there was 
copious rain in all tho Uistricts of the Chota Nagpur Division, and especially in 
Paiaraau, where it was greatly needed; plentiful rain again fell in the week 
ending 21st August, which oiiahlod the transplantation of winter rice to be 
completed throughout the Division, and assured a full outturn of most of tho 
bLaaoi crops, except only in the north of Manbhum. In this tract the hhadoi 
crops do not appear to be yielding a satisfactory outturn, but there is a 
dillerenoe d^j^pinion amongst the local officers on this point, and a further 
report^ is expected. The prospects of winter rico were everywhere good. 

The piquets of the new ohudoi crops were coming into the markef. ^ Iff 
Palamau gondii and eatea (punieum^milicwt and pcmicum formentaceum) were selling 
at 10 seees per rupee, ^and Indian'Oom at 11 seers. The price of Indian-corn 
in i® quoted at 16 to while common rice waa selling at noj;

probably with cones) and gondii (probably unliked) were coming into market 

^ and bein^ sold at about 20 and 30 seers 
August. P®'^ rupee respectively. The prices of the 
new hnadoi in Lohardaga on me 28th 
August were as noted on thei marfl^, in 
comparison with those which prev^ed>cn 
the i4th Aufrust. There was an improve¬ 
ment in public health, inasmuch as cnolera 
had abated in almost all the districts in the Division. 

During the period under report, 1,097 maunds of rice were imported 
* ^ to Palamau by traders under the bounty system*. 

* This brought the total quantity imported under 

this system, since its introduction in February last, up to 13,687 maunds of 
Burma rice, and 5,376 maunds of country rico, the total amounjb paid by‘ 
Government on bounties being Rs. 9,532. Orders have been issued by the 
Commissioner that no further bounties are to be paid. The total number on 
the relief works in Palamau at the end of July was 1,591. On the 2dth August 
the corresponding number was 1,169, while the number on gratuitous relief on 
that date was 2,353 against 2,246 on the 3l8t July. In view of the favourable 
outlook, all Government relief operations were closed in this district on the 
31st ultimo; such of tho labourers as had been regulaily attending the relief 
works were, with the sanction of Government, paid gratuities for subsistence 
up to the 16th September, and the recipients of gratuitous relief were given 
two weeks’ doles. The local Relief Committee will be able to provide for such 
cases as may be found to require relief; these cases are likely to be few. 

The situation in Manbhum was not as satisfactory as in^ the other 

districts of the Division. The numbers on the relief 
Manbhtim. works increase continually up to the last week" of 

August, when the largest increase took place. On the 28th August, tho total 
number of relief workers was 18,590, against 9,298 on the 3l8t July. This 
increase is reported to have been due partly to the completion of the work of 
transplanting rice, and the consequent release of agricultural labour, partly to 
the piece-work system having proved too attractive, and partly to the unsatis¬ 
factory outturn of the bhadoi crops. It has not beon found possible to close all 
relief works in this district, but the piece-work rates have been reduced to 
Re. 1-4 per 1,000 cubic feet for soft and medium soil, and Re. 1-9 for hard soil. 
The number on gratuitous relief on the 28tb August was 6,073 against 6,399 on i 
the 3l8t July. 

The outlook in this district was most favourable at the end of the 
„ .. . month. There were only 418 relief workers oii the 

"? ’ 28th August, against 1,376 on the 31st July, while, 

the corresponding numbers on gratuitous relief were 1,360 and, 3,175 res¬ 
pectively. At the end of the month the Deputy Commissioner was closing 
relief opemtions under the same conditions as in the other districts of this 
Division; but a few kitchens were to be. kept open on the Grand Trunk Road 
for a short time longer. 

The good hhadoi haryest and the excellent prospect^ the winter 

rice, coupled with the bounty of Re. 1, paid by 
“*”***" Qoyemment on each maund of rice impdrted vtd 

Pumlia, caused a marked improvement in prices in the'district of Lohardaga. 
On the 31st July rice was selling in 29 markets at 4 seers or under rupee. 
At the end of August this high price prevailed at five markets only. Up to Uie 
28th August, about 3,000 maunds of rice bad reached Ranchi, and about 2,000 
maunds more were on the way from Purulia. Relief woi^ and gratuitous 
rdief have teen closed in this district, as in Palamau and Hosuribagh. , 

Prospects in Singhbbnm were likewise favourable, aim there is 

- Bin nothing of importance to report with regard to this 

district. 

IS. Prnidmey DivUion .—^The rainfidl tHronghont the Division was abnnd-« 
ant and well '(^mbuted, and considerably improved .thto condition of the 
diidreSsed trBcIs. The hdi^eetin^ qf kuri^mn paddy and jat^ WM lo pro^prew j. 
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the outturn of both was on the whole good, and the prospects of winter .riee 
were fayourable. The public health was also' good, ana cattle-disease ‘ is 
reported only,from Khulna. v * 

Thmre was' na c^nge in the area previously shovsn as affected, but 
Wadia Collector, writing on the 3rd September, sajrs 

• ' that there can be no doubt fhat severe disti'ess is 

now ht* an end. The outturn of the atu or autumn paddy, which is aiT import¬ 
ant crop in this district, is much better than it has been for some years, and is 
, estimated at 13 annas for the whole district. The outturn of jute is also stated 
to be .very good, and agricultural prospects generally are excellent. The 
harvesting of au* has brought food into the market and the price of the. new 
lice on the 4th September, as shown in the weekly telegraphic report, varied 
from 9^ to 12 seers. There was no fall in the price of old rice, ana it is not 
anticipated that there will be any large or permanent fall in the price of it until 
'the aman or winter rice is harvested. Relief operations are now being wound 
up, and the Collector proposes to close them altogether by the 15th of the current 
month, except that four poor-houses at the head-quarters of the four charges 
are to be kept open until about the end of the month, to provide for any cases of 
destitution tnat may come to notice. The numbers on relief works rapidly fell 
off, till on the 28th August there were only 331 workers. The Collector has 
since issued orders to«finally close all works. The numbers on gratuitous relief 
also decreased, and stood at 6,390 on the 28th August against 50,362 on the 31st 
July. The Collector writes—The persons still on the lists are only those of 

• the halt, the‘maim and the blind, who have absolutely no relatives to help them. 
There are signs, however, of a re-commencemont of private charity, and with 
poor-houses open for the urgent cases, I consider it safe to stop issuing doles 
from the 15th of the month. ” 

* In Khulna there was considerable demand for field labour, and the near 

approach of the atut and j ute harvests made it possible 
for the cultivators to borrow money. But these 
crops have little comparative importance in this district, and the Collector doubts 
whether they occupy two annas of the whole cultivable area; the continuous 
rain, althoygh excellent for the amaa crop, retarded the harvesting of the 
autumn paddy. No new rice, therefore, came into the market, and the bad 
weather rendering the Importation of Burma rice difficult, the price of rice rose 
to 5^ seers the rupee during the latter half of August. The Collectol: writes 
that since that time, in consequence of the arrival of fresh stocks, the price 
has again fallen to 8 seers. There were only two works open, which employed 
96 labourers on the 28th August, and they have since been closed. The num^rs 
On gratuitous relief have also fallen, the numbers on 28th August having been 
5,040 against 7,776 on the 31st July. This district depends so largely on the 
aman crop that it will probably be necessary to continue gratuitous relief longer 
than elsewhere. 

In Murshidabad the major portion of the relief works was closed on 

the 25th Auknst, a few only being kept open till the 
3l8t of the month. Gratuitous relief, which in this 
district was given entirely out of charitable funds, was also closed on the 
25th August, with the <U8tribution of ten days’ doles to all those remaining on 
^e circle officer’s lists, and of pieces of cloth to the most ipdigent among 
them. The outturn*of the atu crop, which was being g^enerally harvested, 
is estimated at from 14 to 16 annas, and the propects of the aman, the trans- 

f lantation of which has been everywhere completed, were very favourable.

Prices are 
now easier, marua being reported to be 20 seers the rupee in Madhipura and 
Supaul. In these subdivisions relief operations, including gratuitous relief 
from, the Charitable Relief Fund, have been finally closed. In the other two 
subdivisions of the di^trict, some relief was still being given from the Chari¬ 
table Ri.'lief Fund when the Collector wrote. 

I’ho general condition of tbe Sonthal Parganas is reported to have greatly 
_ , , _ improved in consequence of good and sufificient rain 

Souihai rarganaB. the subdivisions of the district. ThoAAorfoi 


has proved a bumper harvest almost everywhere excepting in Jamtara. In this 
subdivision the autumn crops are not of much importance, and will give little 
local relief. New Indian-c<>rn has come into the market and is quoted at 
seers the rupee at Godda, but the fall in price was not general. * Government 
relief operations were closed in this district on the 16th, August. ‘Relief from 
the Charitable Hclicf Fund was continued, and it is stuted thac in the Jamtara 
Bubdivisitm tliis form of relief will have to bo administered till the end of 


Octolxjr, wlien the upland rice will lie ready for consumption. Like Bhagalpur, 
this district will no longer be shown as distressed. 

15, Rajhhahi Division ,—During the second half of August there was 
copious rain throughout the Divisi«jn, which enabled the transphmtaiion of 
winter rice to be vigorously proceeded with. The prospects of this crop arc 
every where favourable, and the outturn of jute and autumn rice has l>een on 
the whole good. Prices still ruled high. The test-works carried on in Kajshahi, 
Pabna and Dinajpur wore closed. In p »int of total rainfall since the loth 
May, Bogra shows the greatest deficiency in the whole Division, its actual fall 
being 38 per cent, of the average, but the Collector writes that lhe.^.rain which 
fell during the second half of August has rendered the prospects of the 
next winter rice quite hopeful. The aits harvest in this district is estimated at 
10 annaS for the whole district, and the outturn of jute being 16 annus, it is 
stated that such distress as was reported to exist amongst cultivators in the 
easteiui part of the district has disappeared, while there is no want of employ¬ 
ment fof labourers, who are receiving wages slightly higher than usual. 

1 0. livrdtfivn Divisi' n .—Tlio general condition of the affected tracts in the 
district of Bankura^is stated to have somewhat improved with tlie return of the 
monsoon weather. Writing on the 2nd September, the Collector reports that 
the prospects of crops have greatly improved, although cultivation in places 
is still unfinished, and high lands here and there are likely to remain uncultivated 
this season. Prices continued high,.and' there were 37 relief works open with 
3,334 relief workers at tiio close of the period under report, against 28 relief 
works with 1,420 workers at the end of July. The number on gratuitous relief 
was 4,539 against 8,389, the corresponding figure for July. The Collector’s 
attention has again been drawn to the procedure followed in Manbhunf and 
Nadia in dealing with persons in receipt of gratuitous relief; ' He reports that in 
this district relief operations cannot bo closed as early as in Behar. The bhadoi 
crops cover only about 9 4 per cent, of the total area of the district, and the 
chief crop of this class (a kind of rice) is, it is repeurted, not likely to be 
harvested till the end of September. Maize is gro'wn only in small patches close 
to the houses in certain localities, and the early bhadot crops,, grown almost 
solely by Sonthals, have this year boon <m the whole bad owing to want of rain 
at tbe critical time. The Collector also states that in Bankura in normal years 
pricc-8’'fail cemparaitvely little in September, but continue to fall through 
October. The Lieutenant-Governor hopes, however, that it will be found prac¬ 
ticable to close relief operations here as elsewhere at the end of September or 
early in October. Once the coming winter ric^ crop is assur^-the streams of 
private charity eOiould again begin to flow ^even in tracts in which the aegsha 
under iAodai crops is cdfoparatively small. ^

11. Rainfall has been copious, 
and Mr. Savagp, whom 1 saw 
in Bankipore on the 3rd instant, 
reports that all the reservous are 
fuU, and that little or no damage 
has been done by the heavy rain, 
which is noted in the margin. 

12. Prices have a slightly 
downward tendency. A state¬ 
ment showing the general aver¬ 
age price of ^ grain is given in 
the margin. The cheapest grain 
at each Subdivision, as now re¬ 
turned, is manta, which is 13 seers 
at Gaya and 12^ at Nawada, while 
barley is 10 seers at Jahanabad 
and 12 at Aurangabad. 

13. In view of the fine pro¬ 
spects of the crops, it is not sur¬ 
prising that imports have fallen 
o£E considerably, having popped 
in the fortnight from^ 37,882 
maunds to 23,695 maunda, ex- 
pcvts decreasing at the same time from 664 maunds to 19. 

14. The itoorrhouses in the district fed, on the whole, 797 persons per 
diem, against an average of 686 in the previous fortnight. There was some 
laxity cn administration at Gaya, which Collector corrected : there and at 
aU tiiBse institutioDB the recipients of relief aro professional beggam. It is to 
be remembered that these are not Government institutionB, but are supported 

private chari^ or public subscriptions, administered by the Charitable BoHef 
~mittee. ^ *

in the' maigin giving the ’ general 
average Hloe of all grams taken to< 
TOther. llie oheapert grains are as 
foUoassr-'Anrah, nud^ and AAesart 
no seers 8 ohitaks); 8aearam> Muari 
(11 seers); Bhabhua, roAor (11 seers 
8 chitaks); and Baxar, raJktr and 
khetari (10 seers). Rice varies from 
8 seers to seers, and, compared 
with the coarser grains, is decimdly 
cheap. 

19. Imports and exports rail 
have both fallen off coniaderably. In- 

va *1 ^ ii aV ^ 
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eluding the traffic across the Ganges to Ballia, the figures are as follows:— 
Imports, 43,183 maunds and exports 31,581 maunds: the figures for the 
praviouB fortnight were, imports 49,478 maunds and exports 45,414 maunds. 
There is titius a total f^ing off in both, and a net balance in favour of the 
district of 11,602 maunds, against 4,064 maunds. Almost all the imports 
were rice, and this commodity also supplied the bulk of exports to'Ballia. 

20. The public health has not been so good as beforoi, owing'to fever and 
sporadic cholera. The death-rate for August is slightly aboyb the normal, but 
this cannot be attributed to the scarcity. 

21. ReUeff works have been closed in this district for some time, and the 
numbers on the Moghalserai-Gaya line are falling steadily, owing to the demand 
for labour in the fields. The fig^uras for the last four Saturdays are as foUows:— 
August 7th, 5,183; August l4th, 5,461; August 21st, 3,527; August 28th, 
3,654. 

22. The average number of adult units on gratuitous relief of all kinds in 

each of the last four weeks is given in 
the margin. In the current fortnight 
it is expected that a large decrease 
will occur. Gratuitous^ relief has 
been altogether stopped in the 
Chenari outpost of the Sasaram Sub¬ 
division since the 28th August, and 
during the current fortni^t, it will 
also be closed in the Ramgarh 
Charm, nortii of the Grand Trunk 
Road, except at three kitchens on 

- that road. 

23. In pursuance of the programme explained in my last repoi^ kitchens 

are being opened at seven more places in the Bhabhua Subdivision, in addition 
to the four already open, and the two poor-houses' at Bhabhua and Sasaram. * 
The daily average number relieved at-the existing poor-houses and kitchens was 
662 in the first, and 666 in the second week, ajgainst 750 and 650 in the two 
previous weeks. The Sasaram poor-house is to be dosed at once, but the 
HhoKliTiw. poor-house may have to remain open a little longer. With this ^ ex¬ 
ception, the Collects hopes to shut off ml relief of every kuod on the 25th 
instant. . 

24/ About 4,000 pardaruuhin women are now relieved from the Charitable 
Fund |n the Bhabhua Subdivision. The distribution of donations under Head 
IV, wllch was commenced in the flooded area, has been a good deal hampered 
by the^terruption of communications. 

26. ''‘<«8hrafi*----Most propitious weather and the advent of a very , fine 
hhadai croji have in t^ district enabled the Oolleotor to gpmtly reduce his 
nuxn!^, on gratuitous relief and relief works. The decrease in the 
former csmI# 29*02 par cent., and in the latter, 37*35 pgr cent. Mr. Chapman 
hopes to closg, relief operations off every kind on 20th l^mtember. In pursuance 
of the pdicy^ ot? reduction, the Cdlectov hag. dnring we Ifsb'week, oqntracted 
the ari»a undyi^eefere distress from 1,613 to 563 smtare-miles.

The balance in favour of the district 
was thus 49,929 maunds, instead of 121,406 maunds. In the second week, 
the imports by rail decreased by 50 per cent.: there is a marked falling off 
in the importations of rice by rail. 

30. following table, as usual, compares the figures for relief woidcs 

and gratuitous relief during the last four weeks. 
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The number of works under the Collector fell off greatly, and they were 29 
in all when the fortnight ended. Since that date, he hasah'eady closed all but 
fotjir, .which will be kept open for the present. 

81. The aviosage daily number on relief works, it will be seen, has fallen off 
largely, ohieflyson account of works beinig closed, and also owing to a it^uction 
of the Vage which was niade in harmoi^ with the fall in the price of gnSu. 
The proport^n on daily wage, irresTOOtlve of task, was too large in the last 
week, it is ex|&aiDe^ that many ox these were women doing light dressing 
tm^ ^he pxi^oirtibn 0 wommi to men was 141 to 100), .and in any case, the 
■eorks nkye noB beep dbsed. Orders have been given that the two Hatwu 
Raj works whiA wore open durii^ the fortnight, should be closed at once. 
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32. The numberateceiving gratuitous reu^jx have not fallen ^ rapidly, 
but there is a noticeable fall of nearly one-fourth in their numbers, doe to the 
complete cessation of gratuitous relief in West Gopalganjj a:4d to a large 
reduction in the Sad ar Subdivision. 

33. The number of kitchens has been raised frem* '40 to 48, aind the 

average number relieved daily in the last week Vas 8,435 as gainst 7,672. 1 

am glad to .notice that, out of 8,425 persons, as many as 8,278 or 98*2 pfir oent." 
were children: this seems to show that the kitchens in this district are exactly 
fulfilling the functions which it was hoped they would discharge. I'he Hatwa 
Kaj kitchens during the last week relieved a daily total of 338 persons. 

34. The two Government poor-houses relieved a daily average of 173 
persons during the last week, as against 24.5 in the last week of the previoue 
period, and the Hatwa poor-houses contained a daily average of 428—'exactly 
the same number as before. 

35. Champaran .—In this district, after a period of considerable tmxiety, 
copious rain falling just after the close of the period under report, has plac^ 
matters in a most satisfactory position. Prices are falling, and so are the 
numbers in receipt of gratuitous relief, although for special reasons those on 
relief show no decrease. 

36. During the curly part of August, there had been little rain in 
Champaran, and the condition of the Ramnagar and Bagaha tracts gave cause 
for considerable apprehension. For the greater part of the second fortnight, 
viz., that under review, the weather was showery, but the rainfall was very 
capricious, though increasing in amount as the month progressed. A statement 

f iven in the Collector’s 6di paragraph shows that, whereas the average of the 
rst week was 1*60 inches, that of the second was 3*70, and Ramnagar and 
Bagaha in the last week received 5*38 and 5*20 inches, respectively. This was 
not sufficient, however, to make up their deficiencies, or to enable the whole of 
the rice to be planted out, and it was, therefore, with great thankfulness, that I 
learned by telegram, on tlm 4th instant, that during the first three days of 

September, Bagaha received 5f 
and Ramnagar ^ 10^ inches. This 
information, which is l^ter than Mr. 
Maepherson’s report, delivers me 
from all anxiety about the tract to 
the west and north of the Bettiah 
Subdivision which has caused much 
apprehension hitherto. The normal 
rainfall and that for August 1897 
are shown in the marginal table. 

37. The prospects of the 
crops are now everywhere excel¬ 
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lent. The maize and millets will be a very good crop, though rather late, the 
hhadoi rice neady up to the average, and the wititer rice, (thanks to the late 
heavy rain) should be a full crop, if, ac may be hoped, we have a good haihiya 
fail at the end of this month. 

38. Prices, in these circumstances, have taken a decided downward turn, 
which is calculated by Mr. Maepherson to be equivalent to 8^ per cent, on the 

recorded prices at four markets: the 
mean price for all grains is given in 
the margin for the two District and 
Subdivisions! head-quarters. Barley 
is the cheapest grain at Motihari (12 
seers and ll chitaks), at Bettiah 
mama sells at 13| seers, and at Ram¬ 
nagar at 13 seers, w’hile barley again 
is cheapest at Bagaha, at 10 seers for 
the rupee. There has been a drop 
of a seer or more in the price of 
^Burmah rice, due to the allegea arrival 
of !taige consignbaents in CalipntliHi 
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.89. Ibiiporta by rail wer^ larger, and exports less,'than in the paieriotut font- 
nigbt, (]ue doubtless to ordersi^ven while the raift held off, and while the paAw* 
pe^B .of the 4rops in Banmagar and Bagaha were doubtful. .The importo by 
rail were 14,^80 -znaunds, against 10,636 maunds, and the exports 2,601 maunds, 
against 4,904. Almbstthe whole of the imports consisted of cleaned riee, and 
the gr^at bulk of it went to Bettiab. Adding on the •traffic with Nipal sued 
across the Gindak, we get*a total of imports 31,0t*<3 maunds and ^:{ports 3,389 
maunds, leaving a balance of 27,694 maunds In fnvour of the distnct, against 
figures of the preceding fortnight as follows ^-imports 27,139 maunds, exports 
4,904 maunds, balance 22,235 maunds. The imports from Nipal were register¬ 
ed as 16,503 maunds, but were probably much more. 

40. The public health has been good and the extradrdinary freedom 
from cholera, which Champaran has enjoyed from the first, still continues. The 
mortality figures have not been given. 

4It The following statement, as usual, compares the figures for relief 
works and gratuitous relief during each of the four past weeks. 
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42. It is surprising to see a rise in the number of works. Out of the 6 new 
urorks, 5 are under the Civil Agency and 1 under the Public Works Depart- 
nent. The Collector explains that it was found necessary to re-open, under 
Jivil Agency, certain works which had been closed by the Public Works 
Department, before the middle of August; these works wore mainly in the 
Dhakka, Bottiah and Gobindganj Charges. I was not prepared for the re-open- 
Dg of fresh works at this stage, but, the mutter will be further enquired into 
luring my forthcoming visit to Champaran. At any rate they nave now 
learly all been closed after the late heavy rain. 

43. All these new w’orks and some of the old ones were on the pieoe- 
rork system, as advised by the Famine Commissioners at the conclusion of 
'amine relief operations. This fact accoimts for the increai|e in numbers under 
liece-work, and the great fall in those on daily wage, irrespective of task, 
[n the * outturn there has been a falling off, which has been attributed to the 
ihowery weather which interfered with work, though it did not alt<^ether 
lut a rtop to it, and also to the change* from task-work to piece-work. Except 
n the Hardih and Bagaha Charges the scale of wages was reduced to fit the 
'all in prices from the 1st of August, from a 9'1-seer to an 11-seer basis. 

44. In the numbers on gratuitous relief there has been a substantial reduo- 
ion, equivalent in the fortnight to 24*54 per cent, in the average daily number 
>f adult units relieved in all ways. As the Collector points out, this decrease 
laa ocourred chiefly in the numbers relieved under Chapter V at their villages, 
srhile there has been an increase in the number relieved at kitchens; this is in 
tcoordance with the authorised programme, and is satisfactory. In a state- 
nent in his SOth para^aph, Mr. Maepherson shows that the total daily average 
)f persons relieved fell from 39,288 in the first to 30,308 in the second week, 
hose relieved under Chapter'V decreased from 31,587 to 19,059, while those 
'eliered in ki^dhens rose from 5,743 to 9,768. Of this latter number, 5,152, or 
>2'7 per cent., were children. It is curious that, in this district, tb^lte has all 
dong been a greater proportion of adults receiving relief in kitchens than in 
ither districts; •the fact is ^doubtless due to the large admixture of aboriginal 
aces arid lower hastes in the population. It was noticed in a former report 
hf^ gratuitous relief had been Rigorously cut down in tl^e Bettiah Subdivinon, < 
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and the aecnraoy of the Iremark is oonfirmed the fact that this Dumbers 
there are fEdling mach mOTe slotrlj tlttn in the Sadar Subdividon. v 

4&. Kitchens have been increased in number from 83 tl> ■ 99; at the 
beginning of August there were only 41 open. It has just been 'st?.ted that the 
number fed at these phioes increased lai^ely during the' fortnight, the total 
advance being from a daily average of 6,495 persons in the second treek ol 
August, to cme of ) 0,584 persons in the fourth week of the month. '' * 

46. There were seven poor-houses as before with an averse pollution. 
of 1 ,^ 10 , as against 1,179 for -the previous fortnight. These institutions are 
practically hospitals. 

47 . Figures for the Charitable Relief administration of the fortnight are 
not yet available. 


48. Muzafarpur ,— In this district a great improvement has taken place 
in the situation, wnich is greater even than what the Collector reports, l^cause 
more rain has fallen since the date of his letter. Prices are falling, the crop 
prospects are excellent and the numbers both on relief works and gratuitous 
relief are fast declining; the former have practically come to an end. 

49. The Collector has made no change in his estimate of distressed area 
up to the end of the period under report, but he has ordered all relief works 
to be closed by the 1st September, except in the Pupri Charge of the Sitamarhi 
Subdivision. Gratuitous relief in the same areas—except titfough kitchens and 
poor-houses—will cease from the 10th instant. 

50. Rainfall during the period under renort was uneven and capricious, 

- - and though some rain fell almost

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the year;^ Sitamarhi was a good deal in arrear. Since the Ist September, how¬ 
ever, the situation has vasuy improved, for Sitamarhi has received up to the 
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61'. In these circumstances, the prospects of the crops ait) even better than 
they are described to be in the Colloctoris report. The hhadoi is a fine crop 
almost everywhere, and will certainly be more than an average crop all ovev 
the district, and the rice, strengthened by this late rain, will, with a g^od 
■hathiyaj be also above the averc^e. 

52. With sach prospects it would be surprising, if there were not a fall 

in prices, and this has begun: there 
has been a fall of a seer or more 
in tiie general average price of 
grain, as the marginm statement 
will show, and in particular grainy 
the prices have fallen greatly. 
Thus, on the* 28th ultimo, the 
cheapest graina at Muzafhirpur, 
were tnarua at 17 seen and maize 
at 13; at Hajipur mama was at 
14 seers, and at SCtamarhi both 

maize and tnarua were quoted at 13 seers. As the maize comes more into the 
market, prices will fall more rapidlv. 

53. ^ Impoiiji have fallen off largely. The returns are again incomplete; 
but, taking them with all reserratiems, it appears that, during tm fortnight, the 
imports were 35,683 mounds, against 71,176 maunds, ana the exports 3,64$ 
mounds, against 2,Q6l matmds, so that the^eft imports were *62,135 iaatmds, 
against 69^124 maunds; ae usual, most of the uxqxnrts were rice. • 

64. The publiehealtitAras good, but tlm %ttres for August a?o not givacu * 
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, The number of works has fallen off largely, and at the end of theTperiod 
they ^ere all under the Collector. 

56. It will be seen from column 6 of the above statement that the average 
daily number*of male units on relief works fell off by 41*5 per cent., a result 
partly due to the closiqg of relief works, and partly to the lowering of the wage. 
The Collector gives a table to show the distribution by Subdirisionst and from 
this it shears that, while there was a fall in the other Subdivisions,—^which was 
■large in Hajipur,—there was a slight increase in the Sadar, caused by a temporary 
failure of employment in the fields. The works are chiefly roads, with short 
lead and soft earth; these facta explain the good outturn and, combined with the 
lowering of the wage, account for the very low cost per. 1,000 cubic feet. 

• 57, The numbers on receipt of gratuitous relief have notfallen so rapidly, 

the decrease in the fortnight being 22*84 per cent. The largest fall has been 
in the Sadar Subdivision, but every one snows a decrease. The number of 
persons in receipt of relief on toe latest day of this, as compared with toe 
preceding period, shows a decrease of 12,40vl: the decrease on relief given under 
Chapter Y ef the Code was 9,724 persons, and under the head of kitchens, 3,008. 

58. These institutions decreased in number from 74 to 73 and, as just 
stated, the numbers attending them fell off somewhat; a sign it seems to me that 

.the people in this district are better off, or more fastidious, than they eire else¬ 
where. The daily average numbers fed were, in the last week of the fortnight, 
13,273, as against 16,327 at the end of the previous period. 

59. In poor-houses, there was a small rise in the daily average population, 
from 433 in the previous to 482 in the past fortnight. 

60. The Darbhanga Haj relieved at Parihar an average of 894 persons a 
day throughout the fortnight, as against 1,422 in the previoils period. 

61. * Particulars of CluiritablQ Belief administration for August are not 
available. 


62. Darlhanga .—After giving rise to oonsiderable anxiety as regards 
prospects in Madhubani, this district has now received copious rain and, with 
toe exception of one or two sm^ tracts, is now quite safe. Prices are falling, 
and the Collector is r^idly closing his reliel operations. 

63. Up to toe 20to August, the date ca the Collector’s previous report, 
the transplanting of *tbe rice was backwai-d all along the north of the district 

for want of rain, but in the fortnight 
ending too 28to, there was good rain 
almost everywhere, ranging from 6*95 
inches at Darbhanga to 3*10 at 
Umgaon on the north-western bound¬ 
ary of the district. Since that date, 
however, oopious rain has- fallen in 
the Madhubani Siibdivisiot^ and a 
telegram from the Subdivisional 
Officer has informed me that, from 
the 14th to the 31st August, toe fall 
was 6*43 inches, while from the 1 st to 
the 3rd Septeml^, other 4 inches were ‘

67. The following table compares, as usual, the figures for relief work 
and gratuitous relief during the last four weeks:— 
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The number of works has been largely reduced. Of the 53 still open at 
the end of the period, 49 were under Civil Agency, and only 4 under the 
Public Works Department. Mr. Carlyld'explains that while the fate of Madhu* 
boni still hung in the balance, he hesitated to dismiss his staff, aud they were 
employed in finishing off works. This situation has how come to an end, apd 
I expect that, daring the present fortnight, all the works will be closed. Definite 
^ orders have issued for the closdrc of the Sakri'Jainaga^ lin§ on the 10th 
instant; the above 4 works under Public Works Department supervision are the 
four sections of this line.

persons* in the first and 12,608 persons in the second week of the fortnight. 
The previous figures were 14,483 and 12,401. 

74. Fronf a copy of the Collootor’a report to the Secretary of the Indian 
Famine Charitable Reli^ Fund, Calcutta, which has been sent to mo separately, 
1 find that the average number of persons relieved daily during the second half 
of August was 26,10-5, and the expenditure to the end of the month has been 
Hs. 1,14,462. Of this sum, Rs. 60,893 were given as donations under head IV 
to 9,129 persons: it is evident from tho report that these donations were given 
with mu<m care and discrimination. 



Past III.— Conclusion. 

75. Except in parts of Patna, and to a slight extent in Gaya and 
Shahalmd, the agricultural outlook and tho condition of the people in the 
Division is decidedly better than it was when my last report was written, 
hopeful thou^ that was. 

76 . On the whole, good, seasonable and sufficient rain has fallen every- 
■whero during the fortnight under report, with no break except for the last three 
days of the period. Tlio general characteristic of the rainfall was that it came 
in showers, and though generally sufficient, was unequally distributed even in' 
the same district. Parts of Patna, Gayu and Shahabad had almost too much, 
floods ensuing to the dauiago of the bhadoi, while in west Bettiah, Sitamarhi, 
and Modhubani, the fall up to the 28th August was still insufficient, and 
(especially in the foi-mer tract) a good deal of the rice remained to be trans- 

S lanted. Tlio last few days of August, however, and the first few daj’s of 
optembbr, have witnessed a great improvement in the situation. Copious rain 
has fallen, especially in the three tracts named, and all District Officers write 
most confidently of the agricultural outleok. A table is added, as Appendix B, 
which gives the rainfall for August and tho total up to the end of that month iu 
a normal year and iu 1897. 

77. Except in Patna, where the Collector ponsiders tliat half his crop has 
goue, and in Gaya and Shaliubad, whore tho damago is less, the bhadoi crop is 
certainly above tho nvenige *, and it came well into the market everywhere 
during me fortnight, except in the northmm parts of the trnus-Gangetic districts. 
Tho aghanx rice has boon planted out everywhere and gives excellent promise ; 
with a good haihiga downfall at the end of tho current month, this crop also 
should yield more than dn.overage return; while even if tho hathiya fails, or is 
short, there is reason to think that a fair crop would be reaped.

There has been a falling 6d of 33'75 per cent, in the average daily number 
of male units on relief works, and a decrease of 19'38 per cent, in that of the 
adult ufiits receiving gratuitous relief. In MuzaSarpur and Darbhanga, the 
outturn of work has been better; in the other two districts, it has fallen off: 
except in Saran, the cost rate has decreased. 

83. The figures below represent the total number of 'persons receiving 
Government relief on the last day of the fortnight, whether gratuitously or in* 
return for labour; the figures are taken frem the Calcutta Gazette, but have 
been corrected by the Collector of Champaran, and figures for the Dar^^hanga 
Raj, which were omitted in the Gazette, nave now been added. The population 
of the affected area has been left intact except in Oarbbauga, because, in other 
districts, no area has been declared entir^y free from distress up to the 28th 
August. In several areas, relief works luve ceased and gratuitous relief has 
been largely reduced, but as they are still slightly affected, the population of 
them has not been denoted &om the total: it is expected that, in nuext report, 
a considerable redaction will appear.
